Thompkins charged 

Stolen goods, shooting cases

The Winchester man in whose 
apartment police found thousands of 
dollars worth of stolen goods two 
weeks ago was under arrest in Cam¬ 
bridge at the time of the discovery, 
according to police reports, 

The man is Wayne Thompkins. 28, 
a resident at Parkview Con¬ 
dominiums on Swanton Road for the 
past year. Police have yet to com¬ 
pletely unravel the details of Thom¬ 
pkins’ alleged armed assault on 
employees of B & B Towing in Cam 
bridge, a subsequent break-in at his 
home, and the presence of the stolen 
articles. 

Thompkins was arraigned in Cam¬ 
bridge District Court June 15 on seven 


charges relating to a shooting inci¬ 
dent the previous day lie is current 
ly being held for observation at 
Metropolitan State Hospital in 
Waltham. 

The events of June 14 can be 
reconstructed from police records 
and witnesses' accounts: In the ear¬ 
ly hours of that Sunday morning. 
Thompkins drove up in a blue pickup 
truck to B & B Towing Co. on Mooney 
Street in Cambridge. 

According to B &• B employee John 
Davis, Thompkins became involved 
in an argument with Andrew Lincoln, 
the other man working the night shift, 
and Thompkins produced a sawed-off 
shotgun, firing three shots into tile air 
before leaving in the pickup truck 

Cambridge police, who had been 


alerted to tin* disturbance, sighted 
Thompkins’ car and chased him tor 
about a mile, apprehending him on 
Larch Road. 

Police said Thompkins was “total 
ly irrational in speech and manner” 
at the time of the arrest. When asked 
by police for a residence. Thompkins 
gave the Arlington address ol his 
parents, police said 

Thompkins appeared in court the 
next day, where he was charged with 
assault with a doadh weapon and 
three lesser firearms violations, driv¬ 
ing recklessly and without a license, 
and failing tostop lor police officers 
Davis could not explain Thom 
pkins' early morning appearance and 
alleged shooting spree at the tow lot 
Lincoln quit ins joh alter the inci 


<lent. Davis said, and has not return¬ 
ed since. Lincoln could not he reach 
ed lor comment 

On the evening of June Hi. while 
Thom pkins was in custody. Win 
Chester police responded to reports of 
gunfire in Thompkins’ Parkview 
apartment They found file door pried 
open and the apartment unoccupied 
0 except by some $(>,(1011 in stolen 
audio, video and photographic equip 
merit and cash, as well as what poliee 
called evidence of cocaine and mari 
junna use. 

Investigators said they discovered 
several sjient .;Wcalil>cr revolver ear 
I ridges in the apartment. 

Police as yet have no leads as to 
tire identities of the burglar or

Bell rings out 
Town Hall’s 
100th birthday

After many months of silence, the 
town bell has finally spoken again. 

Selectmen Chairman Judith Mug- 
gia said she liked to think the bell’s 
lolling represents "the voice of 
rebirth” for Winchester’s historic 
Town Hall 

As the first waves of sound rolled 
out across Winchester last Sunday, a 
solemnity fell over those assembled. 
After all. it was a moment toward 
which the town has committed $1.2 
million for exterior renovations on the 
building and at which the town faces 
a $4 million choice about whether to 
implement the general-contract work 
on the interior, according to Building 
Committee Chairman Susan Keats. 

The money spent for the original 
structure would barely pay the in¬ 
terest on loans for the current rest ora 
lion, said Town Moderator John 
Sullivan 

Sunday morning on the common 
there were at first only sparrows, 
chirping under the roofing of the train 
platform. Then strolling people began 
to collect: people who knew other peo¬ 


ple. people wearing badges of civic 
organizations, town selectmen, stale 
Rep. Sherman Saltmursh and slate 
Sen Richard Kraus, a police honor 
guard in black caps and black boots, 
standing around with furled flags 
"These people are here for a 
reason." concluded a man who iden¬ 
tified himself as Mike and had just 
slopped by to pick up a prescription 
at the drug store 

In fact, the gathering honored the 
HMHh anniversary of the laying of the 
cornerstone of the Town Hall 

Eor the procession, the Auxiliary 
Eire Department wheeled out its an¬ 
tique "Black Horse Hose Wagon,” 
which was not, and had never been, 
drawn by horses black or otherwise. 

It is a man pulled wagon, explain¬ 
ed Ken Dully, president of the 
Firefighters Union, and it was con¬ 
structed to be drawn by a standard 
team of four men.

The 20-year-old choked on his 
vomit while in the custody of Win 
Chester police. Police attempts to 
resuscitate him failed 


Marquado’s exeeulor and sister. 
Catherine Carapellucei, is suing the 
town, the J9H4 Board ol Selectmen, 
three police officers and Police Chid 
John McHugh for $5(1 million. She 
claims civil rights violations and 
negligence caused the death ol her 
brother.

Alter receiving the motion for 
summary judgment and the complai¬ 
nant's reply, the judge will decide 
whether all. none, or some of 
Carapellucei's claims warrant a trial. 

The* town contends that lhe Board 
of Select men and Mel lugh should not 
be held liable. They were not at the 
scene, and the motion claims there 
musl be a pattern ol similar incidents 
or u history of widespread abuse to 
hold supervisors responsible lor their 
employees' actions. 

Carapellucei claims her brother 
showed an “obvious need lor medical 
care” and police showed “deliberate 
indifference to the decedent's condi 
tion" and that these and other lactors 
caused his accidental death.

Town Man a Rer W Chadwick 
Maurer outlined his objectives lor 
1988 in a report to the Board of Select¬ 
men Monday night. 

Maurer wants to have a progress- 
report system in place by Sept. IT 
This system would require town 
departments to give the town 
manager regular progress reports lor 
the month and the year to date 
Department heads will develop a for¬ 
mat for I heir individual reports. 

Maurer will call all department 
heads, the selectmen. Finance and 
Capital Planning Committees, the 
comptroller and the assistant town 
manager together to create a long- 
range fiscal plan. I le is aiming to pre¬ 
sent the plan to the selectmen by Oct 
30. The plan will inleude a revenue 
analysis for the previous fiscal year 
and a review of public service fees. 

By the end of the year. Maurer 
wants to have an operational budget- 
review plan in place for all depart 
meats. The Board of Selectmen will 
review each department s needs and 
requirements before Maurer presents 
his budget on next Feb. 15. Maurer 
has asked lhe selectmen to develop a 
spending policy for fiscal year 19811. 

According to Maurer s objectives, 
negotiations with five collective 
bargaining units will be finished by 
fall Town Meeting. These groups are 
the Winchester Organized Clerical 
Association, the Town Employees 
Association, the Firelighters Associa¬ 
tion. the Police Association and the 
Police Superior Officers Association. 
Maurer said the timely achievement 
of this goal is dependent upon how the 
bargaining process works oul 

Maurer wants to meet regularly 
with department heads to discuss the 
department’s operations He also 


wants lo schedule regular meetings 
between department heads and 
supervisors and meetings for all 
departments involved in special pro¬ 
jects. His target date for these 
meeting schedules is Feb. 1 

Maurer is planning lo produce a 
complete set of policies and pro¬ 
cedures for each department. By Ju¬ 
ly 1. IH88. he hopes to know when each 
department will complete its part of 
the manual 

The selectmen and Maurer will 
work logv 'her to list major town pro¬ 
jects according to their importance. 
These projects include disposition of 
the Woburn lamp, a water master 
plan, downtown. a 

playground/playfieid master plan, 
the transfer station, and an advanc¬ 
ed life-support program. According to 
Maurer’s schedule, this will 1 h* done 
by July 31. 1988. 

Maurer would like better manage¬ 
ment or town records and hopes to 
make a recommendation in the fiscal 
1989 budget to meet that goal. The 
1989 budget will be ready Feb. 15, 
1988. for presentation to fall town 
meeting. 

To better utilize state and federal 
grant opportunities, Maurer wants lo 
develop a program to apply and ad¬ 
minister those grants. Until the for¬ 
mal process is completed Maurer 
set a July l. 1988, deadline the town 
will apply for specific grants as they 
become available. 

Maurer also presented an over¬ 
view of the operations of each depart 
menl within the town government. 
The guide describes each depart 
menl s functions, how the functions 
relate to each other and how the 
department relates lo other depart 
meats in town.

I he town is considering the adop¬ 
tion of a new bylaw that would 
regulate the use of wetlands. 


The Conservation Commission 
presented the first draft of such a 
bylaw to the selectmen lasl Monday 
night and sought comments, reactions 
and direction. 


She said that a bylaw allows rapid 
decisions lo be made by culling oul a 
cycle in the process. 


Ollier reasons for having a bylaw, 
according to Vreeland. are that the 
slate law sets only minimum stan¬ 


dards. and a bylaw would establish a 
“framework for future years.” 


She described problems that occur 
with low lying loLs. Often the problem 
is not discovered until the “last per¬ 
son on the block” notices that filling 
by olhers has caused a drainage pro¬ 
blem on his or her lot. 


She also said erosion problems oc¬ 
cur on uplands, particularly ledge 
areas. The problem should be ad¬ 
dressed before il begins, she said. 


Selectman Mark Lombardi was 
disturbed by language in the draft 
that held subsequent owners of a pro- 
perl y responsible Tor violations com¬ 
mitted before they took title. He sug¬ 
gested that I he transfer of property 
could Ik> accompanied by a statement 
that conservation conditions had been 
met, thus keeping some responsibili¬ 
ty with the original owner. 


Selectman Thomas Schmitt lob¬ 
bied fora formal “check-off” system 
that would ensure that the Converva- 
lion Commission participated in the 
huilding-permit-granling process. 


Selectmen Chairman Judith Mug- 
gia asked about penalties and fees. 
She suggested that the amounts 
should not he specified in the bylaw, 


but handled as an administrative ac¬ 
tion. otherwise the bylaw would have 
to he amended every time the fees 
changed.

Is Winchester doing enough to pro¬ 
tect children? 

This is a question that concerns 
Mary Livingstone, a Winchester resi¬ 
dent elected June 2*1 to the board of 
the Mystic Valley Council for 
Children. 

As a family resource worker at the 
Department of Social Services. Liv¬ 
ingstone often sees what she calls 
“toxic situations" in families, where 
children need to be placed in foster 
care, sometimes overnight, 
sometimes for years. 

Winchester has ils share of these 
family crises, she says. For example. 
Livingstone suggests that Winchester 
faces problems with adolescents who 
are “school-phobic” or who, for one 
reason or another, “create problems 
at home by not abiding by the ground 
rules.” 

Once, these children would have 
been sent across the street to stay 
with a relative, Livingstone points 
out, but the break-up of the extended 
family has created a need for inform¬ 
ed and compassionate people willing 
to take care of children who are no kin 
to them. Her work is to recruit and 
educate these volunteer parents. 

Through advocacy for children 
across a broad range of other issues 
and problems, the Mystic Valley 
Council for children is trying to make 
this area a belter place to be a child. 

Cheryl Snyder, area coordinator of 
the state’s Office for Children, 
describes the council as a citizen-run 
“watchdog of children’s services.” It 
is the volunteer branch of the Office 
for Children. 

The council lobbies on behalf of 
children, raises funds for children’s 
programs, awards grants to special- 
needs children, sponsors support 
groups, reviews local programs and 
services for children and makes this 


information available through 
publications and open forums. 

in short, the group works on 
whatever projects individual 
members have an interest in seeing 
accomplished, according to outgoing 
Chairperson Maureen Richichi. 

“That’s the beauty of it,” she com¬ 
ments. “It’s not a molded group that 
you have to fit into. You can come and 
say, 'Look. I really have an interest 
in drug problems in the schools and 
I’d like to find some other people and 
look into that.’ Fine, Go ahead. We’ll 
support you.” 

In preparation for the assembling 
of the group June 24, the big casement 
windows on the second floor of the 
First Congregational Church were 
thrown open onto a leafy, sun- 
streaked summer evening, and vases 
of flowers and bowls of fruit salad 
began appearing on tables. 

After brief committee reports. 
Richichi presented official citations 
from the Massachusetts Legislature 
recognizing outstanding volunteer 
work done on behalf of the Mystic 
Valley Council by Michele Ansaldi, 
Janet Kovner, and Faye Rosenthal. 


Then council members chose Lucy 
Zolandi as new chairperson and 
Robert Lynch as vice chair. 

The council identified “respite 
care” as a major focus for the com¬ 
ing year. Respite care brings relief to 
parents of special-needs children who 
otherwise may get “no break in the 
tedium of care.” according to guest 
speaker Rolyxane Cobb, who runs a 
non-profit, in-home respite care ser¬ 
vice in Cambridge. The subject is 
close to her heart since she herself 
has a son with a disability. 

Because of advances in medicine. 
Cobb said, more people are living 
with disabilities I ban ever before, yet 
for the most part children with special 
needs are still “forgotten members of 
society — unseen, unknown." 

She suggested that the social 
forces that have tended lo isolate the 
American family are billing parents 
of disabled children especially hard. 
In coping with disabilities, these 
families have “discovered an 
aloneness few families before them 
knew,” she said. 

Cobb urged the Mystic Valley 
Council to “push for state wide ser¬ 


vices that are not only adequate in one 
region, but available in all regions." 

She stressed the need for more 
equitable distribution of state-f unded 
services, for greater availability of 
emergency respite, and for local 
recreation programs. 

Communities need to start taking 
more responsibility, she said: "If 
there isn’t a local program for kids 
with disabilities, then there should 
be.” 

She told the council in conclusion 
that. “The system is only beginning 
to understand the diversity of the 
need.” 

In addition to foster and respite 
care, the Mystic Valley Council for 
Children is concerned about the more 
general problem of children's day 
care. 

Last year the council conducted a 
comprehensive review of an Arl¬ 
ington children’s center and is cur¬ 
rently sponsoring the Family Day 
Care Provider Support Network. 

A new child-care resource to 
which the council refers parents is 
Child Care Search in Waltham, which 
has only been fully staffed and pro¬ 
viding services to the public since 
May. , 

Marney Stoumbelis, program 
coordinator at The Parent Connection 
in Arlington, says she speaks to many 
parents “desperate to find good 
care.” Anxieties about the quality of 
care are compounded for many 
parents by the financial strain of try¬ 
ing lo pay for it, 

“We have a situation in the Com¬ 
monwealth where there is not nearly 
enough child care available.” says 
area stale Sen. Richard Kraus 

To answer the need, Kraus is co¬ 
sponsoring a bill with state Hep. San¬ 
dra Graham known as the Child Care 
Linkage Bill, which was just releas¬ 


ed from the Human Services Commit 
tee June 24. 

Bob Slate of Graham’s office culls 
it a "dramatic piece of legislation." 

He explains that the bill requires 
developers of commercial or in¬ 
dustrial office space of 50,(100 square 
feet or more, whether new or 
redeveloped, lo provide for a child¬ 
care center near or wilhin the 
workplace, or to pay a fee to the stale 
Child Care Development Fund based 
on average rental of the building. The 
fee would support grants to child care 
providers in that area. 

Developers, or the new owners 
when the space is sold, would be re¬ 
quired to contract for child care and 
cover ongoing costs if they choose one 
of the “space options” rather than 
supporting the Child Care Develop 
ment Fund through fees. 

Since the depreciation on the child¬ 
care space could lx? written off for tax 
purposes in the first year. Kraus sug¬ 
gests that the provisions of the bill will 
help alleviate the child -care crisis for 
parents without having a major finan¬ 


cial impact on developers. 

(’hiId-care assistance is already 
becoming a major factor in 
employers’ attracting and retaining 
employees ' in Massachusetts, in the 
view of the director of Child Care 
.Search, Chris Dillon. She points to 
shortages of space and money to start 
centers. 

There are no easy solutions lo the 
problems raised by new stresses on 
the family, but services for children 
do improve when citizens get more in¬ 
volved, says Richichi. 

“In terms of children’s services, 
day care or otherwise, the more in¬ 
formed and educated and active a 
public you have, then the better the 
services will be,” she observes. "We 
gel what we ask for, what we de 
niand." 

In her work with the Mystic Valiev 
Council, Richichi has seen that in¬ 
dividual citizens can make a dif¬ 
ference, she says, and she is op¬ 
timistic for the future, “Change can 
happen. The more we band together 
and the larger our voice is, the more 
impact we can have.”

Hospital breaks ground 
for new birthing unit 


Winchester Hospital broke ground 
for the new maternity unit in formal 
ceremonies last Sunday, signalling 
the start of a $4.8 million renovation 
program expected to be completed 
next spring. 

The project will require the coop¬ 
eration and participation of many. 
President Eugene Loubier told a 
gathering of approximately 75 friends 
of the hospital, lie asked for the 
understanding of employees and pa¬ 
tients and extended gratitude to 
Director of Engneering Services 
Charles Briwa and members of the 
Building Committee. 

Sumner Andrews, chairman of the 
Board of Directors, pledged the full 
support of the board. 

“The miracle of birth is still a 
wonder,” said Judith Muggia, chair¬ 
man of the Winchester Board of Sel¬ 
ectmen, who was present for the oc¬ 
casion Muggia herself is a former 
delivery-room nurse whose children 
were born al Winchester Hospital. 

She expressed the hope that for 
every new mother, the new materni¬ 
ty suite would be synonymous with 
joy and that each child born in the 
new unit would be a welcome child 

Calling women a breed apart, and 
given to a world of dreams, she sa id, 
“The poets tell us that buildings have 
dreams too. If this is true then let us 
listen to their dreams of a future filled 
with promise for every child born at 
Winchester Hospital ” 

The renovated area is the design 
of Gary Shaw of the Boston architec¬ 
tural firm of Dean Tucker Shaw. Con¬ 
tractor is the Henry E. Wile Corpora¬ 
tion of Newton 

The new birthing room will offer 
mothers a home-like and more tran¬ 
quil setting. A new, larger nursery 
will provide newborns with state-of- 
the-art care. Modern nurses' stations 
will make it easier for the medical 
staff to serve mothers and babies. 

The new Maternity Service will 
utilize a combination of labor-del- 
ivery-recovery rooms (LDKs). In 
contrast to the traditional obstetrical 
unit, which requires that the mother 
be moved from labor room to delivery 
room to recovery room, the LDK per¬ 
mits the mother to remain in one 
place, in a setting that does not feel 
institutional, while it is also allows 
family members to observe or assist 
in the birth if they wish. 

The postpartum area, wh»*re 
mothers recuperate after the birth, 
will also be renovated to improve pa¬ 
tient comfort and care. More private 
rooms will be available, and a re

stored sunroom will provide a plea¬ 
sant place for families to gather to 
celebrate the new arrivals. 

“Our new facility will enable us to 
offer more private rooms and heller 
accommodations in the 21 ,otW square 
feet about to be renovated,” said 
Building Committee Chairman Frank 
Gunby Jr., whose} father chaired the 
building committee* in 1902. during the 
last major maternity renovation at 
Winchester Hospital. Gunby recalled 
his father’s promise that the new wing 
would he ready in time for his ex¬ 
pected grandchild. It would have 
been, he said, except that the child 
was horn two weeks prematurely and 
missed the opening by a week. 

Dr. John Going Jr , chairman of the 
Obstetrics and Gynecology Depart 
ment. saw the groundbreaking cer 
emony “not as a beginning of a new 
construction phase but rather as 
another step forward in Winchester 
Hospital's tradition of providing 
modern obstetrical care 

“This tradition is not based on Hie 
bricks and mortar of this institution, 
but rather on the firm foundation of 
those who have dedicated their lives 
to the Winchester Hospital Obstetri¬ 
cal Department,’’ he said. 

Dr Going traced obstetrical services 
at Winchester Hospital back lo May 
5. 1912. when Amelia Anderson was 
delivered by Dr. A.L. Brown The 
department was formed in 1922 with

America: love her 
always, but fix her 
1 when she’s wrong 

* Let’s begin with some free association: Red - roses, fire, anger; white 
-brides, clouds, snow: blue - sadness, sky, little boys; red, white and blue 
America. Fourth of July, liroworks. 

As we approach lliai most red, white and blue of all holidays, In¬ 
dependence Day, the patriotic tone picks up. Chests swell with pride as 
thoughts of Paul Revere riding frantically through Boston shouting about 
those pesky British, George Washington standing underdressed in that boat 
on the Delaware River in the middle of the winter (how did he manage 
to stand up without tipping the boat over anyway?), Abe Lincoln trudging 
miles and miles through the wilderness without shoes to return a book, Ted¬ 
dy Roosevelt riding roughly through the Spanish-American War, Neil Arm¬ 
strong planting the stars and stripes on the lunar surface and Martin Luther 
King articulating his dream 

By the Fourth itself, we are stepping all over each other to show how 
much we are ready to defend America with all our hearts, souls and bodies. 
As we watch dad standing over the gas grill (Okay everybody, how do you 
like your hamburgers?) we radiate contentment with ourselves and our 
nation. The sun is shining, the music is playing, the food is cooking and 
most people aren’t at work, What a great day 

And it is a great day, there's no doubt about it. What a windfall to live 
in a country that stimulates such patriotism. It’s good to be an American 
But there's more to it than barbecues, fireworks and the Boston Pops; 
there’s responsibility. 

Responsibility does not end with registering to vote. Besides actually 
going to the polling places bn election days, it is necessary to know who 
is seeking office and what that person is being asked to do. 

It is a voter’s responsibility to push the ballot lever for the best can¬ 
didate for the job, no matter what they look like, what their last name is, 
or whether (hey wear a suit and tie or a skirl and blazer to work. 

But the responsibility of Americans encompasses more than voting. We 
have the enormous duty to watch over our government once we place it 
in power. We cannot just turn off the television once the election results 
are in and tune out until next time. We must be the arbiters of our own fate. 

From the local level on up, we must not stand by and watch our elected 
officials do something we do not understand or cannot abide by. From block¬ 
ing off a high school parking lot with boulders to giving money to foreign 
rebels, Americans have a right, and a responsibility, to make their feel¬ 
ings about government actions known. 

It we stand idly by as the people we put in office act without our con¬ 
sent, or without or knowledge, we are as much at fault as they are. Govern¬ 
ment is a tool to serve the American people. The American people are not 
. a tool to serve the government. 

Although the doings of the federal government should be very impor¬ 
tant to us as a nation, whut happens in that house on Pennsylvania Avenue 
and in that dome on the hill affects us considerably less on a day-to-day 
basis than do the actions of our neighbor down the block who leaves his 
howling (log out all night. 

That is why we, who pride ourselves on our freedom, have the obliga¬ 
tion not to infringe upon our neighbor’s right to that freedom. Freedom 
does not mean individuals have the right to do exactly as they please at 
all times Freedom implies the light to pursue the American dream, or 
any other dream for that matter. Bui it also means that our neighbors have 
that same right, whether their dreams agree with ours or not. 

II is our right to play the music we like; it is notour right to play it at 
ear-splitting decibel levels when most of the population is asleep. It is our 
right to own and operate a car if properly licensed; it is not our right to 
treat the highways and side streets as our personal Indianapolis Speed¬ 
way. It is our right to eboose how, when, where and whether we will prac¬ 
tice religion; it is not our right to bring those practices to a non-religious 
forum. 

i As we sit around the picnic table drinking lemonade and eating corn 
] on the cob this Saturday and we remember the heroic and patriotic people 
i so plentiful in our brief history as a nation, we should also remember that 
I these people fought for what they believed in, whether their beliefs were 
1 the same as ours or not. We have the right and the responsibility to do the

will be the most difficult to do because 
she will have to use scaffolding. 

Lynch is no stranger to painting on 
a scaffold. She spent 1 > 2 years as the 
Michelangelo of the Sommersel Plan¬ 
tation in Orange, Va., painting vignet¬ 
tes and portraits on the ceiling of 
President .James Madison’s home. “It 
was like being a light bulb fixture," 
Lynch said. 

She got the idea for the mural by 


observing the businessmen fly past 
her home on their way to the train. 
She said she chose Wedgemere Sta¬ 
tion because it was a space within the 
town that had not been “claimed" by 
the town. The arts council, by allow¬ 
ing her to paint there, claimed the 
space for Winchester residents, she 
said. 

Lynch works on the mural bet¬ 
ween 9 a.m. and 3 p.m., when com¬ 
muter traffic is slow. “I take up a lot 
of space." she said. She plans to com¬ 
plete the project by mid-July. 

She said she feels anticipatory 
about the project at this point. “I want 
to see how the figures will go together. 
It’s like a lease," Lynch said, “It feels 
good lo gel it out of my head and give 
it a life of its own." 

The project took two years from 
inspiration to inception as Lynch had 
to struggle to gain approval from the 
Board of Selectmen. The arts council 
would not give her the grant without 
that approval. Wedgemere Station 
had not been renovated when she 
began her campaign. 

“1 got called un-American on cable 
TV," Lynch said. That accusation 
came when she said she liked grafit- 
ti. She went one step further by say¬ 
ing any grafitti on the mural wouid 
not destroy it, but become a part of 
it, “They vehemently disapproved," 
she said of the council and the select¬ 
men. “They thought 1 was in collusion 
with these potential vandals." 

Lynch finally got her grant from 
the council and approval from the 
selectmen after she agreed to do the 
mural in industrial enamel. Industrial 
emanel is sturdier than the acrylic 
paints Lynch would have preferred to 
work with. It is also easier lo remove 
grafitti from its surface. 

The arts council receives funds 
from state Megabucks proceeds. The 
council accepts proposals for Win¬ 
chester art projects twice a year. It 
evaluates the proposals and awards 
grants as it sees fit. “The council has 
been very supportive, very encourag¬ 
ing and very open-minded," Lynch 
said. 

One of the goals of the mural is to 
make art accessible outside a 
museum or gallery setting. She said 


out of a cannon. Lynch said she wants 
to portray a sense of motion and 
speed in the mural. 

The mural, Lynch said, is not art 
imitating life and life imitating art. “ I 
wanted lo transcend the immediate 
and move to the absurd,” Lynch said. 

On the wall next to the stairs com¬ 
muters walk down on their way home, 
Lynch will paint a man catapulting off 
the platform. That figure, she said,

Library to form 
design review 
committee 

At its meeting Tuesday, July 23, 
the board of trustees of the library 
made plans to select a design review 
committee that would finalize speci¬ 
fications for renovation of the library, 
begin the search process for an ar¬ 
chitectural firm and pre-screen ap¬ 


plicants. The board will be advertis¬ 
ing for members of this committee 
and expects to receive applications by 
July 17. 

Trustees reported their impres¬ 
sions of visits to recently renovated 
or built libraries in Reading, Welles¬ 
ley and Milford. Trustee Constance 
Papas expressed a positive reaction 
to the spacious facility in Wellesley, 
noting that its open plan provided a 
tremendous flexibility to make in¬ 
terior changes as needs arose. 

Likewise, Trustee Anne Novi ns 
was impressed with the Reading 
facility, a former school. Again, the 
flexibility of an open plan was 
admired. 

Library Director Matthew 
Sperber characterized these facilities 
by pointing out that layout and orien¬ 
tation were secondary to flexibility 
and that when considering the 
renovation of Winchester’s library 
space changing needs should be kept 
in mind. 

The trustees agreed that changes 
to the library would most likely take 
the form of renovation to existing 
space rather than the building of an 
addition. 

Trustee Ernest Phillips empha¬ 
sized the need to bring the building up 
to contemporary standards with re¬ 
gard to healing, ventilation, air con¬ 
ditioning, electric and sprinkler 
systems. 

Trustee Chairman James Black 
ham summarized discussion by

Jenks seniors get a glimpse 
of the exciting next century

Beckley touches the 
-.future of space travel 

Following an introduction by 
j Pauline McGuigan, a large audience 
at the Jenks Senior Center was held 
, spellbound by Lawrence Berkley's 
1 projections about what is being 
3 designed for space travel in the years 
_ to come. 

Beckley is well qualified to speak 
on this subject, having been an assis¬ 
tant director for 15 years at the Sapce 
Research Center at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, a facility that 
\ he staffed from 17 M.l.T. 
departments. 

He spoke of precautionary 
measures that are now underway lo 
improve the mechanism of space 
' vehicles, thus preventing further 
tragic accidents such as occurred on 
I the shuttle a year ago. His predictions 
are all based on actual plans now in 
i progress at the Center for Space 
Research along with other 
aeronautical and astronautical sta- 

I tions in the United Stales and the 
world. 

Several countries will join the 
United States in establishing space 
stations in low orbit. Activities can be 
carried on in the space station that 
arc not possible on earth as a result 
of the gravitational pull. Astronauts 
will he assigned to duly for specific 
periods of time, but being loo long in 
space can cause bone deficiencies and 
other physical problems. 

People and freight will be 
transported to the space station by 
shuttle. Launching will be possible 


from the space station for trips within 
the solar system and to other galax 
ies beyond. 

This feat will uol he achieved to¬ 
day or tomorrow, but by the year 
2000. pioneers in that high frontier of 
space will carry on exploration of the 
heavenly objects for specimens in 
order to learn more about possible life 
on the planets. 

They will discover compounds that 
can lx* used in the development of new 
medicines to extend human life The 
discovery of things that can be put to 
use in industry will he another out¬ 
come, along with many other studies, 

Two permanent lunar bases are 
currently in the plans The potential 
of a permanent base on Mars will 
lx*gm as an orbiting station, eventual¬ 
ly becoming a land base. All of this 
will require billions of dollars and 
many years of exploration 

It is difficult to form mental pic¬ 
tures of whal can happen in the area 
of space exploration in the years 
ahead, but who believed a short span 
of years ago that man could walk on 
the moon?

21s*. The amendment, which applies lo 
cities and towns without a local in¬ 
itiative procedure, allows 10 percent 
of registered voters lo call for a 
special election to put a tax reduction 
proposal before voters and limits the 
reduction in the rate of taxation lo a 
rate below 1percent of fair market 
value. 

Amendment supporters said this 
simply gives voters power to reduce 
taxes and balances off the part of the 
bill making it easier to increase taxes.

Supporters said this would allow 
an optometrist to directly work for 
retail eyewear businesses such as 
Pearl Vision Center and claimed it 
would be helpful and convenient for 
consumers. 

Opponents said allowing non- 
liccnsed businesses to employ licens¬ 
ed optometrists will weaken the quali¬ 
ty of eye care in the state. 

A Yea vote is for the tabling the 
bill. A Nay vote is against tabling.

burglars of Thompkins’ apartment, 
Winchester Police Lt, Joseph Per- 
ritano said. 

Perritanosaid his office has issued 
warrants against Thompkins on two 
felony counts of receiving stolen 
goods valued at more than $100 and 
two counts of possession of class 13 
and D controlled substances. 

The few items that have been trac¬ 
ed to their owners were stolen some 
time ago, according to Perritano. A 
film projector marked “Arlington 
Public Schools” was part of a large 
heist from two schools there last 
September. A set of cameras and 
lenses was stolen in Gloucester in 
October. 

Thompkins' parents would not 
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comment on his case. 

Neighbors at Parkview Con¬ 
dominiums described Thompkins’ liv¬ 
ing habits as erratic. Peter Simon, 
treasurer of the Parkview residents' 
association and occupant of the apart¬ 
ment next to Thompkins’, said there 
were constant comings and goings of 
people and vehicles, with “ringing 
doorbells” at “ail hours, ’round the 
clock.” 

Simon said Thompkins would fre¬ 
quently he gone from his apartment 
for periods of several days, but would 
also give the impression of being 
“around constantly” by playing his 
stereo “for days at a time.” 

Other neighbors said they heard 
loud party noises from Thompkins’ 


apartment. Parkview manager Vin¬ 
cent Chiasson said he once asked 
Thompkins to turn down the volume. 

Public Defender Jay Blilzman is 
representing Thompkins. 

Thompkins is scheduled to appear 
in court for a status report tomorrow. 
According to Assistant District At¬ 
torney Jane Rabe, who screened 
Thompkins' case on June 15, at that 
time Metropolitan Stale Hospital will 
present reports on Thompkins’ 
criminal responsibility and his com¬ 
petency to stand trial. 

If he is judged competent, a trial 
date will be set, Rabe said. In thal 
event, the possibility of bail and 
Thompkins’ release would also be 
considered, according to Blitzman.

Randall rebuts that claim by citing 
the autopsy results. Pappas states in 
his report thal the symptoms of the 
two depressant drugs in Marquando’s 
system echo those of alcohol use. The 
police, Randall concludes, had noway 
of knowing Marquando had taken 
these drugs. Further, Randall states, 
police told Marquando of his right to 
be examined by his own doctor. He 
did not want the examination 

Booking officer LI. Charles 
Culhane slates he examined Mar¬ 
quando and found no cuts or bruises. 
Marquando had no difficulty walking 
and made no complaints about his 
health, Culhane said in his statement. 
Randall concludes that this statement 
disproves the claim of indifference 
and lack of provision for a medical 
exam. 

Culhane said he checked on Mar¬ 
quando four limes during the night 
before he was found unconscious at 
1:40 a.m. on Jan. 1, 1984 Police of¬ 
ficer James Gallant and dispatcher 
Scott Mitchell performed eardio- 
pulminary resuscitation (CPR) on 


Marquando while waiting for an am¬ 
bulance to arrive, officer Carl Fuller 
said in his statement 

Stevan Fisher, an EMT, continued 
the CPR and used suction tubes to try 
to clear Marquando’s air passage, he 
said. His partner, Francis Smith, 
prepared the stretcher. The am¬ 
bulance got to Winchester Hospital at 
1:53 a.m. Marquando was pronounc¬ 
ed dead at 2:26 a m 

Pappas’ report said the cause of 
death was suffocation. Lethal levels 
of codeine exaggerated by 
glutethimide were cited as a secon¬ 
dary cause Pappas states in his 
report that the quantity of drugs in 
Marquando’s blood “would have 
caused partial or complete in¬ 
capacitation or inhibition of the gag 
reflex.” 

Randall claims, based on the 
statements of officers involved and 
Pappas' report, that the officers 
followed all police department pro¬ 
cedures properly, but could not have 
saved Marquando’s life because of the 
drugs in his system.

Parking lot solution needed Selectmen call Special

The tennis courts arc now 
unusable. They have settled uneven¬ 
ly and are sitting on 50 feet of peal 
bog, according to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer. 

Jervcy said the entry problem was 
not an issue during the summer when 
most of the lot usage was “non¬ 
school.” But he asserted that shutting 
down the lot during the school year 
would overload the main lot. 

Immediately after the boulders 
were first installed last week, cars 
were seen driving over the grass and 
sidewalk to get out of the lot The old 
front entrance to the lot on Skillings 
Road has been blocked for some time. 

Selectman Francis Sopper sug¬ 
gested reopening the front entrance. 

He also described a long-run solu¬ 
tion to the problem: move the lennis 
courts lo the other side of the school 
onlo land currently held by St. Mary’s 
School in some kind of joint arrange¬ 
ment, and use the old tennis courts to 
expand (he rear parking lot and 
create an access that joins the main 
front entrance. The board agreed that 
the settling of the courts would nol 
preclude the area's use for an entry 
or parking lot. 

Jervey said thal his committee ex¬ 
pects to enter into lalks with St. 


Mary’s on thal subject. 

Sopper also suggested that the en¬ 
tire rear of the school be lined with 
hedges or trees rather than boulders. 
He called the boulders, which have 
been painted bright orange, “ugly.” 

Jervey said that a solution thal 
called Tor a rerouting of the rear drive 
around to the east side of the school 
buildings had been declared imprac¬ 
tical by the town engineer 

Selectmen Chairman Judith Mug- 
gia reminded those present at the 
Monday meeting that the town safe¬ 
ty officer had “strongly recommend¬ 
ed” against adding traffic to Skillings 
Road, where five roads converge on 
a blind corner. 

She also noted that the existing 
drop-off point in the rear parking lot 
is used at night by returning athletic 
teams. The area is well lighted and 
many parents would object if their 
daughters had to gel off I lit* bus in a 
less observable spot, she said. 

Sopper countered that no change 
in drop-off point was being con¬ 
templated, only access point. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
he would like to see the boulders stay 
in place for the summer while the 
committee works with the neighbors 
to come up with a long-term solution. 

Neighbors, polled on Spruce Street 


the afternoon before the selectmen’s 
meeting, expressed their ideas and 
feelings on the subject. 

Michael Tofiiri of 49 Spruce St. 
said. “I can’t see them putting the 
blocks there. That won t cut the traf¬ 
fic down, no way. What they should do 
is take out the tennis court and let 
them go out the other way.” 

Margaret Fiore of 43 Spruce St. 
said. “It'll be fine for a month or so, 
then come August and football prac¬ 
tice, and it'll be right back to the same 
condition.” 

Claude Barden of 34 Spruce Si. ex¬ 
pressed cynicism about the workings 
of town government “The boulders 
don't cut down traffic. 1 ' he said. 
“What the boulders do is force the 
school committee and the selectmen 
and the DPW and the safety officers 
lo meet. This committee business just 
goes on and on.... The boulders are 
just a symbolic action." 

Rose Picopolus was more concern¬ 
ed with the extracurricular use of the 
area. “Kids will park in that lot and 
drink I think it would be a good idea 
to just leave the boulders there.” 

The School Committee will discuss 
the issue and make a recommenda¬ 
tion in time for school next year.

He said thal the selectmen could 
simply reject the bid and ask for a 
redesign, but that the original pro¬ 
posal had been “presented as a 
package," and the town might be 
disappointed in a scaled-back design. 

He explained (hat public jobs are 
not the ‘ easiest jobs’ ’ for contractors 
to deal with, and so they bid them 
high when they have a surfeit of 
private work, If their bid gels ac¬ 
cepted, then they have sufficient com¬ 
pensation to justify the extra repor¬ 
ting and constraints required on a 
public job. 

A committee member pointed out 
that there had been a number of sub¬ 
contract bids, but very few general 
contract bids, and thal those 
economics were reflected in the fact 
that the subcontract bids were in line 
with estimates and the contract bids 
were not. 

Selectman Francis Sopper, who 
strongly urged the board to direct the 
committee to go out for another round 
or bidding, pointed out that $300,000 
had been saved by going out a second 


time 

He rejected an assertion by the 
committee that the closeness of the 
bids reflected real economics. “They 
all saw' the first bid,” he asserted. 

Keats said, “We do not have any 
more time we can wait. ’ 1 She explain¬ 
ed that the town had 60 days to “cap¬ 
ture the contract” from the time the 
subcontract bids were received, or 
else it would have to go out for the to 
subcontracts all over again. The sub¬ 
contractors account for 25 percent of 
the total contract price, according lo 
the committee. 

Maurer said the financing of the 
project would be handled by a 
separate bond offering that is not ex¬ 
empt from Proposition 2*2 
constraints. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
that he felt “very uncomfortable’’ 
with the situation, and that he thought 
there was a “substantial profit” built 
into the bids 

“We would be naive and foolhar¬ 
dy to mortgage the town’s future” to 
this project, he said 

"The process should not stop with 


the selectmen *’ Maurer repeated 
"We owe it lo the town to give Town 
Meeting an opportunity to vote on it. 
If we didn't call a meeting, the com 
miltec would have to make choices 
about lhe reduction of the project." 

"It appears we are being held up 
by the general contractor,” Sopper 
noted. 

"I feel comfortable we have ex¬ 
amined this in all aspects,” Keats 
said. “The committee has done its 
homework." 

Maurer asserted thal in another 
round of bids, the price was likely to 
go up, not down. He added that 
$221,000 in savings on the exterior 
could be applied to the interior 
project. 

After much give and take the 
board vuted unanimously to open a 
warrant for a Special Town Meeting 
to insert Article 1, a proposed bond 
issue for $1,230,(100 to cover the 
overrun. 

The total project is budgeted for 
$4,118,400, $3,744,000 for the bid and a 
$374,000 contingency fund.

rel of a lottery, and has come to be us¬ 
ed lor storing firemen’s cameras, was 
actually where the nest of hose was 
kept, he said, ready lo be dropped in¬ 
to a pond or a watering trough as the 
situation permitted. 

Anolher memento of bygone days 
was the Winchester Star’s antique 
delivery cart, carrying day-lillies and 
a little boy in a suit rather than 
newspapers. 

Back when the maps, annals, and 
other memorabilia were originally 
sealed against the ravages of time in¬ 
to the cornerstone at the northeast 
corner of the Town Hall, Grover 
Cleveland was in the White House. 
Mark Twain had finished writing 
“Huckleberry Finn” two years 
before, 

It was the beginning of the building 
boom in Winchester. People from 
Boston were building summer homes 
in town, and market gardens thrived 
because of the easy access to city 
customers. 

“The town never looked more in¬ 
viting in all its days than it did Tues¬ 
day," the “Woburn Journal” reported 
on the cornerstone ceremony in the 
“fair and prosperous” town of Win¬ 
chester in 1887: 

“The verdure of the hillsides, 
deeply emerald in hue, blended with 
the foliage of the elm, the ash, the 
balsam fir and other forest trees 
whose varied forms were reflected in 
the deep pure waters of the beautiful 
lakelets and ponds on the banks of 


which considerable of Winchester 
peacefully lies. Even the Aberjona 
was a stream to be proud of that day, 
and strangers visiting us were con¬ 
strained to ejaculate. ‘How lovely is 
this town among the lakes.'” 

At the anniversary ceremonies 100 
years later, the chairman of the Win¬ 
chester Historical Commission, Ellen 
Spencer, read from the account of this 
effusive eye witness to the original 
event. Richard Allison of the Masons 
re-enacted the introductory remarks 
given at the 1887 ceremony by George 
Cook, first president of the Win¬ 
chester Historical Society and promi¬ 
nent in town affairs at the time. 

Keats and Trudy Kirkendall and 
Mary Vitka, co-presidents of the Win¬ 
chester Historical Society, dressed in 
the fashions of the 1880s. 

In a brief speech, Saltmarsh 
recalled a lime when the Town Hall 
was almost turned into a parking lot. 
On one of the first occasions that he 
spoke in the Town Meeting, he said, 
he opposed the demolition movement, 
“and I’m certainly glad 1 did.” He 
congratulated the selectmen, the 
Building Committee, and the many 
groups of interested citizens on their 
work in “preserving one of the finest 
town hall structures in the Com¬ 
monwealth." 

When the speech-making was 
over, the secretary of the Building 
Committee, Dan Chane, gave a signal 
to Bradley Ross in the lower window, 
and Ross began pulling the three- 
story rope that works the bell. 


One hundred times he rang the 
bell. 

It wasn't as hard a job as it seems, 
he insisted, because he had already 
cleaned “100years worth of congeal¬ 
ed lubricant'’ out of the bearings and 
the rope glided smoothly. 

Ross has also worked on the tower 
clock. 

Like many other lower clocks in 
New England. Winchester’s was built 
by the E. Howard Company of 
Boston, but the company designed 
several different models and “the 
kind we have is the most interesting 
and desirable,” said Ross. 

For that reason, and because he 
has always liked clocks, he thought it 
was worth restoring. 

When the town had the clock elec¬ 
trified in the 1950s, a far-sighted 
custodian saved all the old parts up 
in the tower. "I knew they were 
there,” said Ross. “I’ve taken care of 
the clock for years.” 

He first worked on the Winchester 
clock when it was struck by a bolt of 
lightning that put its electric motor 
out of commission. 

Several months ago, according to 
Chane, Ross came before the select¬ 
men with a proposal to restore the 
pendulum-driven motion. 

Donating his time to the town. 
Ross is putting new plexiglass behind 
the face and doing painting and 
carpentry on the exterior as well as 
repairing the inner mechanism of the 
clock. He expects have the project 
finished within several months.

present a joint proposal for the 
disposition of the land, but they decid¬ 
ed to first meet among themselves to 
seek their own compromise. 

They will meet again with the sub¬ 
committee July 9. If all goes well, the 
public presentation will follow lour 
days later. 

The selectmen discussed these 
developments at their June 29 
meeting. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt was 
concerned that the schedule was slip¬ 
ping. Maurer told the board that keep¬ 
ing the timetable depended on the 
developers 

Maurer said the subcommittee 
was "working for quality” of use after 
the disposition of the land, not just its 
disposition. He said the board has an 
obligation to the taxpayers to get the 
best price and best use from the land. 

Schmitt agreed, saying he didn’t 
“feel disposed to vote anything” that 
was unsatisfactory for the town. The 
land can sit without costing much in 
forgone taxes, he noted. 


The timetable that will get the 
Woburn Loop taken care of by Town 
Meeting next fall calls for a 
preliminary decision by the board on 
the major developers' proposals by 
July 13 to 20, a public hearing on Ju¬ 
ly 27, a final recommendation and 
decision by the board and all other in¬ 
terested town departments by Aug. 3., 
a Sept. 11 filing by the Planning Board 
of any zoning changes involved in the 
development, and a Sept. 14 closing 
of the warrant for Town Meeting.

Traditionally, the Fourth of Ju 
ly means family time-barbecues, 
parades and fireworks. For those 
who live in a small town, there will 
he community events- picnics, 
games or traditional gatherings. 
Often local idiosyncrasies lend a 
hand in creating color, but the 
general sense of excitement re 
mains the same. 

A week before the Fourth, 
lowans from as far away as Dubu¬ 
que and Des Moines make their way 
to Cedar Bluffs, the town that 
boasts one of the best parades in 
the midwest. Crowds gather on a 
bridge to watch the procession of 
marchers and homemade floats. 
Afterwards there's the food — good 
old American stuff like barbeque 
and beer and homemade ice cream. 

In Bar Harbor. Maine, the village 
nestled in Acadia National Park, the 
Fourth of July means a parade 
down Main Street. The highlights of 
tfie event are marching camels and 
a local resident who rides a motor 
scooter with his dog in a sidecar, 
while balancing a turtle on top of 
his head! 

The parade is followed by a 
lobster feast and town softball 
game. 

Then there's Warren. Vermont. 
Residents wear funny hats and 
make music as they get their 
chance to parade through the 
center of town. Last year, display¬ 
ing a wry sense of humor, a group 
dressed like Klu Klux Klan 
members joined the parade to pro¬ 
test nuclear weapons. 

At the conclusion of the parade, 
a jazz band plays from the balcony 
of the Warren General Store, and 
everyone breaks into a dance. 

Even if you're standing at a gas 
pump,” Mary Quinn, a five-year 
veteran of the parade said, “you 
dance. The parade is like raiding 
your grandmother's closet. You 
wear what you want an just jump 
in."

What to Cook 


Sizzling 
sweet ribs 

Barbecues bring 
families together 


This is the way the great day 
comes: 

With flutter of flags and rumbl¬ 
ing drums, 

With a brave brass choir in the 
village square, 

And a night alight from the 
rockets’ glare. 

Independence Day! Fourth of 
July! It s a day for skyrocketing 
pride, a day for flag waving and 
fireworks. And a great day for big 
family picnics at the beach or in the 
park—or for grand backyard 
blowouts. 

The Fourth of July and the 
alfresco feast and the fired up 
barbecue just seem to go together. 
Mow light the charcoal, brother! 

And cooking, cooking over 
glowing coals on the barbecue (if 
the assembled guests have it their 
way) will be that wonderful all- 
American fare—lean, meltingly 
tender spareribs. The fragrant, 
nose-tingling smoke will drift over 
the neighborhood, informing 
everybody within sniffing distance 
that hefty slabs of ribs are sizzling 
on the fire. 

There are ribs and more ribs. 
While pork spareribs are the over¬ 
whelming favorites of jillions of rib 
eaters—hissing on the grill, 
roasting in the oven, or smoky and 
smeared with sauce out in the rib 
joints—they are by no means the 
only ribs available. 

Are spareribs, the sweet meat 
consisting of a portion of a pig’s ribs 
and breastbone, called spare 
because they are rather sparing of 
meat? Mo way. Spareribs have on¬ 
ly a thin covering of meat an the 
outside and between the ribs, but 
the succulence of the meat, lean 
and fat alike, guarantees fantastic 
eating. 

Spareribs come in three sizes 
(seldom labeled in the super¬ 
markets, so ask the butcher) depen¬ 
ding, more or less, on the maturity 
of the contributing proker. What's 
the difference? Well, some fussy 


rib-fanciers claim that the smaller 
the spareribs, the more tender they 
will be on the plate. Could that be 
a rib? 

Two other popular types of pork 
ribs are back ribs and country-style 
ribs. Back ribs are cut from the 
center section of the pork loin. 
Spareribs are dandy, even heaven¬ 
ly, but for lots of juicy meat on the 
bones, some aficionados swear by 
baby back ribs. Baby only means 
that these ribs are supposedly 
smaller than plain, ordinary back 
ribs. Butcher talk. 

When cut into short lengths, 
pork spareribs become riblets, the 
same size of the little ribs often 
served at Chinese-oriented 
restaurants as a sweet-and sour 
appetizer. 

The meatiest of pork ribs are 
country-style ribs, made by splitting 
the blade end of the loin into halves 
lengthwise. 

Leaner, meatier country-style 
ribs usually are found side-by-side 
with pork spareribs. 

Beef ribs are tasty and delicious, 
but they are sometimes difficult to 
find in quantity out in the commer¬ 
cial wilderness. Veal ribs, too, 
might occasionally be found for 
sale in supermarkets with smart 
meat men on the payroll. 

Compact and richly flavored 
beef short ribs are trimmed from 
the rib section that also gives up rib 
and rib-eye roasts, rib and rib eye 
steaks. These short ribs are rec¬ 
tangular in shape with alternating 
layers of meat and fat. 

Good old pork spareribs can be 
braised or simmered, baked or 
broiled. But when the ribs are to be 
grilled or broiled, pre cooking is 
sometimes called for, a practice 
that can diminish that wonderful 
proky, ribby flabor. 

When cooking over charcoal, 
spit-roasting is the best way to do 
pork spareribs—but it takes time. 
Cooking ribs laid flat on the grill 
over hot coals, while faster, requires

constant attention since ribs, 
especially when slathered with 
sauce (which should only be added 
at the table), are likely to burn and 
char rather quickly. 

Pick a rib, any rib, and fall to 
with gusto on this flag-waving, 
rockets-bursting in-air Fourth of 
July—or anytime when the awful 
urge for ribs and more ribs strikes. 
But however they are prepared and 
whatever the pedigree, be sure to 
buy enough ribs to satisfy all the big 
rib eaters around—and we are 
legion! 

Cooking spareribs on wire 
hooks hanging from an oven shelf 
sounds odd but works well. Make 
hooks from wire coat hnagers. Cut 
wire into pieces 3 inches long, ben 
ding at both ends into S-shapes. 

Honeyed Smokey Spareribs 
4 to 5 pounds pork spareribs 
2 tablespoons liquid smoke 
2 teaspoons brown sugar 
Vz cup honey 
Va cup water 

Trim fat from spareribs. On 
underside of ribs, insert point of 
small knife between bone and skin. 
Work knife genlly between bone 
and skin until skin can be easily 
gripped with fingers—or a pair of 
pliers. Pull gently until entire skin 
peels off. 

Cut tenderloin flap at '/ 2 -inch in¬ 


tervals. Lay ribs in Hat pans or 
shallow glass baking dishes. Blend 
liquid smoke, brown sugar and salt 
and bruch generously on both sides 
of ribs. Let stand about 10 minutes 
and brush again. Place wire hooks 
in one side of spareribs about 3 in¬ 
ches apart. Each rack of ribs should 
havd 2 hooks attached to thick 
ends. 

Blend honey with enough water 
to make it thin enough to brush on 
easily. Brush ribs on both sides with 
honey. Hook ribs to crossbars of 
oven shelf. Set large shallow pan 
with water under ribs to catch drip¬ 
pings and to provide oven moisture 
to prevent ribs from drying out. 

Roast 30 minutes at 300 F, then 
for 1 hour at 350 F or until tender. 
Serve hot with favorite barbecue 
sauce, bottled or homemade, if 
desired. 

Makes 4 to 6 servings. 

Sweet and Saucy Spareribs 
4 to 5 pounds pork spareribs 
l /j cup light corn syrup 
'/j cup lemon juice 
Va cup soy sauce 
2 doves garlic, pressed or finely 
chopped 

V 2 teaspoon dried hot red pepper 
flakes 

Vz teaspoon dried minced onion 

Va teaspoon salt 

■/< teaspoon ground clovves 


Va teaspoon Tabasco sauce 

Trim fat from spareribs. In large 
bowl, combine marinade ingre¬ 
dients: corn syrup, lemon juice, soy 
sauce, garlic, hot pepper flakes, 
dried onion, salt, ground cloves and 
Tabasco. Stir to blend. Place ribs on 
piece of heavy duly foil large 
enough to enclose completely. 
Turn up foil all around and spoon 
marinade over ribs. Close foil with 
double fold across the top. Let 
stand at room temperature for 2 to 

3 hours. 

Place foil-wrapped ribs on 
barbecue grill about 5 or 6 inches 
above bed of hot gray coals. Cook 

1 hour or until ribs are tender, lur 
nlng package occasionally. Open 
loil and cut ribs into 2- or 3-rib 
portions.

Two musicals 
are summer hits 


North Shore 
gives regards to 
Broadway 

REVIEW 

The North Shore Music Theatre 
raised the curtain on the summer 
season with the blockbuster Give 
My Regards to Broadway, a new 
musical based on the life and music 
of master showman George M. 
Cohan. 

This is not the first musical bas¬ 
ed upon the man ‘‘who owned 
Broadway.” George M played the 
Main Stem in the late '60s but sag¬ 
ged under its cumbersome book. 
David H. Bell has adapted a far 
more serviceable script, which en¬ 
compasses the life of the legendary 
showman from age 15 to the open¬ 
ing his how Give My Regards to 


Broadway at age 34. 

The score is dominated by Co¬ 
han’s infectious, uptempo, foot¬ 
tapping rhythms, featuring I I Co¬ 
han classics including Yankee Doo¬ 
dle Dandy and You're A Grand Old 
Flag, plus seven original tunes ser¬ 
ving to plump out the action, with 
lyrics by Bell (who also serves 
notably as both director and chor¬ 
eographer) and music by Bradford 
Garside (also kudos for musical 
direction and orchestrations). In ad¬ 
dition, one comic novelty by Ed¬ 
ward Laska and Jerome Kern is 
included. 

This is a mammoth costume 
show and the lavish trappings by 
Scaramouche are sensational. 
North Shore's crew of dressers, 
charged with dozens of costume 
changes, are deserving of a great 
big hand! The entire cast — the 
talented principals led by P.J. Ben 


jamin, Carol Dilley, and Louisa 
Flaningam, and the young, good- 
looking chorus — knock them¬ 
selves out to provide a good time 
for all; happily, they succeed with 
flying colors of red, white and blue! 

Action takes place onstage at 
the George M. Cohan Theatre on 
March 14, 1912, hours before the 
opening night curtain. This is 
George's (P.J, Benjamin) first show 
without the support and presence of 
the other members of The Four Co¬ 
hans — his father Jerry (J.Y. Crom¬ 
well), mother Nellie (Carole Davis), 
ans sister Josie (Carol Dilley). 
George is nervous and ill-tempered. 
He rages because the costumes 
have not arrived. 

He rehearses the cast merciless¬ 
ly, lashing out at them angrily and 
unfairly. But most of his venom is 
directed at his leading lady, Maisy 
Simmons (Tina Johnson). No one

can measure up to his sister Josie! 
Long time friend, agent and pro¬ 
ducer Sam Harris (Larry Cahn) tries 
to subdue him, but to no avail. "I 
never thought I'd be here alone,” 
George notes ruefully. 

From thereon in, the plot 
weaves back and forth from past to 
present as George reflects upon his 
life and career as the youngest of 
the well-known vaudeville act. After 
Maisy and Ensemble run through 
Broadway, a song of hope and de¬ 
termination that Regards will suc¬ 
ceed (including a most effective 
segment in slow motion), the action 
reverts to Peoria where The Four 
Cohans are sotted by impresario 
B.F. Keith and booked into the 
Union Theatre on Broadway. 

On the same bill is singer/ 
dancer Ethel Levy (Louisa Flan¬ 
ingam) and in the poignant Second 
Balcony George recalls their first 
meeting. Steamer Trunk, which fol¬ 
lows, showcases Josie's (Dilley) 
great voice! 

George is determined to get his 
own material on stage and manipu¬ 
lates to substitute the contracted 
routine for Harrigan. Although they 
receive three curtain calls, The Four 
Cohans and the stage manager 
(Sam) are summarily fired. In the 
discordant Mr. Keith. George cries 
out in frustration and protest, 

Ethel arranges for an audition 
for the Cohans with her own agent, 
but he is interested only in hiring 
Josie. George bargains for Josie a 
ten-week contract at $40 per week at 
the Imperial Theatre. Josie will plug 
George’s material, not in a vaude¬ 
ville show, but as a headliner in a 
variety show! Jerry and Nellie 
refuse job offers fearing it will 
destroy George. Eventually Josie 
quits her job to get The Four Co¬ 
hans back together again (You and 

I). 

During a booking at San Fran¬ 
cisco's Orpheum Theatre where 
The Four Cohans and Ethel and the 
Prettybelles are on the same bill, 
Ethel's two Prettybelles disappear. 
George and Josie come to her res¬ 
cue by filling in the hilarious How'd 
You Like To Spoon With Me. Ethel 
rewards George with a kiss — his 
first — and love blossoms. 

After The Four Cohans zip 
through the pleasing American 
Ragtime, George proposes to Ethel. 
Later he sells a bill of goods to a 
producer for a new entertainemenl, 
a musical melodrama, The Gover¬ 


nor's Son (which flops). Back in the 
present, Sam cautions George 
about working the cast so arduous¬ 
ly, observing, “You look like King 
Lear when he goes nuts!” George 
muses self-mockingly, "I was 14 
before I realized all the parades on 
the Fourth of July weren't celebrat 
ing my birthday!” The moment of 
truth arrives with the five-minute 
call in Maybe This Is ft. 

When George belittles Josie's 
husband ("He's just a hoofer!") with 
no spot for him in his next show, 
Little Johnny Jones, which George 
has written for Josie, an argument 
ensues. Josie leaves and Ethel as 
sumes her role. Three delightful se 
quences from the show (at Broad 
way's Liberty Theatre), about a 
celebrated American jockey accus¬ 
ed of throwing the English Derby, 
are performed here, Goodbye John 
ny, Yankee Doodle Dandy and Give 
My Regards to Broadway. After 
opening night of Little Johnny 
Jones, a huge success, George 
reflects, "All the wanting and the 
trying and the needing. . .just for 
this moment!" One project after 
another finds Ethel always in the 
wings. Tired of waiting, she leaves 
George. Jerry and Nellie retire and 
buy a farm. 

Just before curtain George ad 
vises the cast, "You gotta shoot on 
stage like you were squeezing wet 
soap!" He apologizes to Maisy, of 
fers final words of encouragement, 
and we're treated to two staged 
numbers, Forty-Five Minutes From 
Broadway and Mary’s A Grand Old 
Name, a beautiful moment by 
Maisy and George. Audeince res 
ponse results in curtain call after 
curtain call. Jerry and Nellie sur 
prise George backstage and Josie 
who left show rehearsals in Boston 
to make the opening, has a touch 
ing reunion with George. 

But Sam has one more surprise 
for us; he has arranged for a final 
performance of The Four Cohans 
and they wow the audience with 
You're A Grand Oid Flag as dozens 
of American flags are flown from 
the rafters. 

Give My Regards To Broadway 
moves to the Cape Cod Melody 
Tent in Hyannis, running through 
July 3, and then on to the Cape 
Playhouse in Dennis, Massachu 
setts, July 6-11.

Peg O’ My Heart 
a joyous show 

REVIEW 

There's the lilt of Irish gaiety 
and laughter wafting through the 
Souhegan hills of Milford. N.H. 
where the joyous premiere of the 
American Stage Festival's new 
musical Peg O My Heart holds sway 
(through July 4). 

Based on J. Hartley Manners' 
turn-of the-century comedy, a re¬ 
telling of the Cinderella fable, Peg 
features the charismatic Ann Mor¬ 
rison, star of the London produc 
tion, in the title role, a strong, 
outspoken, no blarney Irish lass, 
who visits her starchy, uppity 
British relatives and makes a 
shambles of their pretense and 
artifice. 

Larry Carpenter has adapted 
this thin, lighthearted book and, 
with unwavering direction, makes 
Peg O' My Heart a lively and loving 
production. There is superfluous fill 
here and there, but the cast is so 
engaging, attractive and talented 
that it really doesn't matter. 

David Heneker's score, which 
receives handsome treatment un¬ 
der Marty Henne's tight musical 
direction, is sprightly and in total 
keeping with the spirit of Peg. 

JohnFalabella's three sets(kit- 
chen, garden terrace, and living 
room) on a turntable (a new innova¬ 
tion for ASF) are fabulous, as is 
everything Falabella designs. 

Aristocratic matriarch Mrs. Chi¬ 
chester (Jan Miner) rules the roost 
at her estate, Regal Villa in Sussex, 
England, also occupied by her 
daughter Ethel (Marilyn Caskey), 
approaching old maid status, and 
son Alaric (Jeff Brooks), an in¬ 
veterate clown. 

Their bank has closed its doors, 
leaving the family in dire financial 
straits. But, since they expect to be 


named sole heirs to the bountiful 
estate of Mrs. Chichester's late 
bachelor brother, they remain 
undaunted. 

However, there’s a fly in the 
ointment. Years ago Mrs. Chiches 
ter's late sister ran off and married 
an Irishman well below her station 
and was ostracized by the family. 
After migrating and settling in 
Manhattan, they became parents of 
a baby girl named Peg (lovingly 
referred to by her father as Peg o' 
my heart). And since the will stip¬ 
ulates Peg's presence at its reading, 
the family solicitor, young and very 
handsome Sir Gerald Adair (Davis 
Gaines) has sent passage money. 

When perky 18-year-old Peg ar¬ 
rives, frizzled red hair and heavy 
Irish brogue, with baggage and dog 
in tow (conjuring up the comic strip 
character of long ago. Little Annie 
Rooney), she is mistaken for a do- 
nestic, scolded for using the front 
entrance, and ushered into the 
ki.chen. 

With her refreshing optimism 
. . , Keep a smile in your heart and 
life will reward you". . .she wins 
over the staff: Javis, the stuffy 
butler (George Ede): Bennett, the 
pretty young maid (Suzanne Daw¬ 
son); and Henry, the energetic foot¬ 
man (Joel Blum). 

When Sir Gerald (Jerry) reveals 
the terms of the will, the family is 
devastated; the entire estate of 
200,000 pounds goes to Peg. How¬ 
ever, it does provide 1,000 pounds 
a year to the person willing to train 
Peg to become a lady. Jerry offers 
the chore to Mrs. Chichester, who 
is repulsed; but, reconsidering her 
financial position, she grudgingly 
accepts. Peg, who will remain as a 
guest in the house, is not to know 
the terms of the will. 

From thereon in, it's all-out war! 

Spitfire Peg Spurns Ethel's 
hand-me-down clothes. She incurs 
Mrs. C's wrath by befriending the 


staff... Upstairs doesn't mingle with 
the downstairs!'' She lashes out at 
hei aunt's disparaging remarks 
about her father. . . "My father can 
do anything but make money!" And 
she rebels at the strict regulations 
and code of behavior enforced upon 
her. . . "You can't make a silk purse 
out ol a sow's ear!" 

Jerry is captivated by Pegs 
devilish candor and independent 
spirit and asks permission to lake 
her to the Assembly Room Cotilli¬ 
on. but Mrs. C. admonishes him, 
refusing his request and leaving Peg 
infuriated. 

Peg wins Ethel over when she 
keeps her from running off with cad 
Christian Brent (Jonathan Sim¬ 
mons), a womanizer who desires 
only to bed her down. And Alaric is 
forever grateful when she refuses 
his proposal of marriage, thus let¬ 
ting him off the hook. 

A misunderstanding leads to a 
breech between Peg and Jerry; but 
then, true love never did run 
smooth. But, all ends well. The 
bank opens its doors, Jerry wins 
Peg's hand, and, as in all fairy tales, 
all live happily ever after. 

Certainly the highlight of the 
score is the title tune by Fred Fisher 
and Alfre Bryan, which receives ab¬ 
solutely glorious, stand up-and- 
cheer treatment by Davis Gaines. 
Gaines also scores with Ann Morri¬ 
son in the playful song and dance 
number Peg and Jerry. 

On her own, Miss Morrison ex¬ 
cels with the nostalgic Manhattan 
Hometown, a pretty ballad, Love s 
Young Dream and, paired with Mar¬ 
ilyn Caskey, in the Infectious A Lit¬ 
tle More Irish (the English have "too 
much teeth and not enough chin!”). 
Miss Caskey and Jonathan Sim¬ 
mons showcase their fine voices in 
Come Away With Me/Ethel’s Waltz.

Six painters: Boston views 


Boston. Boston. Boston is a 
group exhibition of paintings on 
view at Francesca Anderson Gal¬ 
lery. 8 Newbury St., through July 
12. Interpreted by the six participat¬ 
ing artists, the city asserts its pre¬ 
sence through familiar, recogniza¬ 
ble subjects and the resulting sense 
of place is most often literal. 

Mark Rutkowski's watercolors 
of Beacon Hill bay windows, park¬ 
ed cars, brownstones and cobble¬ 
stones are unmistakably Boston in 
imagery. What is missing, it seems, 
in the dry. hard light and unflinch¬ 
ing details, is the subtlety of Beacon 
Hill’s intimate spaces. The edges of 
buildings and windows and figures 
are similarly crisp and determined, 
pulling up to the pictures' surfaces 
and preventing the lingering visual 
travel through narrow passages, 
around corners and into shadows 
that distinguish the urban character 
of this particular city and this par 
ticular part of the city from any 
other. 

The architecture of Boston is 
the subject of Alejandro Eluchans' 
oils. Like Rutkowski. the artist is 
drawn to detail. He dramatizes per¬ 
spective and enlarges the scale of 
his image, however, to accomodate 
the rendering of individual slate 
shingles, the darks and lights of 
eaves, supports and window mulli- 
ons. Wavy, abstract forms are re¬ 
flected darkly in the glass panes. 
But again, it is not the place that is 
specific here: it is the architecture. 
The ornate roofs are painted 
against a turquoise sky and the view 
could be midwestern as readily as 
it could be Boston. 

With a more classical viewpoint 
and pictorial organization. Hazard 
Durfee also gives the sky an impor-

New Real Estate Marketplace 
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To move or not to move: 
A realtor addresses 
the question

Perhaps your home is too big, 
too unmanageable or too expen¬ 
sive, You feel it is time to sell and 
move elsewhere. What now? 

1. Please talk with family 
members and/or other trusted ad¬ 
visers who have your best inter¬ 
ests at heart (as lawyer or clergy). 

Think about your goals and the 
lifestyle that is appropriate. Where 
so you want to be, in what kind of 
housing and with what facilities and 
services? Who can be helpful to you 
in making the change? And at what 
time will it be appropriate to sell 
your house? 

As I write this I am thinking of 
two individuals, each without near¬ 
by family. The first one made a rap 
id phone call to a realtor and the 
house was soon on the market. An 
offer came in promptly at a time 
when the seller's attorney was un¬ 
available. However, the seller did 
want to sell and move along rapid¬ 
ly, and in due time had relocated. 
Unfortunately the move was not a 
happy one. The new style of living 
did not work out. Another move 
was necessary. 


The second individual spent a 
considerable amount of time in¬ 
vestigating life care communities at 
a time when a friend was making 
similar inquiries. They were able to 
relocate near each other The home 
sale was made and carried out 
working closely with a local at¬ 
torney, My understanding is that 
things are working out very well. 

2. With many decisions to con¬ 
sider, It might help to get your 
thoughts on paper. 

Get a big pad, draw a line down 
the middle vertically, and on one 
side list reasons to do what it is you 
are considering, and on the other 
side, list the reasons not to do so. 
You might also utilize another pad 
to list tasks to be done. Leaving 
these pads out gives you the free¬ 
dom to put your thoughts down on 
paper (and hopefully out of mind) 
while sorting out many ideas, 
Sometimes this method can be very 
useful. 

3. You will need to know the 
financial implications of your con¬ 
templated move. 

Consult early and whenever ap¬ 
propriate with your financial adviser 
and keep good records. No doubt 
the house you own has been a good 


investment and will help move you 
along to an appropriate new 
location. 

4. For planning purposes, you 
need to know what your house is 
worth. 

You can hire an appraiser who 
will reach his determination three 
ways. Or you can call a local realtor 
who will use one of the three meth¬ 
ods used by the fee appraiser — the 
market value approach. This com 
petitive market analysis (it goes by 
several names) is based on what 
similar houses have sold for. This 
is generally free. The realtor hopes 
the relationship will grow and that 
when you come to market your 
home, you will call on the individual 
who performed the service. 

Be very sure to state that you 
want to know what is a realistic sell 
ing price. Often, people tend to 
hear the figure that is recommend 
ed as a list price Most houses sell 
below what they are put on the mai 
ket for. You want to know a realistic 
range within which your house 
should sell. And should you have 
this information some time before 
actually putting your house on the 
market, have another made as the 
time comes to contract with a firm 



to sell the house for you. 

5. Are you considering a local 
move or one some distance away? 

In either case, you are going to 
need information, perhaps consid¬ 
erable information. You should visit 
any possible new community and 
spend as much time there as possi¬ 
ble. Go to the library, town hall, 
garden center. Do a few errands. 
Visit the beach or golf course and 
find opportunities to chat with peo 
pie. Subscribe to the local paper 
Get out as many antenna" as 
possible. 


When working with the realtor, 
be suie to ask for information. 
Don't be afraid to ask for a tour or 
tours. If you notice homes advertis¬ 
ed in the local paper or elsewhere, 
inquire about them. A good broker 
can do a lot of culling, sparing you 
the latigue of visiting inappropriate 
properties.

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Thompkins rearrested in Nashua 

Winchester suspect escaped from state hospital, had gun

Suspected I clou Wayne Thom¬ 
pkins. a resident of Parkview Con¬ 
dominiums on Swanton Hoad, 
escaped I rum Metropolitan Stale 
Hospital in Waltham some two weeks 
ago and was arrested in Nashua, 
Nil. oil June 30. according to Nashua 
police. 

The arrest, on charges of posses 
sion of a stolen handgun and posses 


sionof narcotics, is only the latest in 
a string ol Thompkins’ brushes with 
the law. Thompkins was arrested 
June 14 in Cambridge alter an alleg¬ 
ed armed assault. and on June Hi Win¬ 
chester police discovered a large 
cache of stolen goods in Thompkins' 
apartment while investigating a 
burglary there 

According to Nashua jhiIicc Detec¬ 
tive Sgt. McDermott. Thompkins 
escaped from Metropolitan State 
Hospital on either June 2(* or 28 The 


hospital, which had Invn holding 
Thompkins for mental evaluation, 
would release no information on the 
escape. 

Thompkins was arrested the 
following Tuesday at a Holiday Inn on 
Northeast boulevard in Nashua 
Police were called to the scene hv 
hotel management after an 
anonymous tipsier identified Thom 
pkins. according to Holiday Inn 
general manager Edward Palmer 

Thompkins also had a problem 


with paying his hill" at the hotel. 
McDermott said According to 
Palmer. Thompkins had run up a $82 
plume bill during his stay. 

Police sai<l they found an alleged 
ly stolen handgun, cocaine, mari 
juana. and drug paraphernalia in 
Thompkins’ |x>ssession at the hotel. 
McDermott said. Once Thompkins 
had been identified and 
Massachusetts Stale Police had 
issued a warrant against him. he was 
also charged as a fugitive from 


justice. 

Thompkins is being held at the 
Hillsboro County jail in Manchester. 
N II . on $10(1,000 cash bail 

Thompkins was to have appeared 
for trial in Cambridge District Court 
on July 3. Seven charges stand 
against him there, all relating to his 
alleged assault with a shotgun on 
employees of B & R Towing in Cam 
bridge and a subsequent chase by 
police. 

In addition. Winchester police who 


searched Thompkins’ apartment are 
charging him with receiving stolen 
property and possession of cocaine 
and marijuana. 

According to McDermott, 
however, the charges in New Hamp¬ 
shire take precedence over those in 
Massachusetts Thompkins would be 
extradited only m the event that the 
Nashua charges were dropped or 
Thompkins completed a prison 
sentence there

Though the bids far exceed Die 
cost architect William Rowe pro

Families of the dying turn to hospice care 

Local institution allows terminal patients to remain in their homes among

do for bedsores, when to have a com¬ 
mode in the room, when it was time 
(o order a hospital bed. 

In addition to giving her medica¬ 
tions. they provided “the kind of nur¬ 
sing (hat really makes you feel bel¬ 
ter. - ' said Teele. 

They bathed, trimmed, sham¬ 
pooed. “They figured out how Nana 
could still have her glass of sherry 
and not knock herself out.“Teele said. 

The single person Teele 
rememlwrs best from the hospice was 
a nurse named Carmen, “a big. jol¬ 
ly. lovely lady with a bum knee." who 
would sit and talk to her grandmother 
at length. 

“She looked forward to Carmen 
coming, "Teele rememoers, and she 
has the impression that sometimes 
her grandmother talked to Carmen 
about death with much more open¬ 
ness than to the family. 

Carmen knew how to deal with 
“feisty people who are dying," says 
Teele. 

But throughout the three-month il¬ 
lness. hospice workers facilitated 
rather than replaced family par- 


Trudy to the hospice staff. Nana to the 
family. Brought up in a single-parent 
Victorian household in England at the 
turn of the century, she was a “lady's 
companion" to a suffragette, nurse in 
both world wars, Koval Navy wife. 

We looked ai her as the same old 
Nana," said her granddaughter Rita 
Teele, hul hospice workers looked 
more objectively at her ability to cope 
with the advancing stages of lung 
cancer. 

“The nurses were quick to size up 
which could help,” said Teele, who is 
a doctor herself. They knew what to 


ticipalion in the process of care. Teele 
says. 

The three children, ages 13, 7. and 
4 at the time, all coped well, she says, 
especially her oldesl daughter, who 
would come home from school and 
make her great-grandmother tea and 
sit and watch television with her 

“Kids respond admirably when 
they're laced with a challenge." she 
said, holding on her lap a blond- 
headed li-year-old who had just come 
downstairs to ask about the tarts her 
mother was promising to make them 

She says the supportiveness of her 
husband. David. was also 
indispcnsible. 

Because she and her husband both 
work full lime, they put together a 
patchwork of assistance in addition to 
hospice services, including help from 
the Visiting Nurses Association and a 
privately hired companion who has 
since become a good friend of the 
family. 

“We married a relative of hers to 
a relative of ours." Teele said, 
laughing. 

Making it easier for terminal pn-

When an 87-vear-old English lady 
moved into her granddaughter s Win¬ 
chester home a year and a half ago, 
she had refused to die so many times 
that she had out lived everyone of her 
generation and Ihe next in her iin 
mediate family. 

But she knew that I his time was 
different. She and her granddaughter 
turned to a hospice in Arlington for 
help during her last visit 

Her name was Gertrude Avery.

King Lear, though "a poor old man 
as lull of grief as age" in 
Shakespeare’s play, would not have 
been eligible for Hospice Care 
because he had no specific prognosis 
of death. 

For ihe same reason, "an 88-year 
old cogitating in an elderly housing 
project" who has no specific ailment 
or suffers from a lingering illness 
such as Alzheimer's disease is lieyond 
the scope of his service. Dolan said 

This eligibility requirement means 
that most of his patients have cancer. 

Some of them are children I le has 
had two AIDS patients and expects 
many more. 

Though Dolan says he regrets the 
limitation ol hospice services to those 
with a short-dural ion. terminal il 
I ness, he suggests l hat hospice has 
provided a model of what could be 
done tor other categories of need 
Why nol*.’ is the question hospice is 
teaching our society to ask. 

In the case of terminal illness, one 
of the reasons why more Americans 
do not die at home may be their 
relatives" feelings ol inadequacy as 
care-takers, Teele pointed out. 

Confronted with a serious illness, 
often "families are terrified." she 
said “They're thinking, what do we 
do in the middle of the night if Aunt 
Josephine starts henunoraging?" 

To assist families in these 
emergencies. Hospice Care always 
has a nurse on call. 

If the patient must be taken to the 
hospital, the hospice has affiliations 
with four area hospitals, where pa¬ 
tients can be placed in designated 
hospice rooms.

function of hospice organizations, 
says Ed Dolan, executive director of 
Hospice Care Inc of Arlington 

Dolan explained that the idea 
many people have? oi a hospice as a 
place to live is really a British image. 
The 201!> century concept of hospice 
was born in England in the loans, lie 
said. 

In 1974 the first American hospice 
opened in Connecticut, modeled on 
I lie British plan but more heavily 
dependent on volunteers and no 
longer residential. In the U.S.. hospice 
is a service, not a place. 

What Hospice Care does best, ac¬ 
cording to Dolan, is to deal sensitive 
Iv with the patient and the family, 
opening up channels of communica¬ 
tion among them, helping them to 
acknowledge what is happening and 
to lake advantage of the last weeks 
and months given them 

One of the current criteria for ac¬ 
cepting a Hospice patient, he said, is 
“a reasonable expectation of home 
care." 

As a result of a new ruling from 
Medicare on billing, however, lie has 
reached agreements in principle with 
several area nursing homes, to be an¬ 
nounced as soon as they become final, 
which will make il possible for him 
and his stafl to bring hospice service 
to anyone al these nursing homes who 
needs and chooses it. 

Another eligibility criterion is a 
doctor’s prognosis of death, roughly 
within six months or less. Unfor¬ 
tunately. Hospice cannot accom¬ 
modate all of (he needy and the lone¬ 
ly who are ill. Dolan said.

The bylaw according to ('tmserva 
lion Administrator Klaine Vreeland. 
would provide Winchester with in¬ 
creased legal protection against 
damage by developers to the town s 
scarce wetlands. 

'Flic Wetlands Act enforced by the 
stale's Dejiartment of Knvironmontal 
Duality Knginooring (DKQI-D. 
Vreeland said at (lie meeting, sets 
minimum standards for protect ion In 
addition, communities with relative 
ly lew acres ol wetlands such as Win 
Chester suffer Irom a “small gap ' in 
DttljK protection, she said 

The bylaw allows “loeal control ot 
local resources,** she said. 

At Ihe core of Hie proposal is a 
measure that forbids filling, dredg 
mg, construetion and other activities 
within a KM) fool buffer zone around 
the town's lakes, rivers, |H>nds. and 
marshes, except by |M*rmission ol the 
Conservation Commission. 

The control the bylaw would give 
Iheeommissmn. Lombardi said, is 
a bit much You’d havelogo through 
a Ion of pajwiwork just lo cut down 
a tree within inti feel of a ccmserva 
tion area 

Among the alterations the bylaw 
would lorbid without a permit are 
“destruction or dislocation of plant 
life" as well as changing water 
temperature, placing obst met ions in 
water, drainage, and discharging of 
material that may degrade water 
quality 

Lombardi asserted that the town 
does not need protection additional to 
that provided In DKt^K “Sometimes 
we get too tmieli protection.’* lie said 

Lombardi objects to language in 
the pro [Mis a I Ilia I would pin respon 
sibilily for past bylaw violations on 


Lombardi said that he is “all for 
conservation" in general, and added, 
“I live a thousand le»*t away from Ihe 
nearest marsh.'' 

“I'd be interested lo know whether 
any ot the jieople who wrote this 
bylaw live within Mm feel of h 
wetland. ' he said. 

Public hearings on the proposed 
bylaw will lie held sometime after 
Labor Day

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


Poor road manners 
lower the quality 
of life for everyone 

The other day a woman came into our offices lo complain about 
I Ik; behavior of drivers in the rotary under the tracks where Main 
Street Church Street and Shore Road converge. 

She wanted us to write something about the appalling lack ul 
manners she witnessed there. 

We encouraged her to write a letter to the editor, but she demur¬ 
red. citing her inarticulateness, and repealed her request that we 
say something about the situation at that intersection. 

Cor those who do not know either the law or the logic ol rotaries, 
hero is a brief lesson: 

The car already in the rotary has the right of way. 

The reason for this becomes obvious when one understands that 
a car with the right of way will keep moving It a car stops in the 
rotary, all traffic attempting to use the rotary is blocked. Everyone 
is delayed while some fool intimidates the [mtsom who actually has 
the priority. 

By contrast, if a car entering the rotary has to wait for an open¬ 
ing, only tie and the ears behind him are immobile. Kveryone else 
moves. 

In our extremely selfish society, the violator might ask, “Who 
cares? I get through faster.” But closer scrutiny reveals that the 
very same violator is found at another lime halted in another rotary 
behind a car stopped because its driver doesn't wish lo risk his 
life trying to assert his rights against an aggressive lawbreaker 

The Knglish, who call rotaries “roundabouts'' are absolutely 
marvelous at using them. Disdaining the use of traffic lights, which 
force people to relinquish their decision-making process to a 
machine, the Brits peel in and out of roundabouts like ballet 
dancers. No one slops. Kveryone slows down and weaves gracef ul 
ly into I Ik; pattern. 'Hie whole show is a great excercise in enlighten 
ed democracy. 

The woman who declined to make public tier thoughts is from 
the South. Perhaps she is not used to the rough-and-ready ways 
of ns Yanks. 

If lit even among Yanks, Massachusetts drivers are the worst 
in both skills and conduct In New York people are rude, hut at 
least they know how to handle a car. Massachusetts drivers’ lack 
ol predictability makes them all the more dangerous. 

Kor example, there is the famous Massachusetts slam-on I he 
brakes before-signaling syndrome that causes rear-enders. 

Then there is Hie obnoxious drive-in-lwo-lanes-at-once-so-as In- 
keep the optiohs-open maneuver. This lactic allows the user to 
walcli both lanes for an opening, but keeps those behind him from 
the legitimate use ot the turning or through-traffic lane. 

In another violation of tile right-ol- way laws, cars pop out of 
side streets into oncoming traffic, forcing ears on tin* main 
thoroughfare lo brake suddenly, This type of behavior is readily 
observable, appropriately enough, on Massachusetts Avenue, a 
monumrn' to bad driving if there ever was one 

Another variant of this is (tie cul-across-lhe-nneoming-lane 
when the light turns green disease. Practitioners are so adamant 
about their right to break the law that they are willing to cut into 
(tie let I hand lane ol the side street they are entering 

Some people don't signal al all This keeps others guessing so 
they won I Iry to pass or use up space for which the non-signaler 
might laler have a need. 

And people rarely yield at a “yield” sign Rather, (hey race onto 
the main thoroughfare, which forces cars that have the right of 
wav to brake or move suddenly and dangerously into the next lane 
nver. 

The law of the jungle in Massachusetts dictates that the right 
ol way belongs to whoever is there first or is brave enough to assert 
his own priority in the face of tons of hurtling metal. 

Pi iving manners are, so lo speak, a two-way si reel Kor every 
high speed tnilgaler there is a slow driver who won't give up the 
left hand passing lane 

An interesting characteristic of human nature is dial when a 
person is wrong about something, tie goes on the offensive, and 
becomes even angrier than he would if he were right. Thus, many 
of us have had the experience* of being cut off in traffic, beeping 
oui horns and then having the pushy driver yell obscenities at us 
or llip us the bird 

This could he another reason the woman from Dixie declined 
to make tier opinion known Neither she. nor anyone else needs 
the abuse. 

One can assume that the perpetrators of (his type of obnox¬ 
iousness could care less whether they cause other people problems 
But had driving manners are in the long run self-defeating as all 
drivers take on defensive behaviors in reaction. 

As everyone tries to optimize his own immediate situation, the 
whole trail ic grid locks up. Kveryone suffers and I he situat ion ex 
acerbates itsell in an increasingly vicious cycle of nasty 
desperation. 

A pinch ol patience, a handbill ol politeness, and a couple of 
gallons of skillful, legal driving, and the whole brew would go down 
more smoothly.

Override decisions should rest 
in the hands of the majority

Yesterday the Slate Senate over¬

The first. SI417, clarities that ex¬ 
traordinary increases in local aid will 
he counted as local, not state, reven 
ues and ex|>endilures for the purposes 
of the stale lax cap. This was a lea 
lure of the lax cap adopted by the 
legislature last fall. It was not ud 
dressed by the tax cap on tin* ballol 
last November. 

The importance ol this hill he 
comes evident when you consider that 
local aid has more than doubled since 
1981. and (hat loeal cities and towns 
would have lost $(J 17 million over the 
last seven years had local aid been 
allowed lo grow only al the rate re 
({Hired under the tax cap

Although a majority voted to pro 
vide the necessary lit lids, control of 
the issue is in the hands ot the minori¬ 
ty and the funds cannot he raised. 

So this modi Meat ion, firs I sub 
milted by Rep. Rosentierg and Sen 
< >lver. bolti of Amherst, permits ma¬ 
jority rule on all Prop 2' *> overrides. 
Opponents have, in eileel. said that 
they do not trust the majority to make 
reasonable fiscal decisions and want 
final say to rest with a minority ot 
voters. If a majority vote was suffi¬ 
cient lo pass Prop, 2L . then it is only 
lair that a majority vote be sufficient 
to override il. 

While this legislation had already 
cleared the House, there was a differ 
ence between the two versions. The 
House had adopted an amendment 
which mandates a procedure for plac¬ 
ing an initiative petition on the ballot 
to lower local lax rates. The .Senate 
did not adopt this amendment, be 
cause il would force localities to 
change the way in which they put a 
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enjoyment ol children in the

Superior Court found that the Depart 
meat ol Mental Health 'DMID Direc¬ 
tor lor the Mystic Valley Area viola 
led the open Meeting Law in these 
lection process for the provider 
agency lor the area's clinic services 
beginning July I. 1987.

Parents should be aware and 
understand what their children are 
learning about substance abuse and 
its prevention, Dolan said 

Winchester's current program 
consists of peer teaching lor grades 
six. eight and Hi and an optional 
substance abuse class for grades 11 
and 12 . An additional program, which 
Dolan called "modest, ” will begin at 
the elementary schools in the fall 

The institute taught the teams how¬ 
to create a program that will encom¬ 
pass all facets of the community, not 
just the students. "Rather than work 
ing in isolation, it forced us into a 
team situation.”” Dolan said. 

The first move the group wants to 
make is the expansion of the program 
to (he parents of peer-teachers. They 
hope to accomplish that by .January. 
The next step calls for all parents and 
the community as a whole to 
participate. 

The five would like to continue as 
a community task force to follow 


through on their ambitious plans for 
community involvement 

Powers, a peer-teacher, said she 
doesn't think substance abuse is a big 
problem in Winchester, hut it could lx* 
if the subject is neglected She is 
strongly in favor of parental involve¬ 
ment in the prevention program 
"They know less about it than the kids 
do." Powers said. 

Gallery, the parent representative 
to the Community Schools Associa¬ 
tion. believes parents would lx* hap¬ 
py to participate in the program if 
they were asked. She said she feels 
good about Winchester’s program as 
far as it goes and is enthusiastic a limit 
improving it. 

"We began to identify things and 
know which direction we have to 
head." Gallery said 

One part of the institute included 
a session in winch each school s 
delegates planned an event for their 
prevention program down to the dale 
it would occur This. Gallery said, is 
important Ixvause the delegation now 
has a target date and a plan they can 


begin to work on. 

Edward Hollway is the man who 
made Winchester's participation in 
the institute possible He is the parent 
of two Winchester students, ages a 
and 12. hut he said that was not his 
main motivation tor donating the 
Sl.ooo needl'd to take part in the 
institute 

Hollway attended the Drugbuslers 
program with Gov. Michael Dukakis 
and was impressed by the turnout " l 
felt it was a good program I think the 
topic is something everybody should 
he involved in." Hollway said 

Later, Hollway spoke to Win¬ 
chester police detective Daniel 
McGee, lie told McGee he thought 
substance abuse programs were a 
worthy cause and asked if there was 
any way he could help McGee called 
him when funding for the institute 
became a problem, and Hollway 
agreed to donate the money 
necessary. 

"If I help one person it will lie 
worth it." Hollway said

dexing system. The added funds also 
mean that more students with linan 
cial need will be able to receive stale 
scholarships (his year than were able 
to last year, according to Sen 
Richard A. Kraus of the Fourth Mid¬ 
dlesex District. 

Massachusetts students attending 
independent colleges and universities 
will he eligible now to receive from

1'he general contractor on a 
renovation job is responsible for a 
higher percentage ol I lie work by 
comparison willi subcontractors than 
in a new building, Sait (a said. The 
general contractor always bears a 
greater financial risk, but this is par¬ 
ticularly true in older buildings. 

Therefore, at a time when con¬ 
struction is booming in New England, 
fewer general contractors are willing 
to lake on a “lussy renovation job" 
from the public sector, with its mass 
ol state and municipal paper-work, he 
said 

Howe agrees: "The market in con¬ 
st met ion has changed dramatically 
over the last six to IB months." The 
Building Committee contacted more 
than 2()(l firms to invite bids, accor¬ 
ding to Howe, and tie considers them 
lucky to have drawn four bidders. 

■’The general tenor of (he industry 
is such that complicated renovation 
projects may gel only one or two bid¬ 
ders." said Sait la. 

The tact that the committee 


received only one bid in the lirst 
round of bidding may also involve 
some degree of chance. Charles 
Crevoat Manscosaid that they would 
have entered the bidding the first 
time except that (heir estimator had 
a heart attack. 

Pascuccio Bros was also in¬ 
terested in the lirst round, but 
withdrew out of frustration with par 
ticular individuals they worked with 
at the lime. Pascuccio said. 

To put the job up for bidding a 
third time with the idea of encourag¬ 
ing more compeliI ion would almost 
certainly not bring down the price, ac¬ 
cording to Howe, John Neva ns. a con¬ 
tractor on the Building Committee, 
makes the same argument. 

"If we go out a third lime," said 
Nevans. ‘ there is little likelihood of 
any biddei , s. Contractors will fool that 
I hey re was ling their time."

Semper Fi 
misses mark 

REVIEW 

Michael Brady's new drama 
Semper Fi. in its world premiere at 
the Gloucester Stage Company 
through July 12. is more a premise 
ol promise than a full blown play 
It is absorbing — as far as it goes 
— but it is not developed nearly 
enough. 

Semper Fi is written on one 
plateau only, with a void ol 
shadings and surface secondary 
plots. Aside from the central role, 
characters are underdeveloped and 
little more than cardboard stereo 
types, Its saving grace is actor Jim 
Mohr who contributes a most sen 
sitive and, at times, riveting 
perlormance. 

Semper Fi (Forever Faithful) 
focuses on Colonel Owen Corbett 
(Mohr), a Marine commander sta¬ 
tioned in Beirut, Lebanon during 
the 1983 terrorist truck bombing at¬ 
tack on the marine amphibious 
unit. But it actually zeros in on 
alienation: between father and son. 
husband and wife, military career 
officer and the bureaucracy, and a 
troubled American hero and his 
conscience. 

In all fairness. Semper Fi does 
contain Iwo passages, in the late 
stages or both acts, wherein Brady 
recaptures the beauty and compas¬ 
sion of his earlier success To Gillian 
On Her 37th Birthday. 

1 he action opens in marine 
command headquarters in Beirut, 
then moves to the home of Cor 
bett's son Brian (Mark H. Rogers) 
and daughter in-law Anne(Manelte 
Jungels) somewhere outside 
Washington D.C , and a govern¬ 
ment committee room in the na¬ 
tion's capitol (clever and functional 


set by Lawrence Nova kov-Law lor). 

In Beirut. Corbett, a 30-year 
veteran, argues with General Davis 
(Guy Strauss) of the Defense 
Department and Mr. Harper (Kelvin 
Keraga) of the State Department 
that he cannot protect his men 
under current regulations, that he 
cannot initiate lire, that massing 
men in one building is inviting at¬ 
tack. that he needs control of the 
access road, and begs for new rules. 

They counter that they see no 
reason to change rules in a friend¬ 
ly country, that the impression of 
neutrality must be maintained, and 
that procedures musl be followed. 
In refusing to alter the rules of 
engagement, they caution. "If you 
look like you're going to occupy a 
country, you become a target!" 

Corbett, along with his aide. 
Lieu, Arthur Jenkins (Oliver 
Solomon), is summoned back to 
the States and. after withstanding 
a week ol intensive interrogation, 
goes lo Brian’s home to remain 
readily accessible for furlher talks. 

Brian is a professor in the 
veterinarian department ol a local 
college and the author of a number 
of lexl books on the subject. Anne 
is a news reporter with a TV station 
and specializes in street interviews. 

Corbett has made tremendous 
sacrifices to maintain his service 
career. His oldest son refuses lo see 
or speak to him. His wife Agnes 
(Frances West)' has left him. His 
daughter, to whom he has never 
been able to relate, has joined the 
Navy in hopes of winning his ap 
proval. And while Corbett, 
humiliatingly, has been passed over 
for promotion, he still seeks the hill 
beyond the hill — another promo¬ 
tion and a bigger pension. 

Back in the government com¬ 
mittee room. Corbett rues that his 
men were refused ammunition, that

One Touch of Venus, a musical 
lhat tiied to be diflerenl. opened to 
mixed reviews on Broadway in Oc¬ 
tober ol 1943 and although it had 
a most respectable run ol 567 per¬ 
formances. the weakness inherent 
in the show have not diminished 
with the passage of time 

The popularity of the show 
rested mainly in the strength ol the 
cast (Mary Martin. John Boles, Ken 
ny Baker, Paula Lawrence, Sono 
Osato and a very young Allyn Ann 
McLerie) and its artistic team ol 
director Elia Kazan, choteographer 
Agnes de Mille. set designer 
Howard Bay. and the bevy of stun 
ning costumes designed for Miss 
Marlin by Mainbocher. 

1 he book by S.J. Perelman and 
Ogden Hash (with lyrics by Hash 
and music by Kurt Weill) was ur¬ 
bane. chic, and pure fantasy, a plot 
variation ol the Pyginalion-Galatea 
story about a glamorous goddes* 
heioine and a likeable and bewil 
deied hero. At the time it was con 
sidered. adult entertainrnenl. 

The lone hit of the show was the 
beguiling Speak Low with its 
beguine rhythm, which has since 
bec ome a popular standard. The 
major surviving ingredient of any 
musical is its score and herein lies 
the problem; Weill': noil-melodic 
music leaves a good deal to be 
desired. 

Possibly in desperation. ‘speak 
Low was saturated for all its worth 
with repeated reprises, its use? to

The story concerns art dealer 
Whilelaw Savory, who brings the 
priceless, historic statue of Venus 
ol Anatole from Smyrna to Hew 
York Rodney Hatch, a barber 
comes to Savory s art gallery to 
shave him. sees the stalue, and 
playfully slips on its fingei the 
engagement ring he has purchased 
for his fiancee. Gloria Kiamer 
(Karen Cantor). 

Lightening strikes, thunder rolls 
and. lo and behold. I he stalue 
comes in life. The ring has broken 
the spell that turned Venus into 
stone and now she is totally smit 
ten with Rodney, her savior 

Rodney tries to evade the 
magical Venus and her amourous 
advance-, but Venus, in her flimsy, 
flowing garb, follows him to his 
rooming house. There, -he is 
bewildered that the proper Rodney 
does not succumb to her chaims. 

Venus follows Rodney to a bus 
terminal where he is picking up his 
shrewish fiancee and her domineer 
ing mother (Irma Rogers) and stir- 
up a quarrel between Gloria and 
Rodney, antagonizing Rodney in 
the bargain.

The Institute of Contemporary 
Art’s annual Boston Now exhibi¬ 
tion the Brockton Art Museum s 
Triennial, and various Newbury 
Street galleries showcasing new 
talent fealure local and regional ar 
tists who are "hot" — whose careers 
hover around their peaks, whose 
profiles are ever-higher, whose 
work generates significantly current 
interest among the media, collec 
tors, museums, galleries and other 
artists. 

Meanwhile, the DeCordova Mu¬ 
seum, Sandy Pond Road. Lincoln, 
continues its commitment to artists 
in its permanent collection with 
New Work By Old Friends. Most of 
the artists are tried and true, their 
influence pronounced, their own 
commitment serious and apparent. 

The museum's curators Rachel 
Rosenfield Lafo and Lisa Weber 
Greenberg visited studios and gal¬ 
leries of 30 artists and selected re 
cent work to exhibit with those art 
ists' rarely-seen pieces from the col¬ 
lection.

Sen. Richard A. Kraus says he is 
not abandoning Winchester 

Even though the redislrieting that 
has just taken place removes Win¬ 
chester from the 41 h District for the 
next election, Kraus says he will con¬ 
tinue to look after the interests of the 
town, officially, until Jan. 1, 1989, and 
unofficially thereafter. 

Kraus showed up to the select¬ 
men’s meeting Monday night to 
clarify for town officials why he sup¬ 
ported the state Senate’s decision to 
remove Winchester from the 4th 
District and place it in the 2nd 
He detailed the process by which 
the redislrieting architects in the 
Senate led by Malden Sen. John Bren¬ 
nan had arrived at their conclusions. 
He said that their logic and the 
numbers they used were 
unassailable, and that he could not at¬ 
tack their position without offering an 
alternative or he would lose his 
credibility. 

Il l do il frivolously. I reduce my 
effectiveness,'' he said. 

The redistricting is done every 10 
years to try io match senate districts 
with equal-sized population groups. 
Kraus spoke of slate constitutional 


requirements for district population 
size. He said that currently the magic 
number is 143,(501 per district. 

Senators were "anxious to main¬ 
tain districts with which we were 
familiar," Kraus said, but those in¬ 
terests had tube balancedoff against 
the desire by the redistricting com¬ 
mittee not to split towns, and the con 
stitutional constraints on population 
levels, 

Kraus said hr was “quite shock¬ 
ed" by what he saw when the commit 
tee revealed its plan July fi. lit* had 
been 8,(HK) people short in his district. 
and suddenly found himself with 
30.000 new voters In the redislrieting 
he lost Winchester, but picked up 
Ward n in Cambridge and all of 
Burlington. 

He said ilial the new plan puts 
Winchester “in a district that looks 
very strange." Removed from the 
company of other similar suburbs. 
Winchester will now be grouped with 
two big cities. Winchester is govern 
ed by town meeting, whereas Med 
ford and Somerville, the two cities in 
the 2nd District, are governed In 
mayors and have much larger 
populations. 

Kraus said he regretted the loss ot 
the relations he had worked to build, 
but that he had looked at the numbers

Train fire cause

The fire broke out underneath the 
first car of the three-car Boston 
Lowell train at 1:30 p in All of the 7(1 
passengers were sealed in the last 
car, because it was the only air eon 
didlioned unit, according to the train s 
conductor, Ron Caron. 

Caron said he saw smoke coming 
from the bottom of the train while 
stopped at Wedgeinere Station, but 
was not alarmed Smoke is often 
caused by brake shoes that heat up 
during the train's run, Caron said 
As he pulled onto the platform at 
the Winchester Center station, Enron 
said he realized that tins lime, where 
there was smoke, there was lire 
Assistant conductor Robert Horsey 
notified the passengers, who were 
unaware of the problem. 

Winchester Fire captain Norman 
Delorey and his crew put out the fire 
with three pumps and a ladder truck 
and help from the Woburn and Arl¬ 
ington Fire Departments. Delorey 
said diesel fuel, electrical insulation. 


battery fluids, oil, dust and the syn 
thetic fillers in a seat were on lire 

Delorey said the fire was difficult 
to put out because of tin* amount ol 
smoke caused by the types of 
materials burning and the lire's loca¬ 
tion on top of the platform The lire 
went up into I lie car 's steel plates, 
which also caused the department dif¬ 
ficulty in putting out the blaze. 
Delorey said 

The train was ready to be moved 
Irom tin* track within an hour of the 
fire’s starling. Passengers were 
transported to Mishuwam Station in 
Woburn by bus to catch the next out 
Ixiund train. The fire department had 
cleared the area by 3 p in. 

“I was impressed that the lire 
department responded so quickly." 
the train’s engineer, Dan Lauzon said. 
Lauzon added that in his 17 years with

Cop weighs fraud appeal 


Italian Carnival denied 
usage of Leonard Field

A suspended MDC Police officer 
living in Winchester was lound guil¬ 
ty Friday ot defrauding an insurance 
company of more than $11,000 
through I also claims. 

Anthony Barbaro. 50. of Irving 
Street, was convicted in Middlesex 
Superior Court on nine counts relating 
to larceny from the National Orange 
Mutual Insurance Co. of Keene, N.H , 
according to Meg Reynolds, 
spokesman for the district attorney. 


The court found Marie Hauler ol Med 
ford, who Reynolds said was Bar- 
buro's girlfriend, guilty ol the same 
charges. 

Sentencing is scheduled for August 
11, but Barbara's attorney, Daniel 
O’Connell, said the verdict would tie 
appealed. Barbara himself said be is 
"wavering" on whether to appeal 

Barbaro and Hauler’s claims, lor 
similar amounts ol about $11,400 
each, date to a March 1984 storm 
which O'Connell said damaged the 
roofs of Hauler’s home and a Woburn 
duplex owned by Barbaro The 
damage to the houses was legitimate. 


O'Connell claims, but misleading 
testimony on the extent of the damage 
resulted in the jury's guilty verdict 

“There are issues worthy of ap¬ 
peal here," O’Connell said “My in¬ 
tention would be to advance it in the 
state Supreme Court 

Barbaro and Hauler are among 23 
individuals in the* Boston area in 
dieted last November in an alleged 
hall-million-dollar scheme to submit 
specious claims lor damages to 
homes and other property. Reynolds 
said Of the defendants, who include 
employees of the insurance company 
and an adjustment firm, 13 have 
pleaded guilty 

O'Connell said Barbaro has been 
unjustly lumped in with the real 
defrauders

Her family and friends have 
always been supportive oi her ambi¬ 
tions throughout her years on theaux 
iliary squad, although they may not 
want to follow in her footsteps “Not 
many people i know are crazy enough 
to want to he a firelighter.

The summer has been a calm one 
lor the Winchester Housing Authori¬ 
ty. although as it gears up for I ho eon 
struct ion of state subsidized housing 
this fall, its meetings will likely last 
longer Ilian Monday's 70 minute 
session. 

The authority's proceedings were 
marked by a determination to stick lo 
its bidding and construction schedule 
and lo avoid making waves in city 
government by asking I nr more 
elaborate projects Ilian are likely to 
he approved. 

Full i I ling its charge "In provide 
decent, sale and sanitary housing for 
both Ms elderly and low income 
families," as quoted from the liiKii 
Reports ol the Town Officers, the 
authority's consuming activity oi late 
has been lo plan for the building of 
seven units of state funded family 
housing under the "7(KV' label. 

The new housing is to he sited at 
the Ambrose School, Mullen Park. 
Lockeland Road, and Palmer Street 

Completed architect's drawings 
lor the projects, approved by the 
authority, await only safety officials’ 
nods. Construction bids will go out by 


During this wailing period, some 
members of the authority, an elected 
town committee, have begun to have 
more grandiose visions ol the housing 
project Much ot Monday’s meeting 
was devoted to discussion of tin* op 
porlunities and constraints eon!ton 
ting the hotly. 

Rookie authority member Dennis 
O'Malley raised concerns about the 
Mting and apjvearanee of the planned 
Loekeland Road house He noted that 
the 22by-2B-toot building is set 
"sideways," with its narrow side lac 
mg fhe read, and that the house is 
"very, very small and it s going lo 
look that way " 

O'Malley suggested that a deck or 
balcony l>eadded to increase the floor 
space and lo pul fhe house's up 
| vara flee more in league with the sm 
rounding neigh!>orhood. 

Chairman Joseph Riga objected 
strongly to such improvements "Peo¬ 
ple would say. We re building silt) 
sidized housing and it's better than 
ours Where is it going to end” ’ 

Riga recommended that the 
authority "slay on course" by follow 
ing the plans it had already made, ad 
ding that mam ease few or no extra 
Hinds were available lor 
embellishments 

Hut O’Malley insisted that while 


'I’he authority agreed to arrange a 
meeting Ik 1 tween project architects 
and the town engineer to discuss 
siting and improvements, but a ma 
joritv expressed the opinion (hat lit 
lie or no change to the plans would 
result. 

"We don’t want to rock the boat. 
Keefe said, explaining that, should 
the authority overstep Ms charge, I In¬ 
state could require dial it build undet 
a comprehensive permit that would 
circumvent the involvement of local 
inspectors and allow no modifications 
lo the plans 

"We prefer not tnrimimvent local 
rules, Keetesaid A comprehensive 
permit precludes harmonious tune 
I inning between the town's various 
committees " 

O’Malley agreed, hut reiterated 
his concern that in its zeal to complete 
the construction on schedule, (tie 
authority could overlook occupants 
and neighbors’ concerns "l want to 
get these houses huitl as quickly as 
possible, too. but I don't want to be 
stepping all over people." he said 

In other business, the authority 
agreed not to replace old garbage 
disposals as they break down in ex 
isting low income and elderly housing 
units since the devices are iucrens 
ingly expensive, dangerous to senior

The Winchester branch of ABC is 
part of a nationwide program that 
gives minority students the opportuni¬ 
ty to attend high school in a positive 
environment that is conducive to 
learning. 

Pam and Bill Jervy are one of 
several area couples who have hosted 
motivated high school students 
through the Winchester branch of 
ABC. 

“I thought it was an absolutely 
wonderful experience,” said Pam 
Jervy of her participation in the 
program. 

The Jervy’s hosted Shaun Epps, a 
student from St, Paul, Minn. He spent 
his junior and senior years living in 
the ABC residence house and atten¬ 
ding Winchester High School. 

Epps was chosen after he was 
referred by his guidance counselor as 
a potentially successful participant. 

Epps was active in sports, par- 
ticuraly baseball and basketball. 


which proved to be a good way for 
him to fit in socially. When Epps 
graduated this past June, the entire 
baseball team came to bid him 
farewell. 

The host family visits with the stu¬ 
dent one weekend a month, and every 
Sunday afternoon. However, there 
are also informal meetings. “He tend 
ed lo drop over,” said Jervy. Epps 
also stayed with the Jervy's over the 
holidays, and only returned home a 
couple of times over the two-year 
period. 

Epps will attend Howard Univer¬ 
sity or Colorado State in the fall. He 
is also the recipient of the Ronny Mor¬ 
ris Junior Memorial Scholarship. 

Many prestigeous schools accept 
ABC students, including Penn Slate, 
Williams College, and Columbia 
University, According to Host Fami¬ 
ly Chairman Sandy Thompson, “Col¬ 
leges who are looking to increase 
minority enrollment are glad to have 
their applications,” 

ABC students must adjust to being 
away from home, living in a dor¬ 
mitory and getting used to a new 
school system and a new and different 
town. Most students come from urban 
areas such as New York City. Chicago 
and Cleveland.

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Native son stages comeback as standup comic

In 1977. as a student at Emerson 
College. Hobby Keene helped 
establish the ‘Knierson Comedy 
Workshop." a troupe of aspiring ac¬ 
tors and comedians. The group's ear 
ly efforts met with *‘critical 
criticism," he remembered, and alter 
three shows he left the group. 

But today. It) years after his first 
brief fling with the stage. Keene, who 
lived all his life in Winchester until 
recently, is a comeback kid. He's 
under the glare of the spotlight again, 
pursuing his dream of becoming a 
full-time, professional jester 

I le returned to comedy on a whim. 

In April 198.1. Keene ran into an old 
friend from Knierson. Don Doucette, 
who was performing on “open mike" 
nights at 'Stitches" comedy club in 
Boston. 

"Donny said, ‘Conic sign up at 
Stitches, Boh, " Keene remembers 
i didn't ." 

Weeks later, at the urging of a se¬ 
cond friend, he reconsidered. That

Lawlessness 
on the road: legacy 
of lawless leadership? 

Last week we aired a sampling of the bad traffic manners 
manifest in many Massachusetts drivers. More still could be said 
on the subject. 

For example, no mention was made of the lack of police in¬ 
tervention in the auto anarchy. One can commonly witness an of¬ 
ficer writing out parking tickets while on the same street, cars 
pervert all types of traffic law. 

Of course, parked cars are easy to catch and they don't threaten 
arresting officers with guns, knives or clubs. A lot of money can 
be raised during a relaxing sunny afternoon of strolling along the 
sidewalk. 

But enforcement is not the only additive needed to sweeten the 
brew There are a number of possible ingredients that make up 
the evil behavior of the many auto maniacs in the area. One of them 
could be the illogical way the streets are laid out. Where else in 
the world do lanes disappear and reappear with such random 
abandon? 

In America, but on the East Coast particularly, people are 
always in a hurry The pressure created by socially generated com¬ 
petition has everyone trying to get someplace yesterday. 

People who cut off the oncoming lane when the light turns green 
figure they have gained something, a few seconds of stolen time 

When a driver hits the accelerator at a yellow light knowing 
it will turn red before he is through it, he has gotten ahead of the 
fools who are too timid to assert themselves. And he may be 30 
seconds earlier to his next appointment. 

Those who frankly run red lights are in a slightly different 
category. There is an ugly deliberateness of intent to their 
lawlessness. 

A few weeks ago a man named Bill was driving to his job. Bill 
hates to drive He works in a bicycle shop and prefers two wheels 
to four. 

As he pulled onto Route 2 in Lincoln, a woman ran a red light 
and hit him broadside. All his ribs on one side were broken, his 
lung was punctured, his pelvis broken, his diaphram ruptured, his 
other organs bruised and his face lacerated. 

He hovered between life and death in intensive care for 10 days. 
He was heavily sedated so that the pain would not shock his system 
into slopping entirely. 

Last week, thanks to his physical and moral strength, he pull¬ 
ed himself back from the brink and, after a long convalescence, 
will rejoin the land of the active living. 

The woman who hit him simply ran the light. 

This running of red lights seems to be a fairly recent trend. Five 
years ago hardly anybody was doing it. Now people play a game 
of chicken about when to finally stop shooting through the hole, 
The cars whose light has just turned green start edging toward 
the intersection while the others keep going until they are cut off. 

Perhaps this reflects the rush mentality of our modern world, 
but there might be another cause. In the last few years America's 
role as a moral leader has been greatly diminished. Reagan’s 
economics turned out to be an illusion, his men turned out to be 
corrupt. Wall Street has spawned a whole generation of get-rich- 
quick artists, most of them young and unprincipled. Even the 
Evangelists have lost their luster with Jim and Tammy’s exposure 
The military has sulfered credibility blows at the hands of Oliver 
North and the Moscow Embassy Marines. 

The common man is angry. He has been cheated by those in 
whom he placed his trust. So he lakes it out in little ways, like 
breaking the traffic laws. After all, who cares about a little red 
light when Ollie North is siphoning off millions to keep dope dealers 
in business? 

At a conference in Buenos Aires, Argentina, this past May, 
Japanese economists met with North and South Americans to talk 
about why Asia has been so successful while Latin America, which 
is much richer in resources, has done so poorly. 

The Japanese statements were simple and brief. Their message 
elegant and to the point. 

Makoto Yasuda, a founder and managing director of Elders and 
Yasuda Limited, talked about the relationship of leaders to their 
people He said: 

"In a typical Japanese company, the salary of a top manager 
may be 111 to 20 times that of the average worker. But in the United 
Stales, it would easily be 20, 30 or SO times. It's marvelous that 
Lee lacocca’s salary was $20 million dollars. But no Japanese top 
executive salary compares. Japanese companies practice cor¬ 
porate socialism. Management makes sacrifices to make workers 
happy, and the workers know they are working hard not just to 
maximize endlessly the salaries of top management." 

Yasuda was talking about what makes a whole society work. 
People want to trust people who are not taking advantage of them 

A little less exploitation at the top might encourage a little less 
lawlessness at the bottom 

Maybe we should try a little “corporate socialism."

Winclu’sler is playing host to tint* 
ol I ho world's loading exports in the 
field of housing construction and 
materials. 

Albert Dietz has traveled exten¬ 
sively lending his expertise to 
builders around the world since the 
early I trio's. 

Mis primary research has focused 
on ways of utilizing plastic in building 
const ruction, and particularly in 
creating composites of glass and 
plastic, lhereby benefiting from the 
strengths of each lie has worked on 
projects m such places as Japan. 
Egypt and Italy. 

Dietz earned a bachelor of arts 
degree in mathematics from Miami 
University in Ohio in 1 9 : 10 . Two years 
later he earned a bachelor of science 
degree from M.I.T. in engineering 
and then went on to earn a (loci ora to 
of science degree in materials from 
M.I.T in 1941. 

He began teaching at M.I.T. in 
1934 as a leaching assistant, and even¬ 
tually became a full professor It was 
at M.I.T. that he became involved 
with the Plastics Materials Research 
Laboratory, where he did much or his 
research on the use of plastics it) the 
field of construction 

Dietz and his fellow researchers 
devised new testing equipment and 
branched out into the field of com¬ 
posites. adding glass fiber to plastic 
in order to produce a material willi 
high strength and high stiffness 

This combination of glass and 
plastic has proved to have many ap- 
plicalions. Dietz said. Dietz’s techni¬ 
que was used on buildings constructed 
by the London City Council They 
wanted to build structures using 
something other than brick and stone. 
So Dietz devised a combination of 
plastic, plaster and foamed concrete 

Foamed concrete is made by ad¬ 
ding aluminum powder to concrete. 
The end result resembles rising bread 
dough. The foamed concrete is then 
sandwiched between the plaster and 
the plastic. 

Dietz has also been involved in 
research on solar energy and heat. A

Many of these problems stem front's 
lack of materials such as wood and 
various other materials. 

However. Dietz says it is impuiE 
tant to use materials already present 
in the land, rather than having them 
shipped in from foreign nations. While 
in Egypt, he conducted research al 
Cairo University on the utilization of 
reeds, which grow in the Nile River, 
and clay and shale in the building ol 
homes. 

One of Dietz’s favorite types of 
structures to work on are private 
homes. He planned his own home on 
Cambridge Street in 1941. As for the 
way homes are built today Dietz said, 
"some of them are being buill pretty 
well, and some are being built very 
shoddily." 

Dietz has also written a number of 
hooks, including Dwelling House Con 
si ruction: Woods. Plastics. Fabrics; 
Housing in Latin America, which lie 
co-authored with Mnrica Roth and 
Julio Silva: Industrial Building 
Systems lor Housing: and Plastic for 
Architects and Builders. 

Through all his research and 
travels, however, Dietz admits that, 
"my real interest has been in educa¬ 
tion and teaching. I find the real 
pleasure comes in teaching the 
undergraduates. I find it more fun to 
teach at that level ”

diet. Saturated fat forms a plaque on 
the arterial walls causing cholesterol, 
which affects the heart action, to 
gather. 

The importance of filler in the diet 
was stressed as well as the avoidance 
of sugar and sodium. About one in 
four Americans has elevated blood 
pressure from high sodium diets, 
which increase the risk for heart 
attack, stroke, and kidney disease 

Sodium is a mineral that occurs 
naturally in some foods and is added 
to many foods and beverages. Most of 
the sodium in the American diet 
comes from table salt, which is 49 per¬ 
cent sodium and GO percent chloride. 
One teaspoon of salt contains about 
2,000 milligrams of sodium Although 
some sodium is essential to health, 
the safe intake per day is about 1.100 
to 3,300 milligrams for adults. This is 
well below the amount that most 
American adults consume. One teas¬ 
poon of salt provides 2.000 milligrams 
of sodium. 

Watch out for commercially pre¬ 
pared condiments, sauces, and 
seasonings when preparing foods. 
Many are high in sodium, such as 
onion sail, celery salt, garlic salt, 
seasoned salt, meat tenderizers, 
bouillion, baking! powder, baking

Adler presents nutrition 
lecture 

Corinne Borman Adler, a regis¬ 
tered dietician and director of Boston 
Nutrition Counseling Services, pre¬ 
sented an informational talk at Jenks 
Senior Center on July 8 before a large 
group of interested seniors. Her sub¬ 
ject, “Nutrition in the ' 80 s.’' gave a 
vastly different approach to diet than 
was the case twenty years ago. 

Adler consults with the local 
Visiting Nurses and Community 
Health Agency as well as being a con¬ 
sultant to the Hospice Programs. She 
conducts a private practice and 
speaks frequently before large groups 
whose major interests include good 
nutrition and controversial topics 
such as vitamin and mineral supple¬ 
ments, non-nutrient foods, the 
cholesterol dilemma and other 
related issues. 

This “hot" topic of the day empha¬ 
sized necessary dietary changes and 
provided guidelines for proper food 
intake. When people live alone, food 
preparation skimps on nutrition in 
favor of saving time and energy 

Adler staled that Iasi food 


Become a label reader at the 
supermarket. Learn to recognize all 
the sodium containing ingredients 
Fresh fruits, vegetables, meats, and 
unprocessed grains are generally low- 
in sodium. Plan meals that contain 
less sodium and experiment with 
spices and herbs as seasonings in¬ 
stead of salt. 

Salt substitutes are not for every¬ 
one. People under medical supervi¬ 
sion. particularly those with kidney 
problems, should check with physi¬ 
cians before using salt substitutes. 

The taste for salt is an acquired 
one, since babies are not born with a 
preference for it. but it is soon learn¬ 
ed through foods consumed: thus, it 
has to be unlearned for good health. 

Corinne Adler’s audience was not 
ready to leave the Jenks Senior 
Center when the noon hour arrived. 
This continued interest in the Health 
Committee’s program is indicative of 
a successful hour and half well spent 
by those in attendance.

With this grant Brown receives 
$2,000 and Bean $1,000 for their 
research.

Besided working in the lab, where 
she identifies organisms and per¬ 
forms nine different tests on water 
quality.

For the work she is performing 
this summer Brown will receive three 
academic credits as part of her senior 
research next year. At the end of the 
summer Brown will write a research 
report lor Dr. Bean and she plans to 
submit a paper for publication to the 
Journal of Fresh Water Ecology. 

Brown indicates that once she 
graduates from St. Michael’s, she 
wants to work in a laboratory doing 
analysis. “The work I hope to do is 
very similar to what I'm doing now. 
so tliis has been a good experience for 
me.” Brown said.

Winchester’s needs 
would have had to lie placed before 
the needs ol all other communities, he 
asserted. 

"Unless 1 want to create substan¬ 
tial ripples wilh three of my col¬ 
leagues and others on the periphery. 
Ibis is a decision 1 won’t fight 
vigorously," he concluded. 

The selectmen wouldn't let Kraus 
go without registering a lew com¬ 
plaints about the way the redistriding 
was handled. 

Selectman Robert Deering re¬ 
quested the senator lodge a protest on 
the Senate floor. 

Kraus refused, citing his earlier 
reasoning about the impeccability of 
Brennan’s logic. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
lie found it “incredible" that people 
weren’t aware of the decision before 


last week, and asserted that the deal 
"smells like a smoke-filled room," He 
objected to being presented with a 
“fait accompli." 

Selectman Mark Lombardi said, 
"I can't see where it’s all bad. I can't 
see anything had about it The system 
isn’t working now." 

Lombardi expressed pleasure at 
the prospect of working witli Albano, 
who he said would, "be in there 
fighting for us" on issues like the 
Woburn Loop. 

Kraus agreed with I/mi bard i and 
said that Winchester might become 
the swing vole in certain critical elec¬ 
tions. Several times, he said, Medford 
and Somerville had narrowly split on 
a vote. The balance of power would lie 
in Winchester’s hands in those cases. 

Schmitt acknowledged Kraus' pro-' 
nose to continue working for the town 
and asked. "Does that mean we now 
have two senators?" 

"That's a silver lining," Kraus 
responded.

Thanks to maneuvering by Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Edward 
Kupacki, Barbaro said, “The jury 
couldn’t see that he was twisting the 
truth. The witnesses for the state ad¬ 
mitted the damage was there the 
damage justified the claims." 

Towler testified during the week- 
long trial, however, that he had 
agreed with Barbaro to submit the 
bogus appraisals to the National 
Grange. 

Barbaro claimed that Towler had 
given investigators his name before 
the indictments last year because he 
had a deal with Rapacki to serve a 
90-day sentence in return for informa- 
Iion. Barbaro said he had no 
knowledge of Tuwlcr’s alleged illicit 
dealings, and that he never saw the 


claims Towler prepared. 

"The prosecutor forced these puz¬ 
zle pieces together, but they just don’t 
fit," said Barbaro. 

Another issue prompting the ap¬ 
peal, O'Connell said, was Judge Hiller 
Zobel s issuance of a second search 
warrant for Barbaro and Hauler's 
properties after O'Connell bad won a 
suppression notice for a previous 
warrant. 

Charges of conspiracy still stand 
against Barbaro and Hauler, since by 
Massachusetts law they could not be 
tried on conspiracy and related 
charges simultaneously. No court 
date has been set for action on these 
charges. 

Barbaro has been on suspension 
from the MDC Police force since the 
indictments last Nov. ti. He said he 
now expects his employment to be 
automatically terminated, and 
estimated that he faces at least a year 
in jail. 

Barbaro said that county officials 
had expressed surprise over the ver¬ 
dict when they spoke to him. “There 
was so much physical evidence in my 
favor. I'm a big boy. and I can take 
my punishment...but the shame of 
things is to be blamed for something 
1 didn’t do,” he said.

-Busch, St. Louis, MO. For Bernard, 
the American dream ol owning his 
own successful business had come 
true. I always hoped to have my 
own food business. When I was in 
eighth grade. I dreamed of manu¬ 
facturing frozen pizzas." he said. 

Before entering the potato chip 
business, Bernard was involved in 
automobile radio and roof installa¬ 
tion. A graduate of Motre Dame 
University where he majored in eco¬ 
nomics, Bernard decided to give 
potato chip manufacturing a try 
after a friend gave him a chip sold 
to tourists in Hawaii, At that point, 
he felt he could create a chip for 
Cape Cod tourists. 

Despite its increasing populari¬ 
ty. Cape Cod Potato Chips are still 
not advertised. Bernard said. Up 
until now we haven't advertised for 
three reasons: it's expensive and we 
would rather put our money into the 
product; the business was small: 
and keeping up with the demand 
was almost impossible. However, 
we may choose to advertise in the 
future.” 

Lack of advertising aside. Ber¬ 
nard must be doing something right 
because Cape Cod Potato Chips 
have been shipped to every state as 
weli as Saudi Arabia, Australia, 
England, France, and Canada. Ac¬ 
cording to Bernard, many vacation¬ 
ers visit the Cape, try the chips, and 
get a craving six months later. "We 
get long distance calls from around 
the world from people saying, Send 
me your chips.' ” 

Manufacturing the potato chips 
is a six day per week operation, en¬ 
compassing two shifts for produc¬ 
tion and one shift for cleanup. The 
company employs approximately 
230 workers, many of whom are 
from the Cape. "Whenever possible, 
we try to hire local workers but it's 
getting harder to do. The manpow¬ 
er isn't there," he said. 

What is present is quality. Ber 
nard said, "We try to make a good 
product that people will enjoy. We 
don't come on with a lot of flash. 
Our concept has always been to 
make the best product we can. That 
won t change. If we wanted to ex¬ 
pand our market we could but that 
would mean putting less money in¬ 
to the product That would make us 
like every other manufacturer and 
we don't want that. Everyone here 
takes real pride in the product." 

To reach the Cape Cod Potato 
Chip plant, drive to the Cape Cod 
Mall in Hyannis. Turn at the sign for 
Independence Park and continue 
until you come to Breed's Hill Road. 
The plant is on the corner. Look for 
the visitors entrance. For more in¬

Americans love to snack and 
our munchings generate approxi 
mately six billion dollars annually 
for the snack food industry. Of that 
amount, a whopping 50% of that 
money comes from potato chips 
alone Whether they're plain, rip¬ 
pled. flavored, cut thick or thin, 
doesn't make a difference. Potato 
chips are this nation's favorite 
snack. 

Satisfying this national craving 
requires many manufacturers, but 
there is one local source that has 
come into its own as a real compe¬ 
titor for the snack food dollar: Cape 
Cod Potato Chips, the top selling 
potato chips in Boston and one of 
the fastest growing brands in Mew 
England.

The tour, which includes a 
history of the company, a step-by- 
step description of what you're see¬ 
ing, and enlarged newspaper clip¬ 
pings. lakes about 15 minutes. 
Guests are also offered a small bag 
of potato chips. A retail shop with 
larger quantities of chips and vari¬ 
ous memorabilia bearing the Cape 
Cod lighthouse logo is the last stop 
on the tour.. 

The Cape Cod Potato Chip story 
began in an 800 sq. ft. storefront on 
W. Main Street in Hyannis on July 
4, 1980. Equipped with one potato 
slicer and one cooking kettle, Mew 
England-born Steve Bernard, his 
wife Lynn, and his brother Jude 
made their first chips. At that time, 
their quantity was approximately 
200 bags of chips per day. 

The product quickly earned a 
favorable reputation among its con¬ 
sumers and by Labor Day, Cape 
Cod residents and tourists had to 
wail in line to pick up a supply. Ac¬ 
cording to (Steve) Bernard, the 
president of the company, the suc¬ 
cess was unexpected because ad¬ 
vertising was strictly by word of 
mouth. 

Bernard was planning to expand 
when a car smashed through the 
storefront six months later, nearly 
killing his wife and daughter, and 
temporarily destroying the busi¬ 
ness. An insurance settlement al¬ 
lowed him to rebuild and he was 
back in the chips. 

In 1985, the company not only 
moved into a modern facility on 
Breeds Hill Road near the Cape 
Cod Mall but was sold to Eagle 
Snacks, Inc., a division of Anheuser

duct is only accepted after the 
results of these tests and examina 
tions are taken into consideration 

2. All raw materials associated 
with the maufacturing process • oil, 
salt, packaging materials are in¬ 
spected before use. 

3. The accepted potatoes are 
then placed in a potato cleaning bin 
and peeled with a brush peeler. 

4. Next, they are individually 
inspected on the inspection trim 
conveyor. 

5. If they pass inspection, the 
potatoes are washed and precisely 
weighed for the kettle fryers. 

6. After slicing, they are put inlo 
the kettle fryers, where they are 
cooked in 100% cottonseed oil for 
approximately eight minutes until 
they are a golden brown color. 
While they are in the kettle, an 
experienced cooker hand-stirs the 
potatoes with a rake to insure even 
cooking and reduce the number of 
chips that stick together. 

7. The cooked chips are trans¬ 
ferred to a centrifuge to spin off any 
excess oil. 

8. Inspectors examine the 
cooked chips for quality, imperfect 
chips are discarded. 

9. Unless they are the unsalted 
variety, the potato chips are then 
salted and sent to Ihe packaging 
area, an example of slate of Ihe arl 
technology. Between 40-80 bags ol 
potato chips are filled per minute. 

10. After packaging, most of the 
bags are weighted, stamped with 
code date and work shift, then put 


in cartons. 

I ). Quality control technicians 
inspect the packaged product for 
appearance, weight, displacement, 
air leaks, and breakage. Once ap¬ 
proved, the product is delivered 
throughout New England within 
one day of manufacture to ensure 
the freshest potato chips possible.

and through her highly original and 
imaginative performance she made 
a new hit musical of Funny Girl, 
winning as much critical acclaim as 
did the original star, and playing to 
packed houses for I 8 months. 

After the show closed on Broad¬ 
way. Hines made Las Vegas history 
by taking the production of Funny 
Gir! to the Riviera Hotel, where it 
became the first Broadway musical 
to ever play Las Vegas. 

In Sugar Babies Ford and Hines

With a llavui that L-, distinctly 
American, many ul the numbers in 
Sugar Babies are based directly on 
famous Burlesque routines of the 
era. which were vastly different 
irom w hat is considered burlesque 
today There were no stripteases, 
there were only kooch dances, fan 
dances, and high-kicking choruses, 
all of which are lovingly recreated 
in Sugar Babies in a style that flat¬ 
ters and pays tribute to the original. 

But the heart of Burlesque in 
the teens and twenties was the com¬ 
edy. the short scenes played in 
show after show by a roster of 
players. Collectively, these bits are 
the legacy of all comedians. Sugar 
Babies presents today's audiences 
with a rare opportunity to see this 
folk comedy of the richest, most 
entertaining sort. 

Conceived by Ralph G- Allen 
and Harry Rigby. Sugar Babies 
began its road to Broadway in the 
early 1960s. when Allen, a pro¬ 
fessor at the University of Ten¬ 
nessee. began researching the 
Golden Age of Variety Entertain¬ 
ment. During the course of the 
research, comedians whose mem 
ory reached back to that era kept 
asking Why not recreate the quint¬ 
essential Burlesque show? The an¬ 
swer to that question was finally 
made manifest by Sugar Babies. 

The show is based on traditional 
material with music by Jimmy Mc¬ 
Hugh and lyrics by Dorothy Fields 
and At Dubin. The North Shore Mu¬ 
sic Theatre production is being 
directed and choreographed by 
Rudy Tronto. who received a Tony 
nomination for his direction of the

July 25 at ASF. located on Route 13 
North, just west of Nashua, 

It is a pleasant enough evening 
in the English countryside. The 
Wiltshire home of the famous mys¬ 
tery writer Andrew Wyke is the 
perfect setting for a murder... or a 
bizarre practical joke. Wyke enga¬ 
ges his arch rival, the young writer 
Milo Tindle, in an intriguing game 
of plotted murder and suspense. 
Little does Milo dream that Wyke's 
innocent version of chess could 
have fatal implications, nor does 
the famous writer think he could 
ever lose his young protege. As the 
pair lock intellectual horns, mut 
dcis are plotted and subverted, and 
tables keep turning to the very end 
No one is ever what he appears to 
be and the ingenious chicanery 
adds up to increasing suspense and 
an insoluble crime.

What About Art? By Meredith Fife Day 



Familiar forms take on a life of their own in Ihe paintings and drawings 
of Roberl Collins exhibited on Newbury Street through July. 


A drama of twists and turns 


The obvious associations ol 
pretzels and cigarettes are with our 
oral fixations. For painter Robert 
Collins that's only the beginning. 

Without ever losing their visual 
identity ihe lubulai forms lake on 
a multiplicity of roles and meanings 
in Collins' work, on exhibit al Brom 
lield Gallery through Aug I 

Intruding coarsely on the land 
scape, heaps of oversized twisted 
cigarettes and gyrating pretzels an* 
an insistent presence, blocking the* 
horizon and spilling ovei to the per 
iphery of our view How can we not 
be reminded of the piles of junk and 
debris that are visible in our envir 
onmenl and the more insidious lox 
ic waste that is not? 

In some paintings leafless trees 
become helplessly included in the 
nervous jumble, their trunks bound 
by repeated loops of rope that eri 
tangle them with thick boards, nails 
and, of course, the cigarettes and 
pretzels. 

Though the images are disturb 
ing, stated in formal terms that are 
correspondingly dense and tense in 
configuration, the pictures are not 
without humor. A cailoon like gra 
phic impertinence, with a respect 
lul bow to Kra/y Kat and Collins' 
teacher Philip Guslon, animates the 
classically composed forms Ihe 
linear complexities and spatial 
gymnastics are orchestrated with a 
feeling for the quick visual rhythms 
of firmly staled lights and darks, 

Collins is unwavering in fits de 
lineation of contours and cast 
shadows. The resulting clarity of his 
forms is sculptural in its description 
of thickness and volume, il not net 
essarily weight Such clarity is im 
portant because the configurations 
are invariably active and intricate 

References to urban anxiety as 
cynically, humorously linked to the 
corporate structure abound. Titles 
like Corporate Crucifixion. Over 
Achievers, and Tlirei Martini High 
Nooner add to the satirical note 


struck by the cumbersome, tangled 
forms and giant stuffed olives plop 
ped down among them. A lat sky 
sc rapei being strangled by Tubes' 
gasps for air. lillei tipped bulls 
reach upwaid from the melee but 
appeal destined to be sucked bac k 
in momenta!ily. A Corporate 
Outing” looks anything but let lea 
tional: Ihe olives are sliewn among 
big bricks aiul logs arid the clans 
trophobia ol the eonleieiue room 
takes its toll on I fie great outdoors. 

I lie east of i haiacters in Collins 
work seems to have many per lor 
mances in them yet. giving socie 
ty's bad habits and self destructive 
tendencies center stage. By the 
same token, the artist appeals in 
creasingly in control ol his subject, 
probing possibilities ol its expros 
sion and refining its form. Later 
works have a crisp accgiacy of light 
— especially outdcoi sunlight — 
that creates a striking setting for the 
drama ol twists and turns. I he sub 
ject is most forceful when Collins 
tightens up Ihe flurry of activity and 
subdues or limits his palette 

Small black and white ink and 
watercolor drawings featured in the 
gallery's back space have energy 
equal to that of the larger more 
complex paintings that fill the main 
gallery Collins is more spontane¬ 
ous and relaxed in the drawings; 
hen*, humor definitely has tile up 
pei hand in the artist's anxious 
world.

Test drive tips for new cars 


By Peter D. du Pre 
An important step in the pur¬ 
chase of a new vehicle is the test 
drive — a chance for the buyer to 
see what that dream vehicle feels 
like on the open road 
Most test drives last only abcnu 
15 minutes and a salesman usually 
will insist on riding along During 
this brief drive you have to dis¬ 
card sales hype and the thrill of 
driving a new car to make a deci¬ 
sion that will affect your next few 
years of driving Judge the vehi¬ 
cles capabilities poorly and vour 
driving time becomes drudgery 
Make the right choice, however, 
and thousands of miles of happy 
motoring await you It s import¬ 
ant therefore, to he as objective 
as possible and the place to start 
is before you commit voui money 
or climb into the car 


PRE-DRIVE INSPECTION 

The first step in any test drive is 
a thorough pre-drive inspection. 
Walk around the vehicle, looking 
at it from all angles. Visual appeal 
is important Does it look as good 
in real life as it did in the ads and 
on television 0 

Next, open the hood and -nspecl 
the engine, noting the loca ion of 
the engine oil dip stick transmis¬ 
sion dip stick (if automatic), oil 
fill radiator cap. air filter, fuses, 
brake fluid reservoir and battery. 
These items require frequent 
checks and should be located 
where they can be easily reached. 
If you are a do-it-yourselfer, you'll 
also want to check access to the 
distributor, spark plugs, oil filter 
and accessory drive-belts. 

Walk around to the rear of the 
vehicle and check out the cargo 


area. If you are looking at a truck, 
be sure to consider the amount of 
tools and equipment you normally 
carry. When looking at pickups, 
measure the bed to see if a 4-by-8- 
foot sheet of plywood will lay in 
the back. Luggage room in a sedan 
or wagon is just as important. 
Check to see that your normal 
amount of groceries, laundry or 
suitcases will fit into the cargo 
area. Don’t be afraid to bring 
along a couple empty suitcases to 
help you judge the space correct¬ 
ly. 

Look under the vehicle, check¬ 
ing ground clearance and front 
and rear overhang (particularly 
important on a 4x4). Make sure 
there is sufficient clearance for 
steep driveway angles, humped 
din roads, speed bumps and other 
road obstacles in vour area.

INTERIOR CHECKOUT 
When checking out the inside of 
a car. the best place to start is in 
the back seat. There should be 
enough room for at least two 
adults to sit comfortably. If you 
have a family, load them in and 
let them squirm around a hit. On 
four-door sedans, check for child¬ 
proof locks on the jambs. 

Next, climb into the passenger 
seat. Can you sit comfortably 
when the seat is adjusted for rear 
passenger legroom or do your 
knees hit the dashboard 0 Look in 
the glove box. Is there enough 
room for road maps, air pressure 
gauge and other paraphernalia' 1 
Now. get out of the car and 
walk around to the driver's door. 
Open the door and practice get¬ 
ting in and out of the vehicle. 


ON THE ROAD 

Once you are satisfied that the 
vehicle generally suits vour needs, 
it’s time to take a drive. Usually a 
salesman will ride along with you 
to answer any questions you might 
have, apply a little sales pressure, 
and to assure that you don’t drive 
like a maniac. While it’s never 
good policy to abuse a vehicle, 
don’t let the presence of the sales¬ 
man prevent you from giving the 
car a good workout. 

Start the engine. It should start 
easily and run smoothly. Acceler¬ 
ation from a dead stop should be 
even and steady Drive the vehicle 
through traffic at normal street 
speeds (25 to 40 mphi and note 
throttle response and engine noise 
Next, take the vehicle out and test

ed. When this happens, cooling 
ability becomes marginal and ad¬ 
ditional stress, such as low speed, 
high rpm running on a hot day (as 
when towing a trailer uphill) re¬ 
sult in some kind of failure that 
will cause overheating and possi¬ 
bly severe engine damage. 

PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE 
Two of the components most 
likely to fail are the hoses and 
drive belts. It's a good idea to 
check your hoses every few 
months or 15,000 miles, looking for 
cracks, splits, bulges, hardening, 
swelling, collapse or leaking. If 
your hoses exhibit any of these 
symptoms, replace them. A good 
method of testing the hoses is the 
squeeze test. Squeeze the hose be¬ 
tween your thumb and forefinger. 
A hose in good condition is pliant 
and firm to the touch If the hose 
feels mushy, overly soft, brittle or 
hard, replace it Check the clamps 
for tightness, too, replacing any 
that look rusty or distorted. 


Drive belts, though relatively 
trouble-free, don't last forever 
High under-hood temperatures put 
a lot of strain on an engine's drive 
belt, says The Gates Rubber Co 
Belts should be free of any glaz¬ 
ing, fraying, chinking or cracking. 
Because belt wear often is diffi¬ 
cult to detect. Gates recommends 
all belts be replaced every four 
years or 40,000 miles — whether 
or not they appear to need it. 

The most common reason for 
belt failure is incorrect tensioning 
— the bell is too loose or too tight 
Weyand says that a loose belt will 
squeal when the engine is revved 
It also can mean a discharged bat¬ 
tery; you may think the battery is 
kaput, when the problem actually 
is a loose fan belt. 

A belt that’s too tight will crack 
on the underside and eventually 
break It also can put stress on the 
water pump, air-conditioning 
compressor and alternator. 

Testing for proper tension is 
easy. Simply push down on the

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belt with your thumb (be sure the 
engine is turned off first). The belt 
should flex about ^4 of an inch 
when it is correctly adjusted. The 
adjustment is a simple procedure. 
Consult an owner’s workshop 
manual for details or have your 
mechanic do it. 

COOLANT CHANGE 
The anti-freeze/coolant mixture 
in your radiator breaks down with 
age. picks up impurities and be¬ 
comes diluted. Car manufacturers 
recommend that your cooling sys¬ 
tem gets back-flushed and a 
change of coolant every two years 


Next, turn on the water, start the 
engine and let the water reverse 
flow out of the top of the radiator 
until it runs clean. That's all there 
is to it. 

When the job’s done, drain the 
radiator and refill it with a 50 50 
mixture of coolant and water. 
Your owner's manual will list the 
amount and type of coolant your 
vehicle uses. 

CHECK THE SYSTEM 

Sometimes back-flushing and 
minor PM (preventive mainte¬ 
nance) aren’t enough. A cooling 
system that has been neglected 


check the fan clutch, water pump 
and thermostat. According to 
Weyand, incorrect ignition timing, 
a damaged or blocked exhaust 
system, dragging brakes and other 
problems not directly related to 
the cooling system components 
also can cause overheating 

TIPS FOR 
KEEPING COOL 
Here are a few tips to help your 
vehicle keep its cool this summer 
• Keep a spare drive belt, gallon 
of coolant, can of stop-leak and a 
roil of vinyl tape (to repair hoses) 
in the trunk. 


• The insulating effect of the 
grease and oil adds considerable 
heat to the cooling system. Use a 
dcgreaser or steam clean the en¬ 
gine before taking a long trip. 

• Shut off the air-conditioning 
when driving up long hills, partic¬ 
ularly when lowing. 

■ Turning the heater on high will 
help cool a hot engine 

• Leave the engine running when 
adding coolant or water so that 
the cold fluid has a chance to cir¬ 
culate through the system. 

• Install a radiator cap that has 
a pressure release valve on it and 
be sure the pressure is released 


before attempting to remove the 
cap. 

• In an emergency, lemonade, 
soda. beer, can be used in place of 
water or coolant 

• If you are miles from nowhere 
and without coolant, pull over (in 
the shade if possible) and park. 
Turn off the engine and open the 
hood, letting the car coo! off at 
least a half hour When the engine 
has cooled, start the car and slow¬ 
ly drive until the temperature 
climbs to hot Then park and re¬ 
peat the procedure You can limp 
quite a way using this method 
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or 15,000 miles. Back-flushing is 
necessary because scale, corro¬ 
sion and mineral deposits build up 
in the radiator and engine, inhibit¬ 
ing cooling. 

Back-flush kits are available at 
any auto parts store for only a few 
dollars and are easily installed 
(the kit's instructions tell how) 
The kit consists of a capped T 
valve, clamps and a deflector 
spout. 

To back-flush the cooling sys¬ 
tem. cut a heater hose and install 
the T-valve. Next attach a garden 
hose to the valve, remove the radi¬ 
ator cap and install the spout. 


may be so corroded that flushing 
doesn't work. 

If you've been experiencing 
cooling system problems or if it 
has been more than three years 
since a professional has looked at 
your radiator, it's time to get it 
checked. A competent garage or 
radiator shop can pressure check 
your radiator and radiator cap, as 
well as boil out the system with 
caustic soda, repair leaks and in¬ 
spect the heater core 

If your hoses, belts, radiator and 
coolant are all in good condition, 
and you are still experiencing 
problems, have your mechanic

Robert Stevenson, 82, is a man 
who grew up during the Depression, 
and like many of his generation, he 
harbored a deep-seated distrust of the 
banking profession. Until last week, 
that is. 

Easl Wednesday, drifters l ricked 
Stevenson into allowing them into his 
Hemingway Street house and stole 
$ 20 ,( 10(1 lie had stashed under some 
clothes in a laundry basket in his 
upstairs bedroom. 

After two days ot negotiations with 
the thieves, who Stevenson identified 
as gypsies, and with help from llu* 
Winchester, Lexington. Weston and 
Cambridge Police, he recovered his 
-Jiiuney Friday. He took it straight to 
/the bank. 

I “Nothing of value will ever be kept 
/in my house again." said Stevenson, 
iwho had preferred to keep labs cm his 
fawn funds since he retired 25 years 
Jugo "Of course, they can steal the 
/furniture if they want," 

The thieves gained entrance to 
Stevenson's house using an elaborate 
ruse apparently tailored to preying on 
senior citizens, said Winchester police 
Lt. Joseph Perritano. who was invulv 
ed in recovering the money. 

According to Perritano and a 
police report on 'he incident, three 
men arrived at Stevenson’s house 
around noon Wednesday. One iden¬ 
tified himself as an employee of 
Boston Edison, saying that they had 
been hired by a town senior citizens' 
council to install extra lighting in 
seniors' buck yards at no charge. The 
men called him “Dad" and asked, 
“Do you remember us?" 

One said that he needed a $30 firs I 
payment, for which Stevenson would 
lie reimbursed by the supposed senior 
citizens' council He gave Stevenson 
a $100 bill, asking for change. 

Stevenson told the men to wail and 
went upstairs to his money bag to 
make change. One of the men follow¬ 
ed him and apparently observed the 
location of Stevenson's money before 
Stevenson asked him again to wait 
downstairs. 

The first man took Stevenson out 
side, ostensibly to pick a location for 
the new light. In (lie meantime, the 
other two found and stole the money. 
All three then left quickly in a blue or 
white pickup truck 

Confused about why the men 
would give him $100 in exchange for 
$70, Stevenson called the Winchester 
police, who advised him to check his 
money, lie did. and to his dismay 
round it gone. 

Using Stevenson's descriptions of 
the men and a neighbor's description 
of their truck, Perritano said, police 
were able to locate the camp of a 
larger gypsy group where the thieves 
had been staying. With the help of an 
informer, police negotiated a deal 
with gypsy "associates" of the 
thieves, in Perritano's words, to have 


tile money returned. By the lime the 
money had been recovered from the 
gypsy hand, the thieves had left the 
state and "are probably still driving." 
Perritano said 

The thieves had gotten “luckier 
than they anticipated, Perritano 
speculated, and had become anxious 
about keeping the large sum "They 
knew we knew who I hey were anil 
what they had done," he said 

Stevenson gol his money bnek Fri 
da> afternoon. "We told him we'd 
personally escort him to the bank, 
said Perritano

around New England, Perrilanosaid. 
and they arc "inlamous for having all

Perritano warned llial seniors 
must remain aware "These things do 
go on They have lo know nol lo lei so¬ 
meone in ai the door, nol to take 
orders by plume, to he wary oi saying 
who they live with " 

Stevenson said he was "just 
link) lie had never been rubbed 
before. If lie had learned anylhing, lit* 
said, it was lo "not let anybody in the 
house." Willi I he bank's help, Steven

If you are a developer in Win¬ 
chester — or a home builder or buyer, 
or a town employee or a stale senator 
— there is one man whose path you 
will probably cross sooner or later, 
and that is Selectman Mark 
Lombardi 

Some townspeople, he admits, 
curse his meddlesome ways. Others 
vole faithfully lo return him to office. 
During his 5 1 --year tenure as a select 
man, including a year as the board's 
chairman, Lombardi has unabashed 
ly involved himself in nearly every 
aspect of town government 

He won his board post in one of the 
most contentious elections in Win 
Chester history, and by his own ad¬ 
mission he has brought some ol that 
contentiousness to the current board 
A diversity of backgrounds on the

Marion Louise Anderson, L.S.W.. 
Outreach Geriatric Social Worker at 
Jenks Senior Center on a part time 
basis, began working at the center 
last Dec 1(5. Her concentration of 
attention is with elders and their 
families who arc experiencing loss, 
nursing home placement, behavioral 
changes, depression, alcoholism, sell- 
neglect. evictions, elder abuse, isola¬ 
tion, family discord, disorientation, 
grieving, housing changes and other 
conditions that require referrals 
because of a crisis situation. 

The focus of Marion Anderson’s 
alien!ion is on social, psychological, 
and economic need. She encourages 
family meetings, socialization, refer¬ 
ral to special care, such as elder day 
care, healIh and recreational pro¬ 
grams. transportation and nutrition 
services, religious resources and 
assistance of a similar nature. 

She works wth the COA Adminis¬ 
trator. responding to requests for 
assistance from seniors, their fami¬ 
lies. and the SAC coordinator lor long 
term contact once Ihe health care 
crisis subsides. She meets with peo¬ 
ple at the center and visits Ihe homes 
of those who make requests. Cur 
rently. her case load averages more 
than 50 people each month. 

She monitors seniors on a long 
term basis, encourages isolated 
seniors to volunteer al Jenks Senior 
Center to activate interests, i.e.. infor¬ 
mation desk volunteering, participa¬ 
tion in crafts, cards, trips, the exer¬ 
cise classes and other programs that 
arc scheduled. 

Presently she is recruiting a corps 
of social service volunteers to provide 


social supports and contact with frail, 
homcliound and disabled aged through 
regular telephone calls to provide 
friendly conversations More volun¬ 
teers are needed to fill this vital role 
in order that (he day may be bright¬ 
ened for those who cannot gel into the 
community for reasons of health 

Volunteer lo be a telephone con¬ 
tact in Ihe near future Call Marion 
Anderson. Jenks Senior Center, (721- 
7Mfii, leaving name and address The 
service is greatly needed since a tele¬ 
phone network will reach into many 
homes as social supports for the 
homohound

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Summer learning can be fun 

College Gate offers gifted kids an alternative to the beach

While mosl ehiltiren relish lhe 
thought of pulling down their pencils 
and books tor the summer, there are 
some who attend an academic pro¬ 
gram in those carefree sum miner 
days and. to all outward evidence, en 
joy it 

It's not exactly what comes to 
mind when thinking of summer 
school, although the courses are of¬ 
fered in the Vinson Owen school 
building, and the children are 
learning 

The program. College Gate, caters 
to academically talenled and girted 
children who will he entering first 
through fourth grades in the fall. It is 
an offshoot of College Academy, a 
similar program for older students, 
both are I he brainchildren of Joseph 
and Brenda Harrington, parents and 
educators whose fruitless search lor 
a suitable summer program for their 
daughter led them to create their 
own. 

‘We wanted a program Dial was 
academically challenging enough for 
bright youngsters," Brenda Harr 
iilglon said. College Gate and College 
Academy are the results. 

College Academy was founded in 
151751 and Gate began six years ago. 
When the Harringtons expressed an 
interest in expanding the Aeadmey 
program to younger children. Win¬ 
chester Assistant Superintendent 
David Ackerman offered the Vinson 
Owen School as Gate's home. 

We’re always looking for a way 
lo offer challenging learning ex 
jieriences) to children. 1 thought it was 
a unique opportunity for the children 
of Winchester and ot hen's in the area." 
Ackerman said. 

Gate is a three-week program in 
which children attend three SS-minute 
classes ol their own choosing. Harr 
inglon said the courses are designed 
to improve motor skills as well as 
challenge the children academically 

The application process includes a 
teacher evaluation Dial may be bas¬ 
ed on standardized lest scores, school 
grades or teacher's recommendation 
Parents also evaluate their child 

Walk into any course at the Gate 
program and one finds smiling, 
energetic laces. The Gale's approach 
to learning is hands-on. In a course 
called “Board Games," the students 
learn how to play strategic games 
such as chess and then use their new 
found knowledge to invent their own 
games. 


Last Thursday was Mystery Glue 
Box Day in “Who Duiinit?" class. The 
students created their own mysteries 
and wrote dues to solve the mysteries 
on the outsides of shoe boxes. 

In "Snails, Whales and Sails." an 
oceanography class, the students 
were busy tasting shrimp, courtesy of 
New England Shrimp in Malden, as 
they learned about a shrimp's life. On 
Die wall was a mural illustrating the 
different ocean layers. A table in the 
hack of the room held models of tide 
pool animals. 

In the "What’s News" class, 
students wrote and designed their 
own newspaper. Those rejxirlers ask 
ed some tough questions. 

(it her classes include. "Inside the 
Gastle Walls," a course that uses arts 
and crafts and costumes lo t'rahsporl 
Die children to medieval limes. "T- 
Xquarc." an elementary-level draf¬ 
ting course where Ihe students learn 
about shapes and perspective, 
"Morsels of Cossils." an arehoaology 
and prehistoric-animal course, and 
more common courses such as com 
ptilers. chemistry, woodworking, 
music, drama and a cooking class 
that also leaches nutrition. 

During a 25-minute snack time, 
the 152 students participate in 
program-wide activities. Coordinaler 
Trudy Coleman, who taught in the 
program for two summers and is a 
sixth-grade language arts leather, 
and the staff of assistant coordinator 
Terri Lynch, 17 teachers and six 
junior staffers, work together on 
these events. 

On July 7 Die students learned 
about the U S. Constitution and were 
asked lo create a quilt patch from red. 
while and blue construction paper on 
that subject All the patches will he 
joined lo form three quilts, one for 
each age group. 

Coleman said the program is a 
challenge to students not only because 
it is last-paced and hands-on, hut 
because students are more 
homogeneously grouped than in 
classes during the school year. "The 
children are in classes where they are 
not Ihe only ones who know the 
answer," Coleman said "Lots of peo¬ 
ple know the answer, and some have 
different solutions I ban I he ones they 
thought ol." 

The program is also ideal for 
teachers, who are given only a one- 
line description ol the class they will 
leach instead of a thick curriculum 
guide. The details and presentation 
are up lo them 

Another plus for Die instructors.

Wanted: 
public servants 

In I best* sollish days ol l me-mine. when everyone is looking 
oul for number one and lei Ihe olher guy take care ol bitnsell. 
public service has (alien into grave disrepair 

The Keagan administration stormed Ihe citadel ol power with 
the theme: reduce the role ol government and. therolure. I axes 

Uncle Ronnie is not lo blame: he only did wlial we told him It). 
The public mood elected a man whose statements resounded with 
anti-government rhetoric. We got wlial we asked tor. 

The original plan called lor the reduction ol all kinds ol services, 
mostly programs tlial helped isolated, st altered and uninformed 
voters. 

tint never mind how il actually came oul. all that is handled 
ad nauseum in Ihe dailies and on television Let us examine Ihe 
original intent. 

The idea called lor Ihe governmenl to pull out ol the manage 
menl ol areas that eould lx* called “public" i that is to say. no one 
owned (hem > and the private sector to step in and take up tin* slack 

This plan was never made operalional Just how il was that 
Genera) Motors, or anyone else*, was supposed to start lending the 
poor of Detroit and educating the children of Roxbury was never 
(juite spelled out . 

The administration did not deny there was a needier services, 
il simply I bought someone else should do the work The taxpayers 
were supposed to lake their tax savings and contribute toward Ihe 
public good. 

Ol course no one did. Not on the scale necessary to ameliorate 
the nation’s pressing public problems. 

People who work hard for their money and still do not have 
enough lo make ends meet regard anyone who suggests they make 
a donation lo an urban redevelopment project as insane. I low could 
they he expected to make the connection between that project and 
their own long-term well being? 

The reason the governmenl got into the public service business 
in the first place is that individuals cannot he expected lo promote 
interests that are very far outside the purview of their own. Rut 
services are still needed. 

Society is an entity, in the long run its survival depends on the 
health of all of its parts. In the extreme case, il a sector becomes 
sufficiently ignored and exploited as to feel itself disenfranchiz 
ed. then that sector turns to revolution and sabotage; to wit,.South 
African blacks, Northern Irish Catholics, Peruvian Indians, Israeli 
Palistiuians, and so on. 

Those willing to let the neighbors fend for themselves better 
be willing to suppress them totally, and at gunpoint. II we do not 
wish to live in a world under siege, we must lake some respnn 
sibilily for I tie folks down the block. 

A simple allegory may be helpful here: 

Through a certain town runs a hypothetical street with a row 
of houses on it. One night il snows Come dawn, all the properly 
owners pile out ol their houses with snow shovels to clear oil their 
porches and stairs. 

They pilch Ihe snow onto the sidewalk, where an hour later a 
sidewalk plow owned by the DPW comes by and clears Ihe walk 
(Everything is line. 

The next year in town meeting Ihe DPW asks lor I tie usual in¬ 
crease in sidewalk plow fees and the people balk Too may taxes, 
they say, Cut hack I lit* plow. 

So next winter it snows, as il always does, and this time no plow 
comes. The residents a* e used to pushing the snow off their stairs. 
The pul) of gravity makes it easy. But they have never developed 
the habit of shoveling the walk. 

They all use Ihe sidewalk, but no one owns it 

They eye each other sheepishly Someone gives a shot at lit 
ting a slab of wo! snow augmented in weight by the pile he has 
already thrown down, linds it loo heavy and stops lo light a 
cigareite. Others slip back into their houses and pretty soon it 
becomes obvious that the walk will not get cleared. 

People trample the snow and get wet feet. They grumble a bit, 
but not too much. They recognize who is responsible for their plight 
Pretty soon the snow turns to ice and becomes dangerous. An old 
woman slips, falls and breaks a hip. But she is not their relative. 
At next year's town meeting, no increase is made in the DPW’s 
budget 

That lilt lest retch ol sidewalk in front of each house represents 
the area of initiative needed on the part of every individual lor the 
society to function without government II the public management 
ol sidewalks is rescinded, then each private individual must step 
lorward and clear off his portion, or else the society slips around 
in Ihe slush. 

Back in the old days, before they loll Irom pre-eminence in the 
world, tire Knglish were great believers in noblesse oblige, the 
obligation of Ihe nobility toad beyond their own narrow interests 
and serve Ihe masses, however ungrateful and ignorant they were 

That tradition led to a great deal of volunleerism on the part 
of ordinary citizens. Normal folks spent their Saturday mornings 
down at the mission house or wherever caring lor those who need 
ed il. 

Following the trend ol all things modern, the Brilish are no bet 
ter these days than we. which is too bad, because someone has to 
set an example.

In the near dis¬ 
tance, a colonial merchant’s head¬ 
stone stands, riddled with the holes ot 
bullets said to belong lo British 
soldiers who held this land and used 
it as a buttery, during the Revolution, 
Irom which to fire upon nearby 
Charlestown. 

A lew hundred feel awav. the Old 


North Church maintains a stately si¬ 
lence, as pilgrims wander through 
her, marvelling at the clean lines of 
the white box-pews and Ihe simple 
arabesques of brass chandeliers in 
steady use since their hanging in 172*4 

This is holy ground hereabouts. 
Within the iron railings of the 
graveyard repose the mortal pans, as 
the stones refer to them, of mothers 
and fathers, farmers and sailors, pat 
riots and babies. The headstones lean 
against one another now, having hud 
died close, as if for warmth, when the 
ground below heaved with frost and 
buckled with time’s transformations 
They look today like a series of wafers 
stuck by a child's hand into a mound 
of birthday ice cream. They bristle, 
but softly; and the sea-wind combs 
the long grass about their feel. 

Humans yearn to commemorate 
the passing of a life; that much is 
clear. Survivors like to have a place 
they can go to, and point at, and say, 
“Here. Your grandfather. Here in this 
spot.” 


I read recently that one of the Ori¬ 
ginal Seven astronauts was looking to 
establish a business that offered the 
families of a deceased individual the 
opportunity lo insert that person's 
ashes into a Iwo-ineb-long capsule of 
highly reflective material and launch 
it into space where, ostensibly, it 
would orbit forever. 

The idea has a certain ethereal ap¬ 
peal. I must admit. And one day, 
when we are a race of space-travel 
lers and space-so journers, il may well 
l)e a popular one. But for now we are 
Karth’s children still; and most of us 
are happy lo return lothe Mother that 
nurtured us and gave us life.

He said that in recent days he 
had been walking in the mountains ol 
Vermont. He had looked out at all that 
greenness, he said; at all the birthing 
and passing that goes into making a 
world.

Painful past the telling lo be those 
standing by the fresh gravesides now 
painful for those too who stood there 
in the dimming past But comforting 
to dwell upon such words as these 
And sustaining to lean thus u|xm their 
promise.

Selectmen 
approve 
water works

The Hoard ol Selectmen Monday 
night authorized spending $88,(KK> 
from the town’s Water Capital Ac¬ 
count for pipeline improvements The 
account contains approximately 
$190,000 for water improvements 

A direct tie-in from the Forest 
Streel main water pipe to the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority's i MWRA) water pipes will 
cost $ 80,000 The connection will be on 
lineal all times. Currently it must be 
opened and closed manually, making 
the connection almost unusable. 
Selectman Thomas Schmitt said. The 
tie in will l>e for emergency purposes 
only. Schmitt said the 12-inch Forest 
Street pipe does not have enough car¬ 
rying capacity to service the low’ll 
under normal conditions; a minimum 
of a 24-inch main is needed if the line 
is to he used as a permanent water 
source. Schmitt said 

A pressure-reducing valve will be 
installed at the connection to regulate 
the differences in water pressure bet¬ 
ween the MWRA’s sytem and Win¬ 
chester's. The MWRA’s water 
pressure is much higher 

The valve will also function as an 
automatic gage of the pressure. It will 
open to the MWRA water supply in 
cases of water-pressure drops in the 
town system It will close when the 
problem is resolved. 

The selectmen also discussed the 
water pressure on Bellevue Avenue, 
which is perpendicular to Forest 
Street They will ask the Department 
of Public Works to try to solve the pro¬ 
blem. so the changes can be im¬ 
plemented at the same time as the 
changes on Forest Streel 

At the north pumping station, the 
l)PW will install an emergency 
generator to pump chlorine into the 
system il the electricity fails. Schmitt 
said during a power failure, water 
brought into the system due to gravi 
ty may not be chlorinated The 
generator, which will cost $B,ooo, will 
solve that problem 

The selectmen and DPW Director 
Dominic Serralore have not finished 
working out the details on the installa¬ 
tion of tiie fill pipe between the North 
and Middle Reservoirs. Selectman 
Mark Lombardi said discussions 
should be completed within two 
weeks. 

In other business, Lombardi 
resigned from the Woburn Loop 
Disposition Committee. He said he did 
not want to be involved in a possible 
conflict-of-interest charge. Lombar¬ 
di is a realtor in Winchester. 

Selectman Robert Deering will 
replace Lombardi on the committee. 


Summer months call for bicycle safety 


In light of the increase in bicycle 
accidents this year over prior years, a 
word or two on bicycle safety might lx; in 
order, not only to cyclists, but also to 
motorists. 

Bicycle safety starts with the hike itself. 
Make sure that it's in good working order 
with brakes working, seat and handlebars 
adjusted ptojieriy and wheels fastened 
securely. 'Flu - bicycle should have reflec¬ 
tor- both front and rear for riding after 
dark 

In recent years, helmets have been 
used by many who do any serious cycling. 
'I'his is an excellent precaution, since the 
head is the most vulnerable part of the 
IxKiy and should lx- protected. 

When riding, ride with the traffic, close 
to the right side of the roadway. Wear 
light colored clothing when ikling at night 
and apply some reflectorizod tape to tlie 
clothing. This, along with the reflectors on 
the bike, will make you more visible to 
motorists. 

Stop for signs and traffic signals, use 
hand signals for turns, and ride single file 

In this area, there are several miles of 
'Bike Paths" but seldom does 
anyone use them fur this purpose. Use the 
bike paths and/or sidewalks whenever 
jmssible, but give the right of way to 
pedestrians. It's also a good idea to carry 
identification of some sort with you when 
your hiking. Engraving your name/ 
address or your Mass. Drivers’ License 
number on the bicycle is a tremendous 
help, especially for youngsters who 
seldom carry a wallet or identification. In 
case of an accident, the identity of the 
young rider can lx; determined through 
the engraving. You might also want to 


register your hike, witli the same thought 
in mind. 

Motorists should lx? aware of the 
greater number of bicycles on the road, 
with both children and adults as riders. We 
should be careful when driving on our 
narrow, winding roadways and expect to 
see a cyclist around the next bend, and 
thus slow down. 

Many of us who drive also use a bicycle 
for recreation, exercise or just plain fun. 
When driving we should give every 
consideration to cyclists that we would 
like to have shown to us when we ride our 
bikes. If we keep this in mind, perhaps the 
bike/auto accidents will decrease. 

Snfety tips 

Ojieralors of bicycles are subject to Hie 
following regulations: 

(1) 'Hie o|x*rator shall ride single file on 
any roadway, except when passing. 

(2) The operator shall not ride other 
than ujxm or astride a permanent and 
regular seat attached to the bicycle. The 
operator shall not carry another jx;rson or. 
said bicych. except on a baby seat 
attached to the bicycle provided tlial 
such a seat is equipped with a Itarness to 
hold the person securely in the seal and 
that protection is provided against feet 
getting caught ui the sfiokes of the 
wheels. 

(3) The opciuloi shall give an audible 
warning whenever necessary to insure 
safe opet at ion of the bicycle. 

(-1J When parking a bicycle, the operator 
shall use a toad or sidewalk in such a 
manner as to not obstruct vehicular or 
jiedestrian traffic 

(5) The operator shall not jxirmit the 
bicycle to be drawn along by any moving 


vehicle. The operator shall not tow any 
other velucle or person, except for bicycle 
trailers, which when properly attached 
allow for firm control and safe braking. 

(fi) The operator shall not carry any 
package, bundle or article except m or on 
a basket, rack, trailer or other device 
designed for such purposes. The operator 
slull keep at least one hand upon the 
handlebars at all times. 

(7) During the period from one half hour 
after sunset and one lialf hour before 
sunrise the operator slialJ display toward 
the front a while light. This light shall be 
visible for not less than one hundred feet 
in front of ihe bicycle. Toward the rear, a 
red light or red reflex reflector must be 
visible for not less than one hundred feet. 

(8) During die period from one half hour 
after sunset and one liaif hour before 
sunrise, the operator shall display a reflex 
reflector or reflective material on the 
pedals visible from the front and rear from 
a distance of two hundred feet. Additional 
reflective material, visible from each side 
>4 the tw ycle — either on the bicycle or 
the person of the operator — shall be 
visible for a distance of two hundred feet 

(9) It is prohibited to raise a bicycle’s 
handlebars so that the operator’s hands 
are above liis/her shoulders while gripping 
them. Any alteration to extend the fork of 
a bicycle from the original design and 
construction of the bicycle manufacturer is 
prohibited. 

(10) The operator of a bicycle shall 
report any accident involving either 
personal injury or property damage in I 
excess of one hundred dollars, or both, to 
the [xilice department in the city or town 
in wliich the accident occurred

(hi local issues such as the recent 
parceling out of the Woburn Loop pro¬ 
perly. Lombardi is relentlessly pro- 
growth and pro-development. I don't 
see how we can he overdeveloped. we 
have so lew areas left," he says. 

The Woburn Loop area is current 
ly a “blight “ on the town, lie says, 'll 
lias to he sold. My big idea is that 
when you drive up Main Street and 
you look at the area we’re talking 
about, you’re going to see a planned 
development, you're going to say 
Look at that. Winchester really did 
a good job. We, the town, have to take 
care of those three parcels of land and 


make sure that something nice is 
done willt it. and then everything else 
will fall into place.” 

Lombardi warns, however, that 
election politics may soon become 
part of the Woburn Loop question. 
“Certain town officials got elected 
saying they were going to do 
something about the Woburn Loop 
Now some of them arc running for re 
election and they want to make sure 
something is done, and they could he 
sorry that il was done in basic.“ 


Small alibi liters lo the area have 
not ye! been taken into the process, 
Lombardi says, because ol the need 
to integrate large-scale planning I 
I eel that you have lo talk with the big 
i developers! lirsl, and Mien go along 
with the little ones and see how you 
can get it all meshed together “ He 
has no tear that townsjH'ople will he 
short changed, because II your 
family !i\es in Winchester, that’s 
maybe in voles for or against select 
men A developer doesn’t have any 
votes That's wl.al's going to protect 
the small 'abutters, political 
pressure ' 

Lombardi says he has been the 
town’s primary advocate of a linkage 
policy for new housing, requiring 
developers to donate housing units or 
cash to the town in return lor permis¬ 
sion lo build 

“Any linkage thal has taken place 
in Winchester. I have been the one to 
negotiate it." lie says. Any devclo[x*r 
Dial comes here is here because of 
what Winchester has to offer. When 
lie comes to develop the land, lie’s 
gonna pay for it. and (his is how.” 

Winchester should he careful to 
•isk for cash as well as housing units 
in linkage deals, Lombardi says, so it 
can afford to build the subsidized 
housing that he says the state is 
“blackmailing” from the town. 1 
don't think the state should force us 
to have subsidized housing I don’t 
think Winchester can lake care of I he 
ills of Massachusetts.” 

Admitting that his views could he 
labeled elitist. Lombardi says “You 
can't have things handed to you. 
Some people want lo live like they're 
rich, and they’re not I would say 75 
percent of the people in Winchester 
are like myself. They're from 
Malden. Medford. Somerville. Arl 


ington. and they worked their butts 
off. and they came to Winchester. 
Now that they're here, they have lo 
lake everybody from Chelsea over 
here with them?

That’s why, since I've been involved, 
people don't do that to me. There are 
always people trying to feather their 
own nest It’s been changing.” 

Among the 'steps toward 
democracy in the town that Lombar¬ 
di counts as under Ins l>elt are publici¬ 
ty on Finance Committee appoint¬ 
ments and a reversal in the number 
of appeals approved by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals from 95 percent 
approved to95 percent denied. (Zon¬ 
ing board clerk Arthur Gallagher 
says thal the town does nol tabulate 
appeals cases on an approved/denied 
basis, but that those figures are pro¬ 
bably extreme estimates.) 

Lombardi insists. “If you want to 
get in the fight, you work to get 
elected, and once you gel elected you 
can have some say. But don’t think 
you can be the man behind the scenes 
to run Ihe town.

Lombardi says ol his opponents, 
"They may disagree with me hut that 
doesn’t mean they can get rid of me 
They have lo have someone to throw 
rocks at." 

Lombardi is at heart an optimist 
about Winchester. “Being u real 
estate person, knowing the kind of 
people thal want to move into this 
town.” he says, “there must be 
something good about it. 

He says that, after live years, 
“I’m the old man tin the board. I have 
the most experience. The people who 
are there only for a short time make 
the same mistakes over and over 
again. It’s a business you have to 
learn." 

“There are people who want me 
out, but only because it would make 
it easier for them.” he says 

Lombardi, who considered lieing a 
selectman for years before he was 
elected, concludes. “1 was surprised" 
at how quickly experience confers 
wisdom about town matters. He 
thought it would take a lifetime to be 
able lo say.

The National Council for the 
I raditional Arts has sponsored the 
National Folk Festival since 1934, 
featuring music and crafts of a 
widely diverse range of cultures 
found right here in the United 
States. 

For II years the festival was held 
at Wolf Trap Park in Virginia, but 
in the early 1980s it began to move 
around to different cities, among 
them St. Louis (where the festival 
began).

As part of the craft exhibitions, 
Portuguese instrument makers 
Joao Silva of Peabody and Manuel 
DaSilva from Somerville will 
demonstrate how to make man¬ 
dolins, violins, and guitars. 

Other craft demonstrations will 
include American and Laotian 
basket weavers. Vietnamese and 
French Canadian woodcarvers and 
Greek candle makers. 

Visitors will watch a stone 
carver from the Fletcher Granite

Wayne Toups and Zydecajun 
will bring another part of the New 
Orleans music scene to Lowell this 
weekend. Feet will be tapping and 
hands will be clapping to their get- 
it-moving Cajun music as hot as red 
pepper sauce. 

Hard core, old time rock and 
roll fans should be thrilled to hear 
the Sun Rhythm Section of Mem¬ 
phis, Tennessee. This group in¬ 
cludes rock and roll pioneers who 
worked with none other than Elvis 
Presley, Jerry Lee Lewis and Carl 
Perkins and will definitely rock your 
socks off. 

In the Hispanic mode, Los 
Pleneros de la 21, a group of twelve 
Puerto Rican musicians and 
dancers living in New York City will 
perform lively Afro-Puerto Rican 
music of bomba and plena. 


“Bomba is a type of drum 
shaped like a barrell," explains 
Maude Salinger, public relations 
director at Lowell Heritage Stale 
Park,"and the type of music played 
on it is called bomba.

Seamus Connolly and pianist Helen 
Kiese! are part of the Ellis Island 
Irish Band. Others in the band in¬ 
clude James Keane. Jack Coen. 
Mattie Connelly. Jessie Winch and 
championship stepdancers. Liam 
Harney and Diedre Goulding. 

"I’ve played music all my life,” 
says Seamus Connelly.“I listened to 
the masters and played along with 
them, 1 his is the music of the peo 
pie. 1 hey learn it from thqii fathers 
and theii fathers learn it Irom their 
fathers.” 

Connelly came to this country 
in 1976 from his home in Kilialoe. 
County Clare, Ireland, and has since 
become known as one of the finest 
Irish fiddlers in the United States, 

The masters he listened to as a 
child were James Morrison, Michael 
Coleman and Paddy Kiloran. Later 
he learned from piper Willie Clan¬ 
cy, Bobby Casey. Tommy Potts and 
Paddy Canny. 

He has won numerous fiddle 
championships, including the Irish 
National Championship for tradi 
tional fiddle, no less than ten limes. 

He recently recorded a solo fid¬ 
dle album which will soon be releas¬ 
ed on the Green Linnet Label. 

Diedre Goulding and Liam 
Harney will stepdance with the Ellis 
Island Band. 

Stepdancing is a form of danc¬ 
ing similar to tap dancing, but is. 
according to Connolly, more in¬ 
tricate and more difficult. 

The dancers keep time to the 
different rhythms of the jigs and 
reels played on the hornpipe. 

For certain dances soft ballet- 
type shoes are worn; other dances 
require heavier shoes to make the 
tapping sound which can be heard 
keeping time to the rhythm of the 


The shoes beat out the rhythm 
in syncopated time and occas 
sionally the dancers will leap into 
the air! 

The traditional costume for 
stepdancers. says Connelly, has em¬ 
broidery, which the parents of the 
^'ildren who dance spend many 
hours sewing themselves. Each 
stepdancing school has its own col 
ors and during competitions, which 
are held in Ireland, the students 
wear the colors of their school. 

In individual competitions, the 
colors are chosen to suit the dancer. 

The Irish pipes, called (Jillean 
(elbow), unlike the Scottish 
bagpipes, have a mellow, haunting 
sound and are generally played in 
a seated position. 

The chanter, which looks 
somewhat like a flute, plays the 
basic the melody. The player 
pumps the bellows with his elbow 
providing air for the regulators and 
the drones, which give accompany 
ing sounds to the chanter. 

Mattie Connelly has been play 
ing the Uillean pipes since he was 
a youngster and was influenced by 
the great County 

Fermanagh piper. Sean McAloon 
In 1980 he won the all Ireland pip¬ 
ing championship, so be perpared 
for some very special piping this 
weekend. 

Jack Coen, a flute player with 
an uncanny ability to recall a vast 
repertoire of old and uncommon 
tunes absorbed the music of Coun 
ty Galway as a child. 

James Keane look up the accor¬ 
dion at the age of 11. He has been 
all-Ireland champion three times in 
spite ol the fact that all the 
members ol his famijy were highly 
respected fiddlers! 

Jesse Winch took up the drum 
when he was ten and has been play

ing the bodhran ever since. He lives 
in Wasington. D.C. where he has 
been instrumental in creating a 
thriving Irish music scene. 

The Ellis Island Irish Band is 
sure to provide much pleasure for 
Irish music lovers this weekend. See 
them Satuiday night at 7:30 at the 
North Common. 

Cape Breton Island, located in 
the northeastern corner ol the 
Canadian province of Nova Scotia, 
and originally inhabited by Micmac 
Indians, became a stronghold ol 
Scottish Gaelic culture with the ar 
rival of the Scots between 1800 and 
1850. 

Though some aspects of Gaelic 
culture have disappeared over the 
years, the tradition ol fiddling is 
flourishing. 

While it has virtually disappeared in 
Scotland. Cape Breton fiddlers 
maintain the tradition of extraor¬ 
dinary technical virluosity through 
an enormous repertoire of jigs and 
reels. 

One of these fiddlers is John 
Campbell ol Watertown, who will 


play with the Cape Breton fiddlers. 
Campbell began playing the fiddle 
when he was ten years old, learning 
from his father, Dan J. Campbell. 
His mother was a fine pianist and 
most of his sisters and brothers 
(there are ten altogether) play an in 
slrument as well. 

Campbell is an extraordinary 
tune writer and is probably best 
known for writing Sandy MacIn¬ 
tyre’s Trip to Boston. He travels all 
over the country playing music lot 
radio and television and for dances. 

He tells a story of a time when 
he was in his late teens in Mabou, 


Cape Breton. The Canaclian Na¬ 
tional Railroad passed through 
town at that time and one Sunday 
afternoon the train which consisted 
ol two or three cars, pulled in and 
stopped. 

He got olf of one car and his 
friend Buddy MacMaster got oil the 
other. They were both carrying their 
fiddles ami decided to slop and 
strike up a tune. Soon a crowd 
began to gather and in a short lime 
a party evolved There was dancing 
and singing and fiddle music horn 
(See page I 5B)

Materials play major role 


The three artists exhibiting their 
work at Massachusetts Bay Com¬ 
munity Colleges Juiiani Gallery, 
Wellesley Hills, have in common 
use of materials as a point of depar¬ 
ture and means of expression. 

The exhibition includes wall- 
hung monotypes, collographs. pa- 
percasts, woodcuts and oil paint 
ings. In most instances the involve¬ 
ment with materials plays a major 
roie in the realization of works, and 
sometimes becomes the overriding 
statement. 

Ellen Milan’s handmade paper 
collographs, engravings, etchings 
and cast reliefs have the most phys¬ 
ical presentation of all the works. 
Perhaps because they protrude 
from the flat plane against the wall, 
and perhaps because Milan's pro¬ 
cess incorporates actual texture in 
the pieces, their experiential asso 
ciations are more in the world of 
physical contact than the world of 
ideas and visual orientation. 

Milan is also the only artist of 
the three to use the figure as her 
primary source of imagery. In Dan¬ 
cers, the most successful of her 
works, dozens of figures overlap 
across three large vertical panels of 
a hand-made paper ground that is 
as active as the figures — all in 
poses of motion — themselves. 
Pieces of silver paper, string, fabric 
and scraps of various materials are 
embedded in the surface, threaded 
together and hung by furry twine. 
The effect is decorative and motion- 
filled, and the process and imagery 
complement one another. 

The cast relief works are less 
satisfying because of occasional 
awkward relationships in the draw¬ 
ing. Parts do not always relate to 
the whole and sometimes there is 
a heavy overworking of folds, edges 
and contours. There is a heaviness, 


too, in the color when it is used in 
these pieces. The white of the paper 
has a pristine quality that allows the 
reliefs more fluid movement and is 
best left alone in these works. 

Berta Golahny's oils and her en¬ 
gravings on copper and boxwood 
are as active in color and shape as 
Milan's works are in texture. Influ¬ 
enced. she says, by ‘readings in 
cosmic phenomena,'' Golahny 
takes on big ideas. 

‘’Several recent paintings. . .ex¬ 
press my perceptions of the mys¬ 
tery of time and man's relationship 
to history, 1 ' states the arlist. The 
paintings are less abstract than one 
might suppose from such an inclu¬ 
sive quest. Fish leap lorlh from roll 
ing lhalo blue waves and birds fly 
through rainbow colored skies. The 
images are recognizable, viewed 
through myriad shapes and colors 
that effect a kind of psychedelic 
kaleidoscope. 

Golahny's world of ideas and 
spirituality is best expressed when 
she controls the tendency to in¬ 
clude too much. The plethora of 
shapes, images, colors and sizes de¬ 
mand thoughtful, carefully struc¬ 
tured transitions, In the large oil en¬ 
titled Through Time and Space, 
Golahny restrains her color and 
shapes by setting up a simple geo¬ 
metric sequence of rectangles up¬ 
ward from the bottom of the can¬ 
vas, defined by close hue and value 
range. Here, the structure allows 
more coherent reading of the art 
ist's ideas. 

All the works exhibited by Sel¬ 
ma Bromberg are monotypes. The 
artist is assured and comfortable 
with her medium without having 
lost the sense of excitement and 
delight of surprise that it offers, 
There is a balance in the work of 
give-and-take with materials: Brom 


berg manipulates the pigment ap¬ 
plication to correspond with her vis¬ 
ual response to nature, while allow¬ 
ing the physical dynamic between 
pigment and paper to assert itself 
in the foim the picture takes. 

Color progression in the mono¬ 
types is sensitive and subtle, mov¬ 
ing the eye through the space of the 
landscape while evoking a sense of 
mood particular lo the combination 
of images arid events in nature that 
were the impetus for the picture. 
The transparent greens and blues of 
The Tempest move through the 
earth and sky and trees describing 
the threatening air and linking ail 
together in a moment of turbu 
lence. drama and dark beauty. 

The close space of The Tempest 
is opened up in October Pageant, 
pushed back by the paper's white at 
the bottom of the picture, then des¬ 
cribed in horizontal layers Warm 
golden-lil fields are stopped at the 
horizon by a pale purple profiled 
mountain range against a soft pur¬ 
plish white sky. Bromberg com¬ 
bines the complementary colors in 
her work with an eye for proportion, 
allowing the muffled purples to 
enliven rather than fight the fuller 
hued yellows. That sense of propor 
tion is a constant in Bromberg’s (or 
mal language and combined with 
her feeling for the landscape and 
her materials enriches the work 
with visual sparkle. 

The three artists’ work may be 
seen 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. Juiiani Gallery is 
located at 50 Oakland St. on the 
Massachusetts Bay Community 
College campus.

the fiddles 
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Watching styles for wrist wear

Watches used to tick. They also 
used to be considered functional, 
like a pair of glasses or an ortho¬ 
dontic device. And you bought a 
good one to last forever 

Try telling that to savvy yuppie 
puppies and they'll laugh, the 
same way you did when your dad 
told you how he walked through 
sleet and snow to school. 

Time marches on, they snicker, 
and the faces of time change as 
often as they change their minds 
about clothes and careers. 

Wnstwatches, you see. are now 
fashion accessories, and how well 
they keep time is of minute con¬ 
sideration. Besides, if one watch 
stops, there usually are a couple 
more on the same wrist, although 
they may indicate times in other 
places. 

Want to synchronize watches 
with the fashion world? Here are 
the faces to watch: 

Look for large styles with over¬ 
sized faces in white, often with 
man-sized bracelets for androgy¬ 
nous dressing. Silver is the current 
rage, but gold is making a come¬ 
back for fall. 

Crocodile and lizard straps are 


very chic and businesslike, espe¬ 
cially in brown, but plastic bands 
are youthful and fun. Timepieces 
that you wind daily are as rare as 
dinosaurs, and almost as fashion¬ 
able are digitals — unless it’s a 
sporty alarm chronograph. 

The method of keeping time 
today (it may change tomorrow) is 
the highly accurate quartz varie¬ 
ty. but, unfortunately, many of the 
cheap chic watches do not have 
replaceable batteries, which often 
results in the untimely death of a 
favorite face. 

Among the leather strap 
watches, the timeliest faces are 
the bi-coastal model with two 
faces m a vintage design, the 
moon phase dial and chronographs 
with numerous dials over one 
large dial. These do more than 
simply keep time. They record 
your jogging mileage, wake you 
up and entertain you with games 
or songs. 

In the metal band category 
there’s still a strong trend to the 
goldtainless steel bracelet made 
famous by Rolex. However, what’s 
hot for summer is the chain link 
bracelet in tiny flat links or big 
bulky ones. The bracelets are 
meant to be worn loose, some¬ 


times anchored with a silver cuff, 
but there’s also a link bracelet 
that can be wrapped several times 
around the wrist. 

Younger-thinking watch wear¬ 
ers favor plastic toy watches. 
Swatch, which created a whole 
new way of looking at time, comes 
out each season with a different 
collection that has inspired other 
companies to produce in its plas¬ 
tic band image, The newest crop 
of faces features Coca Cola logos, 
Mo nopoly game boards, cartoon 
characters, Southwestern art. 

Almost as much fun as a plastic 
watchband is colored leather. 
White is brightest for the season, 
but red and pastels are great com¬ 
plements to a wardrobe. Faces on 
these styles are usually simple, 
sometimes encrusted with fake 
jewels and sometimes made into 
little heart-shaped charms to flirt 
with time. 

For those forever in blue jeans 
and the Southwestern style, here 
are leather bracelets that look like 
western belts, with embossed de¬ 
signs. top stitching and silver belt 
tips. 

The good news about all of these 
watchable watches is the price. 
Most are under $40.

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Dressing to interview 
for a creative job

By now, every woman who’s 
ever gone on a job interview 
knows the standard rules on what 
to wear a gray or navy suit, 
tailored blouse, plain pumps and 
bow tie. 

But if you’re interviewing for a 
creative position — to be a fashion 
buyer’s assistant, say, or a graphic 
artist at an ad agency — wearing 
the interview "uniform’’ could 
cost you, rather than get you, the 
job. 

According to image consultants, 
prospective employers make a de¬ 
cision about you in the first half 
minute of an interview — and 
your clothes play a big part in that 
decision. For conservative profes¬ 
sions or companies, the traditional 
suit says that you’re conscientious, 
serious, a good employment bet. 
But to employers looking for 
someone with creativity and flair, 
the standard suit says that you're 
unimaginative and, well, boring. 

The trick, say executives at non- 
traditional companies, is to vary 
the “uniform’ in ways that show 
you have personal style, but not to 
deviate from it completely. If 
you’re looking for a job in a cre¬ 
ative field, consider the following: 

• LOOK FOR A SUIT THAT 
VARIES FROM THE STANDARD 
IN COLOR. STYLE, AND/OR 
FABRIC — Rather than a tradi¬ 
tionally cut navy gabardine, for 
example, consider a knit suit, a 
jacket with a new (collarless, 
shaped or longer) shape, a color

• CONSIDER WEARING AN 
UNMATCHED SUIT - Pair a 
navy silk jacket with a white-and- 
navy dotted skirt, for instance De¬ 
signers who make good, afford¬ 
able pieces that can be matched 
as "suits” include Anne Klein II 
and Liz Claiborne. Don’t, however, 
wear a standard suit jacket with a 
different skirt — the pieces should 
look like they belong together 

• A TAILORED DRESS MIGHT 
BE AN OPTION — A dress with a 
professional look — one with a 
buttoned and lapeled bodice that 
mimics a jacket, or a good knit 
dress — can be an alternative for 
a creative job interview. If you 
choose a dress over a suit, keep 
the color more conservative, 
stying with navy, gray, black or 
beige. 

• PANTS ARE INAPPROPRI¬ 
ATE FOR MOST INTERVIEWS 
— Pants are considered too casual 
for an interview at even the most 
free-wheeling company. While 
they may be appropriate once you 
get the job, steer clear of pants for 
first-impression situations. 

• SOFTEN THE BLOUSE 
UNDER A SUIT - Instead of but¬ 
ton-down oxford shirt, consider a 
silk blouse or a knit top — a pro 
fessional-looking knit, not a T- 
shirt. And don’t, ever, wear a little 
bow tie. If you need a tie to com 
plete your look, use a wide satin 
ribbon or silk scarf tied in a soft 
bow. 

• WEAR ACCESSORIES 
CREATIVELY — This is the time 
to wear an antique pin on your 
lapel, to belt your jacket, to sport 
your silver cut bracelet. Remem¬ 
ber, though, that creative doesn't 
mean wild or flashy — forget the 
big hoop earrings, the stack of 
bangles, the red snakeskin belt 
with the oversize gold buckle 

• CREATIVE DOESN'T MEAN 
WILD — While creative compa¬ 
nies like to see style and flair in an 
interview look, they also want to 
be reassured that you're profes¬ 
sional and capable.

ecology and behavior of Tamarin 
monkeys for Hie eventual purpose of 
establishing a wildlife reserve for 
them. 

During my stay, we trapped the 
monkeys, equipped them with beaded 
collars or tiny radio transmitters and 
tracked them daily as they roamed 
I he forest. 

Although the class was structured 
like a normal school course, the aca¬ 
demic atmosphere was bizarre. Our 
classroom was a larp-roofed lean-to 
or else the jungle itself. With clip¬ 
boards on our laps, we took our mid¬ 
term and final exams sitting on rough 
wooden benches, reading the ques¬ 
tions from large pieces of pa per hung 
from the roof. Lectures were infor¬ 
mal At times we stocxl lip lo our 
ankles in mud, swatting mosquitoes 
as L)r. Rasmussen discussed theories 
explaining the purpose of scent- 
marking.

How¬ 
ever, we enjoyed swinging on vines, 
skiing down mud slides, and snacking 
on the crunchy stems of fan palms

In Panama City, we saw anti 
American slogans, armnl guards in 
front of public building- and w indows 
hoarded up in anticipation ol sched 
ulod riots However, aside I mm tak 
ing some extra precautions m our 
travel, we were not aliened In Ihe 
unrest.

1WB7 summer coui'seentitled "Endan¬ 
gered Monkeys Experimental Social 
Ecology." 

The School for Field Studies offers 
similar courses for college credit all 
over the world. This particular 
course, taught by Dr. Dennis 
Rasmussen, involved studying the

banking, and picketing, says Herbert, 
who directs Tufts University's 
Academic Resource Center. 

Among NOW’s immediate con¬ 
cerns are pay equity between the 
sexes, paid parental leave for women 
and men, and the Bork nomination, 
she said. 

Bork is a particulary offensive 
candidate for the Supreme Court, 
Herbert said, because “he has some 
erroneous stands on civil rights. He’s 
written some racist and sexist deci¬ 
sions,'' Perhaps most important. 
Bork might lip the balance of the 
court against the historic Roe v. Wade 
decision forbidding states to make 
abortion illegal, Herbert said. “We 
would mobilize more people than you 
can imagine” to prevent un overtur 
ning of the decision, she said. 

NOW political director Molly Yard 
was elected to replace Srneal as presi 
dent at the convention, but Smeal’s 
push for the ratification of an equal 
rights amendment will continue to bo 
a major goal, Herbert said. Going for 
ERA now is a matter of “starting all 
over again,” she said. Feminists’first 
attempt at passing the ERA failed 
early in the decade when the required 
two-thirds of stale legislatures failed 
to ratify it. 

Now, Herbert says, feminists 
“know what to watch out for” as they 
renew the fight. Activists discovered 
only after the ERA failed, Herbert 
said, that it had been opposed by 
powerful lobbyists for the insurance 
industry, among others. 


The 1988 elections represent a 
special opportunity for women can¬ 
didates, especially after Geraldine 
Ferraro’s vice-presidential bid in 
1984, Herbert said. Even though the 
Democratic ticket was crushed by the 
Reagan landslide. “1984 was very- 
good for feminism." she said “There 
was a resurgence in the feeling of 
political empowerment." Member¬ 
ship in NOW skyrocketed during the 
election, she said, and has not subsid¬ 
ed since 

Although NOW usually refrains 
from endorsing particular can¬ 
didates, Herbert said the group is 
pushing strongly for US Rep Patricia 
Schroeder tlM’olo.) to seek the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
“We would support her not just 
because she's a woman, but because, 
she's got everything else politically as 
well.” Herbert said. 

Herbert called NOW “an effective 
organization for both men and 
women,” and urged Winchester 
residents to join “Winchester is not 
a gaping hole of inactivity." she said, 
“but we’d be glad to hear from pro 
spoctive members.”

Winchester represents a "hole" in 
the statewide feminist network of the 
National Organization for Women, ac¬ 
cording to a resident and longtime 
NOW activist. 

The Win- 

chester/Woburn/Stonehain area 
lacks a NOW chapter, and the group 
“would love to start one,” said Jean 
Herbert, who belongs to the organiza¬ 
tion's Boston chapter. Getting a local 
chapter started is “not a big concern" 
because women in the area have 
nearby chapters available, she said, 
but it is a long-range goal of Boston 
area organizers. 

This would be a particularly op¬ 
portune time for feminists to become 
politically active because of the up 
coming 1988 elections and other im¬ 
pending women’s concerns, Herbert 
said, 

Women must commit themselves 
to defeating the nomination of Robert 
Bork to the U S. Supreme Court, enac¬ 
ting an equal rights amendment and 
running for public office, said outgo¬ 
ing NOW' President Eleanor Smeal at 
the group’s annual convention in 
Philadelphia this weekend. 

Smeal said “There must be a 
feminization of power. We’re here not 
only to observe history but to make 
history,” according to a report from 
the Knight-Ridder news service. 

Working toward these goals on a 
local level means lobbying, phone

can be done by staff at the customer’s 
request, Katz emphasizes that 
laymen can easily use the computers 
at his "print shop of the future." 

"We welcome the client's involve¬ 
ment from concept to completion," he 
says. "He can actually sit down at the 
terminal, input his material, and 
choose the texts and artwork — with 
us standing by to help, of course." 

"For some reason, people here are 
hesitant about using the computers," 
Katz muses. "On the West Coast, 
there’s often a waiting list to use 
them. I think that once people realize 
how simple it is, more of them will 
want to try it." 

Letting clients compose their own 
publications on computer is less 
messy, less costly, and less time- 
consuming than having them par¬ 
ticipate in the traditional layout pro¬ 
cess. It is such a convenience factor 
that is a major advantage of laser 
graphics, Katz says. 

"We can provide higher tur¬ 
naround, higher quality, and faster 
delivery," Katz says. "And it’s not 
because we have extra manpower or 
work longer hours. It's the 
technological tools of laser graphics 
that allow us to cut all that time and 
end up with a better product." 

With the AlphAGraphics system, 
a client can save roughly GO percent 
on an average printing job, he claims 
"Three to four million dollars 
have been spent to develop the tools 
for electronic printing," he says. 
"We’re four to five years ahead of our 
competitors." 

In 48 hours, Katz’ shop can pro¬ 
duce a 1,200-copy printing of a 32-page 
colored manual.

Katz talks about that achieve¬ 
ment, and his business, with obvious 
pride. He gladly shows visitors 
around his shop and patiently ex¬ 
plains the system of which he is so 
proud. 

"I’ve always wanted to own my 
own business," Katz says. "Before 
this, I was a management consultant 
with Ernst & Whinncy in Boston. One 
of my clients was an electronic 
publisher: the other was with a large 
print firm. ! recognized the tremen¬ 
dous potential in integrating those 
fields.” 

Shortly thereafter, Katz learned 
that AlphAGraphics had realized that 
vision with considerable success. He 
contacted the company’s home base 
in Tuscon. Ariz., and began the 
lengthy process of interviewing for a 
position as an owner within the chain 

“They’re very, very selective,” 
Katz says. "They’re developing the 
franchise slowly and carefully.” 


Katz’ Cambridge Street shop, 
which opened April 6, is the only one 
of its kind north of Boston. There are 
six other AlphAGraphics shops in the 
state; recently, Katz and the other 
Bay State owners formed a 
cooperative to discuss marketing 
strategies and common goals. 

"We can plan our own advertising, 
but as members of a franchise, there 
are also company rules we have to 
respect,” he says. 

As head of a new business, Katz 
constantly reaches out to the business 
community to attract new customers. 
Eventually, though, he believes more 
and more companies will wake up to 
the advantages of lasr graphics. 

"Some people I contact say they’re 
happy with their current printer, and 
that’s fine,” he says. "But the time 
will come when quick turnaround and 
high technology will come out on top. 
It just can’t be beat.”

Some sweeping changes are hap¬ 
pening in today’s print industry. And 
Andrew Katz of Winchester is at the 
forefront. 

“It’s an exciting revolution," Katz 
says. “We’ve become electronic 
graphic printers, the only ones in the 
the world." 

Katz owns AlphAGraphics, a Burl¬ 
ington print shop that is part of a 
growing franchise network with more 
than 220 shops in the United States, 
Canada, Europe?, and Hong Kong. 

Founded in (he mid-1970s by Roger 
l-brd, the company uses computers 
and advanced technology to speed or 
eliminate steps in the printing 
process. 

For instance, rather than typeset¬ 
ting and laying out a newsletter or 
brochure, the systems compose pages 
on a Macintosh or IBM computer ter¬ 
minal. Katz says. The systems 
feature a wide variety of typefaces, 
which (he client can view at the touch 
of a button. 

Next, the client can choose art¬ 
work from computer files, or bring 
along his or her own, such as a com 
pany logo, which is transferred onto 
computer through a process called 
scanning." 

"The scanner can reproduce a 
logo, text, or original artwork," Katz 
says. "It doesn’t photograph the im 
age like a copy machine does In¬ 
stead. it scans the image inch by inch, 
reading it, until the whole thing has 
been digitized and reproduced ”

Tim Buckley of Winchester and 
Belmont Hill School was part of the 
crew of eight oarsmen and a coxswain 
who were victorious in the competi¬ 
tion lor the Princess Elizabeth 
Challenge race at Henley-on-Thames 
in England Sunday. July 5. 

Two other Winchester residents. 
John Carroll and Paul Filtzer. were 
jxiii of Belmont Hill’s varsity. Carrol) 
entered a separate event for four-man 
boats at Henley, and Filtzer was a 
spare cox 

The only United States entry in 
any final event on the last of five days 
of competition, Belmont Hill came 
through as all other U S teams had 
been knocked out of the running by 
the semi finals on Saturday. 

This victory pul a satisfactory end 
to the year long training for the prize 
that had eluded them in the finals in 
1!HM>. The competition was just as stiff 
this year as in past years, and it was 
an especially sweet victory for 
Belmont Hill as Iheir opponent in the 
final race, Hampton School in 
England, was last year's winner by a 
narrow margin. 

Of the eight rowers plus one cox, 
eight are graduating seniors. They 
had planned this race since they left 
Henley in July 1988 a few seconds 
short of a win. 

“Henley,” as it is known, is one of 
the world's oldest athletic events, 
dating hack to tH39, and winners arc 
often thought lo be the best in the 
world in their category. There are 14 
events in the five-day rowing contest, 
and there are only two events in 
which boys under 19 may enter; one 
ol these is for English crews only. 

The races started on July 1 with 10 
crews eligible to compete in the 
events that pit only one crew against 
one other. A loss means no further 
competition, and the Belmont eight 
went into the semi-finals as one of 
lour left m the race on Saturday. After 
a hard-fought win against Shiplake 
College, it was just a matter of one 
more day for the boys to row home 
first against Hampton 

The Henley triumph followed 
another happy event for Belmont Hill 
when they won a regatta at the town 
of Reading in England the week 
before Henley. In that regatta 
Belmont Hill was triumphant over 
U S crews from Yale and Kent School 
in Connecticut, as well as over other 
British teams. 

The Visitors’ Challenge Cup event 
in which Carroll rowed was an event 
entered by 16 rowing clubs. Mercy- 
hurst College defeated Belmont Hill 
in Ihe opening race. This event 
l>ecame a hard fought competition in 
the last day of Henley in a final that 
pilled two rivals. Imperial college of 
London against London University. 
The winner, Imperial College, set a 
course record. 

ABC television followed the Bel¬ 
mont Hill crew during their entire 
stay at Henley, and the crew was 
featured on "Good Morning 
America" carried on Boston's Chan¬ 
nel 5 on Tuesday, July 5.

Hawk takes 
up residence 
In town forest

The hroad-winged hawks that are 
nesting in a dead hemlock in Brooks- 


Parkhurst Town Forest arc not 
displacing umumkiI hehavior. accor¬ 
ding to Simon IVrkins. field or- 
nolhologisi at the Massachusetts 
Audubon SoeirU 

Kvohn Trageser of (ialeway 
Street noticed the hawks after she 
heard the young hints calling to their 
parents for land. Hirdwatching is a 
hobby for Trageser 'I spend time 
looking at birds in my granite bird- 
bath I had an indigo hunting three 
days in a row this year.” 

Perkins sn\s hawks perch in tall 
trees so that lhe\ can spot prey on the 
ground ' Thin might gel a better 
view Irom a dead tree than one 
covered with foliage," said a 
spokesman Irom the society. 

According In Trageser. the fate of 
the dead hemlock in Brooks* 
Parkhurst Town Forest has yet lobe 
determined. The I ret* has been cited 
iis a threat In pedestrians, and may 
be cut down. The issue will bo discuss¬ 
ed at the next meeting of the; Town 
Koresl Committee. 

Said Trageser. I in going lo ask 
that a new path be created around the 
hemlock " 

Parents teach the young birds to 


hunt by flying off and letting the baby 
hawks fend for themselves. The 
young birds will often utter a com¬ 
plaining cry. but the parents will not 
abandon them. 

Hawks are not very picky when it 
comes to their culinary preferences. 
They will eat almost anything that 
comes into view including toads, 
snakes, lizards, red squirrels, chip¬ 
munks. mice, shrews, rabbits, 
smaller birds, caterpillars, grasshop¬ 
pers, crickets, beetles, dragonflies, 
spiders, crayfish and earthworms. 

Since there are several varieties of 
hawks, broad-winged hawks are not 
always easily discernablo from other 
hawks or from other types of birds 
that share similar characteristics. 
According to “Birds of 
Massachusetts” by Edward For bus, 
broad-winged hawks are, “similar in 
shape to the red-tailed hawk, but 
much smaller, shorter, never much 
more than 18G inches.” The body is 
usually dark brown with some red 
underneath. 

The tail can have broad black and 
white bands, according to the 
Audubon Society Encyclopedia. Sea 
gulls and some pigeons can also be 
mistaken for hawks.

Doctors warn of increase 
in youth cervical cancer

Dysplasia, a precancerous change 
in cells of the cervix, believed to be 
caused by some viruses shared by 
sexual partners, is occurrinc with 
greater frequency among adolescents, 
according to physicians at Winchester 
Hospital. 

Adolescents may become sexually 
active before they enter their teenage 
years, Occasionally their activity in¬ 
cludes successive partners. Because 
each person carries different viruses, 
'chances for infection ure greatly in¬ 
creased, Ihe doctors say. 

As women mature, cervical cells 
that are highly vulnerable to viral 
infection arc replaced by infection 
resistant cells. Because of their age, 
adolescent females are most suscep¬ 
tible to dysplasia. If dysplasia is not 
treated, cervical cancer can develop, 
seriously endangering a woman's life 
as well as her ability to bear children, 
doctors say. 

Barrier contraception, use of con¬ 
doms and diaphragms, is relatively 
inexpensive and accessible and is the 
one contraception method that com¬ 
bats the spread of viral infection, 
Other contraceptive methods, in¬ 
cluding birth control pills, do not keep 
viruses away from cervical tissues, 
doctors say. 

As women become sexually active, 
PAD smear testing is normally a 
regular component of their annual ex¬ 
aminations The PAP smear, an ex¬ 
amination of cervical tissue, was 
perfected by Drs, Paul A. Young and 
Arthur llertig early in this century to 
detect cervical infections. 

Most women establish a pattern ol 
Class II, benign, results. A Class Ill 
result, indicating the presence of in¬ 
fection or dysplasia, can be easily cor¬ 
rected in a physician’s office through 
cautery without affecting a woman's 
ability to bear children. 


However, because of embarrass¬ 
ment and unwillingness to admit sex¬ 
ual activity, many young women are 
not having gynecological examina¬ 
tions that include PAP tests. By the 
time they do, dysplasia may have 
progressed. 

“It is important for everyone, 
especially adolescents, to know that 
pregnancy is not the worst thing 
that can happen when you have sex. 
Partners have a responsibility for 
each other's future that cannot he ig¬ 
nored," said Dr. Francis A. Lombar 
do, an obstetrician/gynecologist and 
member of the Winchester Hospital 
active medical staff 

l)r John Going Jr., chief of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology al the 
hospital adds. “Men are giving their 
partners more than a meaningful 
relationship. They are exposing them 
lo the risk of cervical cancer.” 

Dr. Robert L. Shirley, also an 
obstetrician/gynecologist on the 
medical staff at the hospital com¬ 
mented. “Cervical cancer is like a 
rattlesnake. It takes between five and 
10 years to develop and gives many 
warnings of its presence. Once 
established, it can be deadly.” 

Dr Mitchell Eager, another 
nbstetrieian/gyneeologist at the 
hospital slated, “We must pay alien 
tion to this important women’s health 
issue. Mothers who suspect their 
daughters are sexually active need lo 
he aware that they should have 
regular PAP smears, the best screen 
for this condition.” 


Women who have not had PAP 
testing or have hot been tested recent 
ly arc encouraged to make an ap 
pointmont with a physician. Any

The Coors/News-Transcript International Bicycle Race 
will start out on Thurs., July 30 at 2 p.m. with a six-mile in¬ 
dividual time trial finishing with a 500-foot climb to the 
summit of Blue Hill in Milton. 

Since the weekend of racing is based on overall added 
time for each stage, the opening time trial will seed the 
riders and set the tone for the races to follow. The riders 
will race alone against the clock and the hill starting at 
minute intervals. 

The rider with the lowest time will be awarded with the 
leader’s Yellow Jersey which he will try to defend in the 
following races.

As the riders near the top of the hill, they will 
slow to a near crawl as the hill reaches a 21-percent 
grade. Smaller and lighter riders will have the advantage 
in this race.

Alex Coffin Fund for Brain Tumor Research 


By Tristram Coffin 

It isn't very often that a week 
goes by and I'm not asked what 
inspired me to start the Alex Cof¬ 
fin Fund for Brain Tumor 
Research. Initially, the inspira¬ 
tion came directly from my son, 
Alex, who died at the age of 14 
from an inoperable brain tumor. 

When my wife, Lee, and I found 
out that Alex would almost cer¬ 
tainly die from his tumor, the 
best medical team we could find 
began to search the country for 
other medical cases similar to 
Alex' case where victories had 
been won. 

In the three recorded "vic¬ 
tories,” one child had lived for 
three months; one for eleven 
months; and another lived for 22 
months. It was then that I knew I 
had to do something to help focus 
energy, funds, and human 
resources on the brain tumor pro¬ 
blem. I learned that brain tumors 
in children are the leading cause 
of death by cancer second to 
leukemia. 

At first, the inspiration came 
from Alex and the raw courage 
and faith with which he faced his 
disease. His refusal to assume 
the role of a victim was evidenc¬ 
ed by the way he raised money 


for the summer camp he attend¬ 
ed for children with cancer. 

And if Alex wasn’t complain¬ 
ing, I knew that I couldn’t. Joel, 
Mara, Francis and Gus have add¬ 
ed impetus to this effort because 
they also succumbed to brain 
tumors. 

Today, Andrea, Brian and 
Michael continue their heroic 
struggles to defeat the tumors 
which haunt them and their 
families and which test the 
knowledge and skills of their doc¬ 
tors to the limit. 

Three months before Alex died, 
I promised him that I would help 
raise money for brain tumor 
research. As it turns out, it 
became necessary for me to 
channel my rage in a positive 
direction. There is an immense 
need for a focused scientific 
research effort on brain tumors 
and a need for improved com¬ 
munication with a better ex¬ 
change of information in the 
medical and scientific com¬ 
munities. 

It is the fervent hope of all of us 
connected with the Alex Coffin 
Fund that this effort will help 
save a life. Then, as this and 
other efforts like it grow, more 
lives will be saved. 

We want to give brain tumor

Struggling every day 


WESTON - Andrea Bot¬ 
ticelli competes every day of 
her life. 

Up until a few years ago, the 
competition was on the high 
school soccer field, where she 
helped chalk up many vic¬ 
tories for the home team. 

Today, the young part-time 
Boston College student and 
waitress struggles in a grim¬ 
mer battle with cancer. 

“It’s a daily competition,” 
says Botticelli, 20, of Weston.

She has received the max¬ 
imum dosage of radiation 
treatment and chemotherapy 
her body can stand.

“This is not something that's 
going to go away if we just ig¬ 
nore it,” says Andrea. “A lot 
of people find out they have 
cancer and give up. I’m not go¬ 
ing to sit in bed waiting for it to 
get me.” 

“Before my illness, I always 
related cancer with death. But 
people survive cancer. Yes, 
some people die of cancer, and 
it’s horrible, and what are we 
going to do about it?”

Friday. July 31 

On Fri., July 31, starting at 7:30 p.m. in Dedham Square, 
the racers will battle it out in a completely different type of 
race - a 20-mile grand-prix style event. 

Whereas the time trial tests individual strength, the Dai¬ 
ly Transcript Twilight Race is the ultimate test of bike 
handling and tactical savvy. 

The riders will complete 34 laps of a 0.6-mile course 
over Washington Street, Eastern Avenue, High Street, 
William’s Street, and back to Washington Street. 

This course has five turns per lap including a hairpin, 
120 degree test from High Street onto Williams Street. At 
speeds reaching 40 mph, drafting, breakaway attempts 
and team tactics will make this race an incredibly intense 
athletic effort. 

In a grand prix-style race, called a “criterium,” teams 
will force their way up through the pack, often by grabbing 
another rider on the hip and pushing him aside. They will 
be trying to get their team captain to the front and position 
him for the final sprint. As the final mile approaches, the 
team will sprint in a line pulling the captain in their 
slipstream to within 500 feet of the finish. Then he will let 
loose a frenzied sprint for the line. This tactic is called a 
"lead out.”

You are one of 80 Olympic- 
caliber participants in the 
Coors/Ncws-Transcript Inter¬ 
national bicycle race to benefit 
the Alex Coffin Fund for Brain 
Tumor Research.

Two 
factors that can cause a cyclist 
not to compete at peak ability 
are dehydration and glycogen 
depletion. 

Cyclists can lose from two to 
three quarts of fluid per hour 
during a long intense race. 
Body fluid that is lost must be 
replaced or the chances for 
impaired performance and 
heat injury are increased. 

To calculate how much fluid 
you should drink during the 
race, weigh yourself, bike for 1 
hour and then weigh yourself 
again. The number of pounds 
lost equals the number of pints 
of fluid that must be replaced 
per hour during competition. 
Keep in mind that a cyclist’s 
level of training and the 
temperature and humidity on 
race day also affect body 
water loss; a well-conditioned 
athlete handles heat better.

Riders who are not strong time Irialists or sprinters will have their day 
today as the race series switches to the 65-mlle International Bicycle 
Centers Road Race. 

Starting at 8 a.m , the pack will complete eight laps of an eight-mile 
course and then attack Blue Hill for a torturous one-mile climb to the 
finish at about 10:30 a.m. 

The course has rolling hills and travels through the scenic Blue Hills 
Reservation. The tough part of this course is a two-mile winding climb up 
Harland. Hillside and Forest streets. 

The Forest Street section features rough road with many potholes that 
will pound the racers and shake the weaker individuals out of the race. 
The course is intentionally routed over the rough road to make it more 
challenging and give the road race specialists a chance todo well. 

Tremendous athletic skill is required *r keep up a fast pace over rough 
roads Races in Europe, especially in Northern France and Belgium, are 
run over medieval cobblestones and draw huge crowds. European fans 
love to see the riders struggle over the rough sections. 

This is where the attacks will come as riders try to break away from the 
lield and build a lead before entering the summit road up Blue Hill. 

In ihe final laps, the pace will accelerate as the riders attempl to place 
themselves at the front so they can get onto the narrow summit road 
first The riders at the front could be well up the hill while the riders 
stuck at the back may lose minutes on the steep climb. 

This could be the turning point in the race series, since the rider with 
the lowest overall time could finish up to three minutes ahead of their 
rivals and clinch the overall title and the leader's Yellow Jersey,

The race will feature lop national and International riders 
pushing their skills to the limit. 


Teamwork vital to racing 


Contrary to popular belief, bike 
racing is a team sport. Each 
rider on a team has a specific 
role to play in assisting their cap¬ 
tain. 

In a long, multi-day race such 
as the 194-mile, Coors/News- 
Transcript International Bicyle 
Race a strong team is essential. 

Unlike a running race, where 
the contestants string out over a 
long distance, bike racers keep 
together in a tight pack and take 
advantage of the drafting effect. 
The draft created by an 80-man 
pack moving at 30 mph is con¬ 
siderable. 

In a road race, one or two team 
riders will try and break away 
from the pack. To do this they ac¬ 
celerate suddenly in an effort to 
surprise the pack. Once they 
have established a gap, they will 
work together to try and increase 


their lead by taking turns breaK- 
ing the wind while the other rider 
drafts behind. 

The skill required here is con¬ 
siderable, since the drafting 
rider must keep within 5 inches of 
the other rider’s wheel for the 
maximum slipstream effect. 

Meanwhile back in the pack, 
the two riders attempting a 
breakaway will get help from 
their teammates. Once the team 
has committed to a breakaway, 
the other teammates will move to 
the front of the pack and work to 
thwart a chase. This tactic can 
sometimes lead to pushing and 
shoving for position at speeds 
over 30 mph. 

A strong team or teams work¬ 
ing in combination can make 
even a weak breakaway work if 
they can control the front of the 
pack.

Duck takes a 
nose dive 

REVIEW 

For 81 consecutive years the 
Wingaresheek Players, a fictilious 
amateur theatre group based in the 
quaint, Cod fearing lishing village 
of Gloucester, has staged a mid 
Winter production. In spite ol 
grumblings by some, they have 
tackled many a classic and. in the 
end, provided the townsfolk with an 
enjoyable night out. But. you might 
protest, they were playing to a cap¬ 
tive audience. . .that it was the only 
game in town! But was it? 

Now. approximately 100 years 
after the first performance of I he 
Wild Duck. Ihe Wingaersheek 
Players are mounting a product ion 
of Henrik Ibsen s dark, ioreboding 
tragedy wrapped in deception, and 
it is during the rehearsal period that 
playwright Israel Horovitz focuses 
his new play. Year of the Duck. A 
contemporary version of Ibsens 
classic, Year of the Duck is in its 
world premiere at the Gloucester 
Stage Company through Aug. 16. 

T’is a pity to report that Mr. 
Horovilz’s play is a disappointment: 
it seemed like such a natural! The 
concept is clever and has potential: 
a modern day drama paralleling the 
spine of Ibsen s play; the familiar 
identity with locale: and the idea of 
a community theatre group in re 
huarsal, with its endless possibilities 
for comedy to offset Ibsen’s brood 
inq, somber tone. But more of that 
later. 

1 he Budd family is stepped in 
the tradition of the Wingaersheek 
Players, one generation afler 
another having performed with the 
group. Helmed by patriarch Nathan 
(Bernie Passeltiner). the family unit 
includes Nathan's son Harry (James 
Huston): Harry's wife Peg (Ann-Sara 
Matthews): Harry and Peg's teen¬ 
age daughter Sophie (Heather 
Willihnganz): and their latest addi 
tion. a duck named Oliver (Ollie lor 
short). 

Only Harry and Sophie are 


appealing in the current show and 
since theres a darkroom in Ihe 
Budd home. Hairy is doubling as 
the troupe's photographer. Furthoi. 
since an upstairs room is almost an 
exact duplicate ol the set. Harry has 
readily agreed to rehearsals being 
held there. 

We meet the Budd family in the 
kitchen where, aside bom Peg. Ihe 
rest rush through their evening 
meal. Nathan is aliaid he'll miss the 
start ol a 1 V episode on wayward 
Oscai Wilde, Sophie and Harry, in 
anticipation of the arrival of the 
shows triple-threat diiectoi. set 
designer and male lead. John Sharp 
(Paul O'Biien). anti Ihe play s 
lemale lead, assertive Rosie Non is 
(Jan Conner/). 

Five years earlier John was 
plagued with Ihe problem of de< ep 
tion . deception to himsell and to 
others, and not being able to 
cope, bolted Gloucester, leaving 
behind his wife and twin daughters. 
While most assumed he had gone 
to Alaska, he journeyed only as lai 
as neighboring Milford. NH where 
he finally realized his purpose in 
life. . .to direct and play leading 
roles., among other things. 

In the kitchen John plants a 
helty kiss on Peg's lips, while on Ihe 
staircase Harry and Rosie steam in 
a hot, smoldering embrace. Peg re 
buffs John's repeated advances, but 
Harry relishes his lusty relationship 
with Rosie, totally oblivious of her 
cuckold husband 

Harry and Rosie decide to take 
the bull by lire horns and spill their 
ongoing tryst to Peg; after all. they 
held back for three years all 
during Ihe productions ol Virginia 
Wooll, Deallh of a Salesman, and 
Auntie Marne belore linally ur 
cumbing to the devil in the ll*-.h 
during the run ol Fantasticks. 

Harry is surprised at Peg s hos 
tile reaction, not taking kindly to 
his desire lor an open marriage. Bui 
Harry has been conditioned to the 
idea of marital liberties, having, as 
a young hoy, barged into a drevang 
room where his mother and John

Usually with her ban ) E 
Raitt will appear at the ft 
Afteryearsofwaiting.lv fa > 
be pleased to learn l' 
album. Nine Lives, hi 
released. 


From the stage at Newport's 
Fort Adam's State Park, the musi¬ 
cians sing out to a sea of faces and 
beyond to the sea itself, dotted with 
small boats gathered in the bay to 
listen to the musical expressions of 
our American folklore. 

This year the Nestle Folk 
Festival-Newport takes place on 
August 8 and 9 and the line up 
looks like one not to be missed. 

The festival first ran from 1959 
to 1969 and the performers includ¬ 
ed the likes of Bob Dylan. Joan 
Baez. Joni Mitchell, the Jug Band, 
Judy Collins, Tom Paxton. The au 
dience was on the youngish side 
in their late teens and twenties. 
Long hair was a novelty and rock 
and roll was a rambunclious 
teenager. 

In the early 60s grass roots 
politics found a sympothetic voice 
in folk music. Popular music had 
been until then mostly girl meets 
boy, girl loses boy. girl gets boy (or. 
of course, boy meets...). 

The music of the Oklahoma 
troubadour. Woody Guthrie, found 
its way to the general public 
through people like Dylan and Baez 
and a new musical era was 
launched. 

Young people began to rally 


around political issues such as the 
Civil Rights Movement and later the 
Vietnam War and they found a way 
to speak out through song. This 
aspect of the festival made it more 
than just entertainment. It brought 
together people of one mind and 
one heart. It made for a very special 
lime. 

In 1985, the festival was reviv¬ 
ed and this year's edition has some 
new talent as well as some of the 
originals. 

Worth noting in the new talent 
category is Britain's Billy Bragg. 

His ragged voice and topical 
tunes recall the spark of the 60s. He 
combines the raunch of rock and 
roll with a keen sense of social 
justice and creates a new version of 
folk music. His love songs are 
lender; his wit is pertinent and he 
leaves his audience thinking as well 
as bopping. 

Alice’s Restaurant may be long 
gone from Western Mass., but Arlo 
Guthrie lives on to carry out the 
family tradition of politics and 
song. He performs regularly, par¬ 
ticipates in community affairs and 
takes an active role in the peace 
movement. 

His story/songs are wonderfully 
amusing and at the same time very 


moving and powerful. 

When bluegrass fans first heard 
the New Grass Revival's version of 
Jerry Lee Lewis’ Great Balls of Fire, 
goodness gracious, they were in a 
state of shock! Next to Ralph 
Stanley's lonesome traditional 
sound and the Lewis Family's 
cranked up style of gospel, the boys 
in the Revival sounded hotter than 
hot. 

The band has been cookin' ever 
since. After a change or two in per¬ 
sonnel. Sam Bush, the only original 
player left and founder of the band, 
has put together a combination of 
talents that is rocking up the coun 
try charts. 

The rock and roll voice belongs - 
to lead singer and bass player. John 
Cowan. 

Pat Flynn adds the traditional 
flavor with some awesome flatpick¬ 
ing and a sweet tenor. 

Fuzzy, flying hair and fast 
fingers on the fiddle and mandolin 
typified Sam Bush when the 
Newgrass began their musical 
odyssey. 

After overcoming a serious il- 
lines, Sam bounced back with more 
energy than before. His singing and 
picking are charged with innovation 
as well as the pure bluegrass tradi-

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What About Art?

Outside the building at 265 
Massachusetts Avenue hangs a red 
banner identifying the M.l.T. Muse¬ 
um in a neighborhood as varied, 
egalitarian and visually meandering 
as the as the exhibits inside. 

Tucked away in one of the back 
galleries, past The Second Annual 
Women in Architecture exhibition, 
ten holography projects from the 
M.l.T. Media Laboratory, a hall 
lined with prints on early balloon¬ 
ing, Doc" Edgerlon’s photographic 
experiments with electronic strobe 
flash photography, Bill Parker’s 
light sculptures, and next to two 
galleries filled with striking graphic 
reminders of Hiroshima, is an exhi¬ 
bit of paintings and drawings by 
Martin Mugar. 

The artist is presenting his first 
solo show in the Boston area since 
1980, having recently returned to 
New England to teach at the Univer¬ 
sity of Mew Hampshire in Durham 
after six years as a member of the 
art faculty at the University of North 
Carolina at Greensboro. Exhibiting 
four drawings and nine paintings 
from 1985 and 1986, Mugar inves¬ 
tigates a world defined by limited 
imagery but hardly limited color, 
light and form. Mugar’s response to 
a table topped by some few objects, 
a balcony (perhaps the more com¬ 
plete setting for the still life, for it 
remains in fhe picture anchoring 
the foreground and bottom of the 
vast, upended view), and the land¬ 
scape the balcony's vertical archi¬ 
tecture interrupts. 

The still life metamorphoses in 
the paintings, giving a sequential 
narrative to their chronology. 

In the earlier works, objects are 
substantive and identifiable. A pit¬ 
cher and tall crock are simple and 
stalwart foils to a delicate sugar 
bowl, a shell bursting forth star-like 
from its color-saturated folds, and 


a kitchen grinder with metal appen¬ 
dages that lend to it the character 
of a Chinese ritual vessel. Space is 
defined by perpendicular meeting 
of planes behind the table’s top, im¬ 
plying the floor and walls of an in¬ 
terior. A window to one side pro¬ 
vides the light source. 

As the paintings progress, some 
objects are taken away and some 
are replaced. The shift, though, is 
less in the physical rearrangement 
of the still life than in the point of 
view of its interpreter. The artist 
moves to the table’s left, to its right 
and to its other side. Throughout, 
the tabletop plane remains firmly 
attached to the bottom edge of the 
picture, establishing it as the 
closest physical object in the field 
of vision. 

The intersecting walls and arch¬ 
itectural moldings, and, finally, the 
objects themselves, while not giv¬ 
ing up their identity entirely, be¬ 
come at once more and less than 
they once were, and more than the 
sum of their identifiable parts. 

Achingly ripe color packs no 
less an emotional and visual wallop 
as the works progress, but becomes 
more harnessed. Color areas gel in¬ 
to planes that fortify one another 
and ally themselves with the total¬ 
ity of the picture plane’s flat sur¬ 
face, creating a space made believ¬ 
able through color and light and de¬ 
nying altogether earlier references 
to perspective. 

At this point it should be re¬ 
membered that the references to 
earlier” and more recent works 
span only the years 1985 and 1986. 
So intense is Mugar's response to 
the subjects of his paintings, and so 
acute is the expression of that re¬ 
sponse in his paintings, that the two 
become one, so that in the act of 
painting of the observed world it is 
transcended and changed. In the 


progression of the paintings that 
change is experienced. 

Mugar's paint application is 
juicy and immediate, which com 
bined with the absence of line gives 
the oil on canvas works a painterly 
quality. The pencil drawingsonpa 
per are painterly as well. Marks 
group into patches, the equivalent 
of painted color areas, which push 
and pull against the paper's while 
surface. Emphasis in the three land 
scapes — and the double figure 
drawing as well — is on the horizon 
tal. Shallow curves stretch from one 
side of the horizontal format to tht 
other, interrupted on occasion by a 
tense tilled vertical or flurry of 
marks. 

The drawings, unlike the paint 
ings, have a delicacy that is due in 
part to the medium. Both drawings 
and paintings have a force, too, that 
emerges from energy concentrated 
in the artists marks. 

Lighting up the gallery's dark 
walls, Mugar’s work is well worth a 
visit to the M.l.T. Museum, open 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through Fri¬ 
day and 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Saturday 
Hats off to M.l.T. for this fine exhibi 
tion and for free admission to their 
museum!

kettle, then packed into hot jar- n i 
sealed. The food is not processed 
after packing in the jars. Open-ket¬ 
tle canning is unsafe because ten i| 
eratures reached are not In jl 
enough to destroy all the spoilage 
organisms that may be in low-ai i 
foods, such as meat and vegetal 
other than tomatoes. 

Spoilage bacteria may also • n 
ter the food when it is transler 
from kettle to jar, making it un I 
sirable as well to can other food 
such as fruits, pickles, preserves 
and jams by this method. 

Why is oven canning unsafe? 
Jars may explode, causing pel 
injury or damage to the oven Al. 
temperatures obtained in the .»vei 
are not high enough to insure ad< 
quate destruction of spoilage 
anisms in low-acid foods. Time 
specified for boiling-water-bath pit 
cessing of foods do not apply 1 
oven processing since the rate o' 
heat penetration would be differ--m 
in the oven and the products could 
easily be underprocessed 

Should jars and lids be steriliz 
ed before canning? No. not when 
the boiling-water bath or pressu - 
canner method is used, because the 
containers and lids are sterilized 
during processing. But the jars and 
lids should be clean. 

Is it safe to add celery, green 
pepper, and onion to tomatoes 
when canning them? No, add i i 
other vegetables lowers the acidity 
of tomatoes. Acidity helps protect 
against the growth of botulinum 
bacteria, which can produce a fatal 
toxin in canned foods. Specific re 
cipes, times, and temperatures de 
termined scientifically for vegetable 
mixtures need to be used for their 
safe canning. 

What causes liquid to be lost 
from jars during processing? Los 
of liquid may be due to packing jars 
too full. Headspace must be allow 
ed between the top of the lood and 
lid as specified in the instructions 
for each food. Food expands when 
processed, so headspace must be 
adequate or liquid will be forced out 
of the jar. 

Liquid may be lost if the can 
ner's pressure fluctuates during pro 
cessing. Lowering the pressure too 
suddenly after processing mayais.i 
cause liquid to be lost. The pressure 
canner should be removed from the 
heat and allowed to cool normally 
at room temperature. 

If liquid is lost from jars during 
processing, can more be added to 
fill them again? No. Because if the 
jar is opened and liquid added, this 
would allow bacteria to enter the jar 
and you would need to process

again. Loss of liquid does not cause 
food to spoil, though food nol co\ 
ered by the liquid may darken 

Why does fruit sometimes float 
in the jar after canning? Fruit may 
float because it is packed too loosr 
ly, syrup is too heavy, or because 
some air remains in tissues of the 
fruit after heating and processing 

Why should flat metal disks 
and rubber rings be used only 
once? Depressions in the rubber 
compound made when the lid or 
ring was first used can prevent ob 
taining an airtight seal is used a se¬ 
cond time. 

Why should metal bands be re¬ 
moved after jars have cooled? If 
bands are not removed soon after 
cooling, moisture between the ring 
and jar may cause the ring to rust 
thus making later removal of the 
bands difficult. The band is no long 
er necessary after the jar has cool 
ed because the seal has been pro 
vided by the flat metal lid with seal 
ing compound and the vacuum < re 
ated during cooling.

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Water essential to life, key to dieting 


Watei: Essential to Life and 
the Key to Successful Dieting 
Like the ait we breathe water is a 
requited substante that we otten 
take for granted Howc-wi. it is 
pet haps the nutiienl most essential 
lo human life. Our bodies can stir 
vise a deficiency ot all the other 
nutrients (such as protein, lat. cat 
hohydrate. vitamins and minerals! 
for long periods ol time. .-*ome ol 
them even for months or years, but 
they can survive only a few days 
without watei. 

1 lie body it si'll is comprised ot 
approximately 60 percent watei 
I his remarkable fluid is riot only the 
major ronsiti1ut.nl ol blood, but it 


is also involved in almost every 
bodily function. Water serves as a 
supplier and carrier ol nutrients, a 
medium and participant in 
chemical reactions, a disposer of 
svaste products, and a regulator of 
body temperature by its continual 
bathing ol the body's cells. 

Every day the body needs to 
replace about kvo-and a hall to 
Ihree quarts of watei that are lost 
through urination, perspiration and 
breathing. Some of this water supp¬ 
ly will come from the water in 
foods, and some from the 
metabolism of loods alter they are 
eaten. The majority, however, must 
tome from pine liquid in order to 


maintain the body s lluid balance lo 
prevent dehydration. Six to eight 
glasses of water a day are the 
typical recommendation. Some of 
this can come from beverages other 
than water, allhough alcoholic 
drinks, coflee, tea and colas are not 
advisable. These beverages can 
ha\e a diuretic effect on the body, 
meaning they can pull water from 
the body and increase urination. 
Plain, pure water is clearly the best 
choice for liquid replacement. 

Drinking a sufficient amount of 
water is also a key factor in suc¬ 
cessful dieting. For one thing, 
drinking a full six to eight glasses 
ol water a day can keep the 


stomach feeling full and satiated 
between meals. Consequently, feel¬ 
ings ol hunger and the temptation 
to eat are prevented. In addition 
(although contrary to popular 
belief), drinking sulficient water 
while dieting will actually prevent 
water weight" gain. This is because 
large amounts of water can act as 
a diuretic to draw additional water 
from the body. And second, excess

salt and the sodium it carries, which 
can act lo hold water in the body 
are filtered through the kidneys and 
excreted once sufficient water is 
consumed.

SUMMERTIME, AND THE LIVING IS DANGEROUS 


The National Satcty Council has 
just published their annual report on 
when il is the most hazardous lo be 
on Ihe highways The answer eon 
tinues lo he llie summer months 
The chances of an aulo accident are 
45% greater in August than in 
February. .July. June, May and 
September follow as our most 
dangerous time. 

Most people feel that the winter 
months are worse, hut it s simply 
not I rue He extra cautious right 
now 

If. unfortunately you. a friend or 
loved one is involved in an accident, 
do something about il No. not just 
repair Ihe ear damage: gel to a 
Chiropractor to see il you have 
damage lo your own framework. 

When I ha I accident happened 
your body may have been “tor 
quod" or your head “whipped II 
so. Ihe so called “soil tissue" that 
holds Ihe spinal segments together 
land apart ) may have been damag¬ 
ed.

and confusion. Often people just 
chalk up these symptoms k ol< 
age. II you know about possible sid 
effects, you can report symptom?. l-> 
your doctor, .he or she might 
decide to change your medicine 
dosage or prescribe something 
else.” 

• Set up a schedule il you tak- 
many prescriptions. That make it 
harder to miss a dose. Most timet 
you don't need to take pills b 
themselves. . .for example, you 
can take several pills together in the 
morning. Check with your phai 
macist or doctor. 

• Have drug questions? Ask yout 
pharmacist' In five to six years oi 
college, he or she learned about 
drugs chemical structures, prop.-i 
ties and side effects. Pharmacist 
actually lake more classes than 
doctors in pharmacology, or diuy 
information, while doctors focus on 
symptoms, diagnosis and treatment 
of conditions and sicknesses 

"Most pharmacists love to bt 
asked questions!’ admitted 
Esposito. "Alter all. we gained out 
drug knowledge to help people.

medications. If you swallow a pill 
with little or no fluid, it can cause 
imlation or chest pain by sticking 
to the innner lining of your 
esophagus (the tube leading to your 
-tomach). 

To lubricate your esophagus, 
drink three oi four ounces of water 
first, then use more to help you 
swallow the pills You should drink 
at least eight ounces of water every 
lime you lake prescriptions, and re¬ 
main upright for 90 seconds or 
more afterward. 

Think a pill is stuck in your 
esophagus? Eating a banana will 
provide a smooth coating for the 
stuck pill and carry it downward to 
your stomach. 

• Pay attention to how you feel, par¬ 
ticularly if you're starting a new 
medication. Ask your doctor or 
pharmacist about possible side 
eflects. 

"In the elderly, a normal dose of 


blood pressure, cardiac disease or 
ulcers And thc*\ can avoid giving 
you a drug that will conflict with 
voui regular medications. 

• Ask questions about medicines 
and thei- ;idc effects. "It's easv to 
be intimidated by a busy doctor— 
but vou hd\c* a right to know about 
vour health 1 ’ Esposito said, lo gain 
the biggest benefit:, from your 
physician visit, she suggested you 
spend five minutes belorehand 
writing down questions about your 
medications or physical symptoms.

Sugary foods 
coat the teeth with plaque, a 
bacteria that combines with 
sugar to form acids that 
attack the normal surface of 
Ihe teeth. Inviting tooth 
decay. Second, foods high in 
sugar are also often high In 
fats and calories. Third, a diet 
high In sugar will almost 
always be low In nutrition. 
Fourth, although refined 
sugar Is not addictive, the 
body digests It rapidly, 
causing the blood sugar 
concentration to rise 
dramatically, then to drop 
below normal levels. As a 
result, the body craves more 
sugar. 

The best alternative to 
processed sugar Is fresh 
fruits and vegetables. They 
satisfy your sweet tooth, take 
longer to digest and provide 
nutrients and fiber to your 
diet.

It is an eating disorder characteriz¬ 
ed by the uncontrolled ingestion of 
large amounts of food, usually 
followed by self-induced vomiting 
or laxative abuse. 

A bulimic person may appear to 
be of average weight and well 
nourished The disorder therefore is 
difficult to delect. A bulimic in¬ 
dividual may be a perfectionist, 
achieving a great deal, but with the 
cost of high anxiety and low 
self-esteem. 

Bulimia is seen almost ex¬ 
clusively in young women. Men 
represent less than 10 percent of 
the total cases. The age of onset 
may occur at a time of separation 
from home or loved ones or when 
an important relationship falls 
apart 

The self-induced vomiting often 
starts as a means of diet control but 
son becomes a severe habit which 


can result in serious, lile- 
threalening consequences. 

Dizziness and headache, 
chronic sore throat, mouth sores, 
severe dental decay, dehydration 
and even heart attack and death can 
follow prolonged episodes of bing¬ 
ing and purging. 

Perry Belfer, PhD., Clinical 
Coordinator of the Eating Disorders 
Program at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital states. "As bulimia 
becomes increasingly common, we 
see a wide range of individuals re¬ 
questing treatment. The following 
three fictional composite patients' 
are characteristic of such in¬ 
dividuals." 

Meghan 

Meghan is a pretty 19-year old 
college freshman living away from 
home. For the first time in her slim 
and active life, she began putting on 


weight, loo much weight. Maybe it 
was the institutional food. Maybe it 
was academic pressures. Whatever 
the reason, she was gaining weight 
and felt ugly and disgusted with 
herself. 

One day a well-meaning 
girlfriend shared her secret with 
Meghan. The secret seemed simple 
enough: Eat all you want, whatever 
you want, and then throw it up so 
you won't get fat. Now Meghan 
could eat all her favorite foods and 
then rid herself of the dreaded cal¬ 
ories. No more calories, no more 
fat. 

Gradually, Meghan began to 
have periods of binge eating. These 
were usually prompted by stressful 
events in her life such as midterm 
exams. She would eat large quan¬ 
tities of sweets, usually the kind 
that could be consumed rapidly. 
The eating itself gave Meghan ins¬ 


tant relief from her overwhelming 
anxiety, leaving her with an almost 
euphoric feeling. 

Shortly after binging, she would 
put her fingers or some other 
foreign object down her throat and 
induce vomiting, continuing to 
vomit until all the food was gone. 
She felt dirty, guilty and ashamed 
afterward. So ashamed, she went to 
great lengths to hide her stange 
habit from family and friends. 

Casey 

Casey is a successful 28-year- 
old owner of a clothing boutique 
who sought treatment when bulimia 
began to rule her life. Meticulously 
dressed and groomed with a warm, 
outgoing personality, bulimia has 
not altered Casey's physical ap 
pearance even though she’s had it 
for four years.

However, it has caused a varie¬ 
ty of health-related problems 
chronic fatigue, bleeding gums, a 
burning tongue, occasional 
stomach cramps, bloating, and 
calluses on her knuckles from the 
irritation caused by her teeth every 
time she induced vomiting. 

Caseys eating problem began 
when she gave up marijuana and 
cocaine and broke up with her live 
in boyfriend. Living alone without 
drugs to boost her spirits, she got 
into the habit ol eating whenever 
she felt lonely, anxious, or 
depressed- 

On occasions, she would have 
all-day binges with intermittent 
vomiting, but she usually binged at 
night when she returned home from 
work. 

For the most part, Casey is 
avoiding relationships with men, 
Although she would eventually like 
to marry and have children, she 
feels she must conquer her eating 
problem first. 

Sandy 

Sandy is a 38-year-old wife and 
mother of three. She* has been 
bulimic lor two years. Her eating 
problem began shortly after her 
youngest child started school With 
no one at home during the day any 
more, sh began having feelings of 
boredom and woithlessness 


Since many ol her neighbor 
friends worked, there was no one to 
chat with, no one to visit. To pass 
the time, she began to eat 

Since Sandy had always been 
weight conscious, her increased 
snacking made her feel extremely 
guilty, like Meghan and Casey. 
Sandy gradually began to binge-cat 
during the afternoons before hoi 
husband and children came home 
Sandy's feelings before a binge 
included anxiety, fear, and excite 
ment. Hei unpleasant feelings 
disappeared as she ale. 

Yet when the binge was over, 
she lei! sick and fat. Vomiting made 
her leel belter and she usually loll 
asleep immediately, only to awaken 
to more feelings of guilt and 
nausea. These leelinqs often indu< 
ed another binge, thus creating an 
uninterrupted cycle. 

She wanted despeialelv lo stop, 
but couldn't In the meantime, a 
lack of communication between 
Sandy and her husband failed to 
bring fret eating pioblem to the sur¬ 
face. Their marriage was 
dangerously "or' the rocks

not at all similar to the static shock 
you get when pressing an elevator 
button after shuffling down a 
carpeted hallway. Il is not painlul or 
uncomfortable. 

EMS is very concentrated exer¬ 
cise. When exercising on your own. 
you recruit about 40-45% of your 
muscle fiber. With EMS you recruit 
about 80%! 

EMS does not work the 
cardiovascular system it is not a 
replacement lor exercise, but rather 
a complement. Results are seen 
quickly. On the average, the 
stongesl improvement is achieved 
after two to four weeks of regular 
sessions (3 per week). The speed of 
maximum improvement depends 
entirely upon the condition of your 
muscles at the beginning. 

In conclusion, hopefully the 
reader will gain some understan¬ 
ding of electrical stimulation, how 
it can he used, its benefits and 
limitations.

Cataract treatment

The last 10 years has been a 
remarkable time for ophthamology. 
Mew methods of treating eye 
disease and refinement of older 
methods have made a very real im¬ 
pact in the vision of thousands of 
people. 

There is no more striking exam¬ 
ple of this than in the area of 
cataracts, a condition which affects 
most senior citizens and is a source 
of visual loss to many of them. 

Today there is no reason why 
people should fear cataracts or 
cataract surgery. 

It is no longer necessary for 
cataracts to be “ripe" to be 
removed. 

Advanced technologies have 
made cataract surgery an extreme¬ 
ly safe and remarkably effective 
operation. 

Most patients can have the 
surgery as an outpatient; the 
cataract is removed in the morning 
and the patient is home by lunch 
time. 

The perfecting of Intraocular 
Lens Implants, which replaces the 
old cumbersome "coke bottle" 


cataract glass and contact lenses 
have allowed visual results that are 
most like normal vision. 

Another example of how new 
technologies have helped treat old 
problems are lasers. The laser beam 
is currently commonly used to treat 
several types of glaucoma as well as 
diseases of the retina Including 
diabetes, retinal holes, and macular 
degeneration. 

Previously with certain types of 
glaucoma, risky surgery and 
hospitalization was the only method 
to definitively treat the problem. 
Mow using the Laser, the procedure 
can be done painlessly, without 
hospitalization and not interfering 
in the patient's regular lifestyle. 

It is an exciting time in the field 
of ophlhalmology. This is only the 
briefest of overviews of just a few of 
the changes that have come to pass 
in recent years. 

Today, patients can feel that 
there are better treatments 
available now than ever before and 
even newer technologies on the 
horizon which will benefit all of us.

cess stress on supporting bone 
and gum tissue 

• Misalignment of jaw joints where 
they hinge: 1 his may be a result 
of a malpositioned tooth and can 
cause chronic headaches ot pains 
in the face or neck. 

Warning signs

signs*may indicate that your child 
needs to see an Orthodontist: 

• Thumb or linger sucking 

• Overlapping or crowding ol empl

• Broken or missing teeth 

• Dilliculty in chewing 

• Open mouth breathing 

• Jaws that tend to click or pop

Don’t ignore children’s tooth problems

A chipped tooth, a seven- 
toothache and bleeding gums are 
problems that can be part ol grow 
ing up, But such problems should 
not be ignored. II youi child s teeth 
or mouth suffer an injury, be sure 
to get him or her the proper 
emergency dental treatment 

The following is some general 
advice to help you should an 
emergency arise: 

• II a tooth is knocked out 
sometimes a tall or injury knocks 
out a tooth completely. T he best ad¬ 
vice is to wipe t he tooth free ol dirt, 
rinse under cold water if possible 
and stick the tooth firmly back in 
the socket as lar as it will go. If Ihi 
can t be done, then dean the tooth, 
keep it damp and take bolh the 
diild and the tooth to a dentist, 
hospital or medical center 
emergency room immediately. 
Depending upon the condition of 
tin tooth, the dentist will attempt 
to reimplant it in the child’s mouth. 


• II a tooth is ■ hipped in mi m 

c ideal that bleaks or chips a k*Mh 
but duesri t expose the nerve, wipe 
tlv tooth with warm walei. keep it 
c lean and escort the child to a den 
list quickly The dentist will place 
a covering over the exposed dentin 
(the bonelike I issue that lies just 
under the tooth's enamel;, which 
will lacilitale the tooth to heal I In¬ 
dent ist will use a tooth-colored 
material to bond the chipped oil 
portion directly on to the remaining 
tooth. Usually this restoration is in¬ 
distinguishable bom a natural, 
whole tooth

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Families face aging problems together

We all know, that people are liv¬ 
ing longer these days and geneial¬ 
ls we consider that to be a good 
thing. 

Every one ol us hopes lor a 
healthy independent old age — a 
golden age. Bui we also know 
something about other possibilities 
me Irailty caused by chronic 


diseases, the losses ol loved ones 
and the specter of nursing homes. 

It is widely accepted 
that.throughout our lives, we pass 
through certain times ol transition, 
of change, and that active anticipa¬ 
tion of Ihese times is beneficial. 

For example, preparing a child 
land oneself) for kindegarten pro 
motes a successful transition. One 
would never just bring a child that 


first day without their knowing 
anything about it. 

There are health professionals 
who specialize in helping elderly 
people and their families during the 
transitions associated with aging, 

People ask how they can make 
their retirement more fulfilling. The 
wealth of free lime they'd so desired 
seems nearly worthless. The change 
from Ihe working world to sue 
cessfu! retirement requires a major 
adjustment and one should expect 
a period of feeling a bit disoriented. 

Sometimes, people have to 
push themselves to make plans and 
move ahead. It is dangerous to 
allow a passive "rocking-chair'' at¬ 
titude to develop prematurely. 

Retirement can be a time for ac 
complishing those goals we've 
waited all our lives to attend to, as 
well as for relaxing in the shade. 

When a spouse is chronically ill. 
shilts in roles and routine are often 
necessary. As the care-giving mate 
takes on an increasing number of 
tasks, he or she has less leisure time 
to enjoy and, as a result, becomes 
more isolated. 

Alzheimer's Disease is a chronic 
illness frightening to many. There 
is no known cure, although resear 
chers are hopeful. 

Alzheimer's victims and their 
families need special assistance 
geared to their particular problems, 

When there are changes in per¬ 
sonality and judgment as well as 
memory problems and declining 
abilities to care for oneself, the 
losses and burdens to the individual 


and family are enormous. 

Once a diagnosis has been 
made, these families ask what can 
be done to make day-to-day life 
more livable 

It is known that a structured 
routine with few surprizes and just 
the right amount of activity is best. 

Respite services con be sanity¬ 
saving. Sometimes, it eses the pain 
just to talk. There are education and 
support groups in many com¬ 
munities and through some 
hospitals. The local Council on Ag¬ 
ing and Alzheimer's Disease and 
Related Disorders Association 
(ADRDA) can provide direction. 

Depression is the most com¬ 
mon serious psychological problem 
in people after age 60. It is often 
associated with losses: deaths of 
loved ones, deteriorating health, 
even retirement. 

There also are depressions that 
are the direct result of certain 
medications or illnesses. 

It further muddies the waters 
that depression can look like 
Alzheimer's Disease: the person 
may have trouble concentrating, be 
apathetic and deny feeling 
depressed. 

As when Alzheimer's Disease is 
suspected, a thorough medical 
evaluation is usually the place to 
start. 

Elderly people are often 
unaware of the potential usefulness 
of counseling when one is depress¬ 
ed. However, if treatment is begun 
promptly, there should be an ex¬ 


cellent chance of the depression lif¬ 
ting entirely. 

Families often ask if they 
should intervene when worried 
about their parents. At times, fami¬ 
ly members lake on huge burdens 
of care and the situation becomes 
unhealthy for them as well. People 
sometimes believe they must pro¬ 
vide everything themselves. 

Family tensions have a way of 
surfacing during these limes. Being 
overwhelmed or under severe stress 
can make people question their 
sanity and feelings run high. 

When decisions must be made, 
about placing a parent in a nursing 
home, for example, it is best to take 
some time, to anticipate rather than 
wait until the breaking point. 

Crisis or not, there are usually 
short- and long-term plans to be 
made and sometimes a professional 
perspective is useful. If home ser¬ 
vices are appropriately used, a per¬ 
son can often remain at home and 
independent much longer than 
without such assistance. 

Illness and loss, for all their 
sadness, can act to bring people 
together, and although our last 
years may not be as healthy and in¬ 
dependent as we would wish, 
perhaps they bear other gifts.
